Deaths At Hospital, 


Home Investigated

The Boone County medical 
examiner is investigating 
deaths at a nursing home that 
employed a nurse already un- 
der federal investigation in sus- 
picious deaths at a veterans 
hospital. 

The nurse worked at the 
Ashland Healthcare nursing 
home for a year after leaving 
the Truman Veterans Hospital 
in Columbia, where the FBI has 
spent three years investigating 
deaths that occurred on the 
nurse’s ward. 

From June 1993 until March 
1995, 36 deaths occurred at 
the Ashland nursing home, ac- 
cording to a state Board of 
Nursing report. The nursing 
home cares for about 60 
patients. 

The investigation is center- 
ing on 30 deaths that occurred 
in the year that Robert Allen 
Williams, a registered nurse, 
worked at the nursing home. 
Six patients died in the 10 
months following Williams’ dis- 
missal from the home on July 
ae 1994, the nursing board 


“The mere numbers alert us 
to investigate and try to deter- 
mine why large numbers oc- 
curred in such a short period of 
time,” said Vernie Fountain, 


the chief death investigator for 


the medical examiner’s office. 
Williams, 29, of Ashland, 
was fired from the nursing 
home after poor inspection re- 
ports from the state Division of 
Aging, according to The Co- 
lumbia Daily Tribune, which

Local Jewish leaders say the assassination of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has deeply touched the St. 
Louis area’s Jewish community, which numbers about 
60,000. 

About 200 people attended a memorial service Sunday 
at Shaare Emeth Temple in Creve Coeur. 

Kickoff for the Jewish Federation of St. Louis’ annual 
fund-raiser, planned to be festive, took on a more somber 
tone. The event began with a moment of silence. 

Lynn Lyss, head of the National Jewish Community 
Relations Advisory Council, left her home in Clayton 


. Sunday for Rabin’s funeral today in Israel. 


Lyss is a part of President Bill Clinton’s entourage. She 
had been present at the signing of the peace treaty 
between Jordan and Israel last year. 

Her husband, Dr. Carl Lyss, said she visited Israel 
regularly to meet with top government officials. 

Rabbi Mark Shook of Temple Israel in Creve Coeur 
was touring Israel with members of his congregation 
when Rabin was shot. Shook said Sunday in a telephone 
interview from a kibbutz north of the Sea of Galilee that 
many of the people on his tour were frustrated by the 
language barrier that kept them from hearing the latest

JERUSALEM — Hundreds of 
thousands of Israelis — many w 
ing, many bearing flowers — silently 
filed past the simple wooden coffin of 
assassinated Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin on Sunday. 

Meanwhile, world leaders were 
flying to Jerusalem for his funeral 
today. The funeral procession was to 
start at 1:30 p.m. and the funeral at 2 
p.m. (5:30 a.m. and 6 a.m., respec- 
tively, St. Louis time). The ceremo- 
ny, which will be televiséd, is i 5 
ed to last two hours, Israeli officials 
said. 

Rabin’s assassination at a peace 
rally in Tel Aviv, Israel, Saturday 
night stunned a nation that, despite 

increasingly bitter divisions over 
with Arabs, had some- 
how denied that such violence could 
happen to them. Chaim Ramon, chief 
of the Histadrut Trade Union Feder- 
ation, said Sunday, ‘There were 
many writings on the wall, but still 
we felt this could not happen to us.” 

In advance of the arrival of world 
leaders, hundreds of thousands of 
mourners came from throughout Is- 
rael to a courtyard in front of the 
Knesset, or parliament. Some waited

Armed Man Reaches 
Chretien’s Bedroom 


OTTAWA (AP) — The Canadian 
prime minister’s wife came face-to- 
face. with an intruder early Sunday 
who was standing at the bedroom 
door with an open pocketknife. 

' Prime Minister Jean Chretien said 
he and and. his wife, Aline, locked 
themselves in their room until the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police ar- 
rived minutes later and arrested the 
man. No.one was injured. 

Chretien said his wife woke up 
about 2:45 a.m. when she heard a 
noise. Police said the man had broken 
into the official residence by smash- 
ing a window. with a rock. 

“She got up and she saw a person 
in front of her, and she closed the 
door very rapidly, came back to the 
room and jocked the other door,” 
Chretien said at the airport before 
leaving for Israel to attend the funer- 
al for slain Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

Chretien said the sound of the door 
closing had awakened him. 

“She called the police right away, 
and I could not believe what she was 
telling me. .. . And in six or 10 min- 
utes, I don’t know, the RCMP came 
on the second floor and arrested a 
man who had a jackknife, open, right 
at the door of our room,”’ he said. 

. Although Chretien said his wife 
had called police, the RCMP said uni- 
formed Mounties on the grounds of 
the official residence had responded 
to an alarm and took a man into 
custody. 

The prime minister’s house sits 
atop a cliff overlooking the Ottawa 
River and is surrounded by a wall 
made of stone and wrought iron. Po- 
lice had no information on how the 
man got onto the grounds. 

Police Inspector Jean St-Cyr said 
the motive for the break-in was un- 
clear. Another police spokesman said 
a 34-year-old man from the Montreal 
area was arrested. No other details 
were released.

rysler Glass Plant Workers 


Ratify New Deal, End Strike 


DEARBORN, Mich. (AP) — Workers at Chrysler 
Corp.’s main windshield plant voted overwhelmingly Sun- 
day to end a four-day strike that had threatened to cripple 
the company’s ability to build cars and trucks. 

The United Auto Workers union said it had agreed to 
stop the walkout in return for a company commitment, 
worth at least $35 million, to preserve jobs at the 
McGraw Glass Division plant in Detroit. 

Workers began returning to their jobs Sunday, with full 
operations expected today. 

UAW Local 227’s 1,000 members walked out Wednes- 
day, stopping production of windshields and window glass 
used to build cars and trucks at all but two of Chrysler’s 
North American assembly plants. 

Union officials said Chrysler would have had to shut 
down its minivan assembly plant in Fenton, Mo., Tuesday 
and its minivan plant in Ontario Wednesday if the strike 
had continued. 

The settlement means the company. does not expect 
any interruptions in vehicle production, said spokeswom- 
an Nicole Solomon. 


The UAW said Chrysler agreed to spend at least $35 . 


million on new technology to keep the plant from becom- 
ing obsolete. 


Chrysler’s trend has been to divest many components 
operations and rely on outside suppliers that have lcwer 
labor costs. It agreed under union pressure earlier this 
year not to sell McGraw. 

Chrysler also will bring back in the plant some work 
that had been contracted to outside glass makers, and will 
work with the union to refine existing manufacturing 
processes and develop new ones, the union said. 

“‘We wanted a solid guarantee that the plant would be 
around for 10 years or so,’”’ said Erskine Terrell, presi- 
dent of Local 227. 

Chrysler officials would not discuss specific points of 
the deal. 

“We think it was a good agreement for both the 
company and the UAW,” Solomon said. “As the techno- 
logical capabilities of the plant improve, it makes it more 
viable for future business.”’ 

Terrell said the technology investments envisioned by 
the agreement could make the plant capable of making 80 
percent of Chrysler windshields. It now makes about 60 
percent, he said. 

About 600 of the striking workers met Sunday at a 
Dearborn union hall to consider the agreement. More 
than 99 percent of those who voted endorsed the deal.

Karadzic Calls U.S. Crucial To Success «

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — Bosni- 
an-Serbian leader Radovan Karadzic 
said Sunday that he believed that the 
Yugoslav peace talks in Dayton, Ohio, 
would succeed and that he welcomed 
the active role played by the United 
States. 

In uncommonly conciliatory re- 
marks broadcast on Serbia’s semi- 
official Kragujevac radio and carried 
by the Belgrade-based Beta news 
agency, Karadzic said the U.S.-bro- 
kered conference should result in 
“the final establishment of peace in 
Bosnia.” 

He added that the Dayton negotia- 
tions were important because, ““They 
were initiated by the American side, 
which for the first time accepted and 
recognized the existence of the Ser- 
bian entity in Bosnia and the fact that 
Bosnia cannot survive as a unitary 
state,’’ Karadzic said. He said all pre- 
vious peace conferences on ex-Yugo- 
slavia had failed because they lacked 
the political support of the United 
States. 

But in Dayton, Slobodan Milosevic, 
the president of Serbia, was quoted 
as taking a contrary position, com- 
plaining about the working agenda of 
the meeting and accusing the United 
States of changing the ground rules. 

Milosevic is negotiating on behalf 
of the Bosnian Serbs in place of Kar- 
adzic because Karadzic has been in- 
dicted for war crimes along with his 
top military commander, Ratko Mla- 
dic, and is liable to arrest if he 
travels. 

Under the peace plan being dis- 
cussed in Dayton, Bosnia would be 
split almost equally into a Serbian 
zone and a Muslim-Croatian federa- 
tion. But Karadzic said the Dayton 
talks should involve the return of a 
substantial part of the territory that 
was captured by Bosnian-Serbian re- 
bels in the initial stages of the Bosni- 
an civil war and then recaptured last 
summer by Croatian and Bosnian 
Muslim forces. This would give the 


Serbs more than 70 per cent of thev 
total territory in Bosnia. 

Karadzic denied any resentment at 
not being able to represent Bosnian-

Escort For Coffin 


Rabin’s coffin was placed in an 
army truck Sunday morning and, ac- 
companied by six army generals and 
two police chiefs, was driven slowly 
from Tel Aviv up to Jerusalem. Thou- 
sands of cars were parked along the 
highway as Israelis strained to catch 
a glimpse. 

The coffin was placed on a black 
bier in the plaza outside the Knesset. 
Rabin’s widow, Leah, supported by 
her son, Yuval, and daughter, Dalia, 
slowly walked toward the coffin. 


From time to time, she buried her 
tear-stained face in her hands, and 
slumped on Yuval’s shoulder. 

Hundreds of thousands of Israelis 
filled the Knesset plaza and spilled 
out into the streets for miles. 

Parents brought their children, 
carrying them on their shoulders. 
There were soldiers in uniform, and 
members of the Druse sect, an off- 
shoot of Islam, in white headdress 
and long flowing robes. 

Israel TV said it expected 1 million 
Israelis — orie-fifth of the population 
— to pay last respects before today’s 
funeral at Jerusalem’s Mount Herzl 
cemetery. 

Rabin will be buried in the same 
hilltop, wooded cemetery — close to 
the Yad Vashem Holocaust memorial 
— as former Prime Minister Golda 
Meir and Theodore Herzl, the 
founder of Zionism for whom the 
burial ground in named.

Arafat has not visited Jerusalem 
since Palestinian self-rule began 18 
months ago because his presence 
there would aggravate the issue of 
sovereignty over the city, which Pal- 
estinians and Israelis claim as their 
capital. . 

Opposition leader Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, Rabin’s fiercest critic and Li- 
kud leader, said he would not vote 
against any government acting Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres presented to 
Parliament. “In a democracy, gov- 
ernments are replaced through elec- 
tions, not by murder,” he said. 


Motive: To Kill Peace 


The suspect in the assassination, 
Yigal Amir, in his mid-20s, will be 
brought before a court today and 
charged with murder. A law student 
with links to the Jewish extremist 
right fringe, he told interrogators 
that he wanted to stop Rabin’s peace 
policies. He reportedly said his ac- 
tions were based on rabbinical rulings 
that permit Jews to kill people who 
gave away parts of the biblical land of 
Israel. 

Amir, a religious Jew and son of a 
nursery school teacher, had no crimi- 
nal record. After his arrest, he admit- 
ted to twice planning to kill Rabin and 


told police he would have shot Peres 
as well if the two leaders had left the 
rally together. 

His motive, police said, was to halt 
Arab-Israeli peace talks. 

Rabin’s death raised immediate 
questions about the future of Middle 
East peace moves, especially the Is- 
raeli-Palestinian self-rule agreement 
on the withdrawal of Israeli soldiers 
from most West Bank towns and vil- 
lages by the end of this year. 

The Cabinet met briefly Sunday. 
The government temporarily sus- 
pended the passage of 500 Palestin- 
ian police officers from the Gaza Strip 
to the occupied West Bank that had 
been planned for today as part of the 
expansion of Palestinian self-rule. 

It also delayed the transfer of the 
West Bank postal authority to Pales- 
tinian rule. 

Government spokesman Uri 
Dromi said he believed these delays 
will be temporary -— “a matter of 
days’’ — and that the pullout of Is- 
raeli troops from the West Bank 
would continue more or’ less accord- 
ing to the schedule Rabin had 
approved. — 

Rabin was the one politician Israe- 
lis trusted to take the risks involved 
along the rocky path toward peace. 
His peacemaking with the PLO 
earned him the 1994 Nobel Peace 
Prize, along with Peres and Arafat.

Schools Helping 
Israeli Students 
Express Their Grief

MACCABIM, Israel — School- 
children drew coffins, crying 
clouds and broken hearts Sunday 
in class workshops that teachers 
hoped would soften the shock of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s 
assassination. 

The morning after the assassi- 
nation, children across Israel be- 
gan the day in somber school as- 
semblies where Israeli flags were 
lowered to half-staff. 

At Maoz Hamaccabim primary 
school, 18 miles from Jerusalem, 
many wept as they sang one of 
Israel’s best known melodies, 
“The Song of Peace’ — which 
Rabin himself sang at the peace 
rally in Tel Aviv, Israel, where he 
was gunned down Saturday. 

Hani Hyperman, a third-grade 
teacher, said: ‘““They feel terribly 
afraid. They don’t know what will 
happen or why the leader of Israel 
was killed. They were angry at the 
man who murdered him.” 

Children at the school in Macca- 
bim used crayons and pens to ex- 
press their feelings. Some pic- 
tures showed Rabin on a stage 
surrounded by a crowd — depict- 
ing the scene of the shooting. Sev- 
eral children in Hyperman’s class 
drew coffins and wrote “Rabin” 
on them. 

Hyperman said: “They wrote 
condolence letters to [Rabin’s] 
family and drew scary pictures

and clouds that cry, and wrote on 
them, ‘I am angry.’ One girl drew 
a broken heart.

After learning that the suspect 
in the killing is an Israeli law stu- 
dent, many pupils of Hyperman 
asked how it was possible for a 
Jew to kill another Jew. 

But Education Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein told Israeli army radio 
that in a handful of schools some 
children expressed delight that 
Rabin was dead. 

“The head of our psychological 
service said there were expres- 
sions of happiness in schools, es- 
pecially in lower classes, and we 
are not talking about schools in 
[West Bank and Gaza] settlements 
or religious schools,” Rubinstein 
said. “‘We are talking about a mi- 
nority, but this minority frightens 
us. These small children cannot 
hide the indoctrination they got at 
home.” 
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Striking Newspaper Workers Tangle With Police 

Security guards and police clashed with several hundred 
pickets early Sunday during a rally at a distribution center of 
the strike-bound Detroit Free Press and The Detroit News. — 

Police used pepper spray to disperse the pickets, who 
smashed a police car window and threw rocks. No serious 
injuriés were reported. One picket was taken into custody. 

Pickets gathered in Roseville, 12 miles northeast of De- 
troit, about 2 a.m. in the latest rally to try to block newspaper 
carriers at distribution centers. The clash did not delay deliv- 
ery of Sunday’s combined editions, said Alan Lenhoff, a De- 
troit Newspapers spokesman. 

Six unions representing about 2,500 workers at the Free 
Press, News and Detroit Newspapers, which oversees busi- 
ness operations at the two papers, walked out July 13. They 
were unable to reach an agreement with management on a 
new contract because of many issues, including wages and 
benefits.

Although 17 names were on the ballot, Sunday’s election 
boiled down to a battle between the former Solidarity leader 
and Aleksander Kwasniewski, leader of the reconstituted 
Communists and a former sports minister.

Proposal Sets

TOKYO (AP) — The governor of 
Okinawa has proposed dismantling all 
U.S. military bases on the southern 
Japanese island by the year 2015, 
news reports said Sunday. 

Gov. Masahide Ota’s proposal is 
the latest to develop from Okina- 
wans’ rage over the rape of a 12- 
year-old schoolgirl in September. 
Three U.S. servicemen have been 
charged in the case. 

Kyodo News Service said that Ota 
proposed the plan in a meeting with 
Prime Minister Tomiichi Murayama 
on Saturday. He also refused to force 
owners of base land to continue leas- 
ing their property to the U.S. armed 
forces and said he will disobey a court 
decree ordering him to do so. 

Murayama has indicated that he 
might override Ota and force Okina- 
wan landowners to renew their 
leases for bases. 

Under Ota’s plan, all U.S. military 
bases in Okinawa would be disman- 
tled by 2015 and the island would be 
transformed into an international 
zone, including resorts and an inter- 
national academic city built on a for- 
mer U.S. air base, Kyodo said. 

Okinawan government officials 
were unavailable for comment. 

Defense Secretary William Perry 
and other U.S. officials have apolo- 
gized for the rape, but they insisted 
that the total number of U.S. forces 
in Japan must remain at 44,000. 

About two-thirds of those forces 
are on 42 bases in Okinawan islands, 
1,000 miles southwest of Tokyo. The 
bases hold a key place in U.S. military 
strategy in the Pacific. 

But unhappiness with the U.S. mil- 
itary presence has long run deep on 
Okinawa, site of some of the bloodi-

Despite the devastation, Typhoon 
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U.N.: Half A Billion 
Without Safe Housing

WASHINGTON — About 500 mil- 
lion people are either homeless or 
living in housing that is life-threaten- 
ing, the United Nations reported 
Sunday. 

The prognosis for the next 30 
years is more dire, as the population 
of urban areas is expected to more 
than double to 5 billion in the year 
2025 from 2.4 billion this year, says 
the new report. 

The growth of cities and the urban- 
ization of rural areas are now irre- 
versible due to the global shift to 
technological, industrial and service- 
based economies, the report says. 
Few countries are able to handle the 
population crush, which is likely to 
create problems with everything 
from clean water to disease 
prevention. 

Already, an estimated 10 million 
people are dying annually in densely 
populated urban areas from condi- 
tions produced by the unfit housing 
and poor sanitation, the U.N. report 
says. For example, last year’s plague 
that afflicted almost 5,000 people and 
sparked the panicked exodus of a half 
million in Surat, a comparatively 


Angela’s death toll still fell far short 
of that in Typhoon Ike, which killed 
4,353 when it hit the Philippines in 
1984. 

On Sunday, survivors in Calauag 
gathered the dead in the village hall 
for a mass burial. The town ran out of 
coffins early. Families hammered to- 
gether plywood boxes, buried moth- 
ers and children together, or 
wrapped the dead in blankets or 
plastic. 

In nearby Malauwin, a village of 
about 7,000 farmers and fishermen, 
survivors watched as a priest said a 


prosperous city in northwest. India, 
was linked mainly to unsanitary hous- 
ing conditions. 

“The most pressing global envi- 
ronmental, economic and social is- 
sues that we will face in the next 
century will be in cities,’’ said Wally 
N’Dow, secretary-general of the 
U.N. Center for Human Settlements, 
which issued the survey. 

“Homelessness and poor housing 
conditions are at the root of all these 
problems,’ he said. “Urban areas 
have the resources to solve housing 
problems, but waste and mismanage- 
ment of urban resources cripples the 
effort.” 

The United States has one of the 
world’s largest urban populations. At 
least 85 percent of all Americans will 
live in cities by 2025, up from less 
than 74 percent in 1975. 

Worldwide, 38 percent of the pop- 
ulation lived in urban areas in 1975. 
The figure is expected to reach 48 
percent by the year 2000 and to 
climb to 61 percent by 2025, the 
report says. 

“The bottom line is that the 21st 
century will be the first urban centu- 
ry,’ N’Dow said in an interview.

Anheuser-Busch may know how much the Cardinals 
are worth, but nobody else does. 

Brewery Chairman August Busch III says that any 
purchaser who wants the team must also buy the stadi- 
um, four adjacent parking garages and some other 
pieces of real estate that make up most of the brewery’s 
Civic Center Redevelopment Corp. 

He has said the deal is all or nothing and is intended to 
keep the Cards in St. Louis. 

But bundling the real estate with the sports franchise 
complicates the deal, making it much more difficult to 
figure out what the package is worth. 

To price the team and-land means that accountants 
must pore over every source of revenue, every potential 
expense and every taxable event and deduction. 

Some of the factors include: revenue from the sale of 
tickets, team apparel, souvenirs, hot dogs and beer;

The company may require potential buyers to put up 
a big cash deposit, a million dollars or more, before 
handing over the financial data. The terms of the deposit 
would be simple: You violate the agreement, you forfeit 
the money. 

One person involved in the sale of the New England 
Patriots football team predicted that Anheuser-Busch 
would look hard at potential buyers, screening out 
people who really don’t have the money. He said that 
will help keep the financial data secret.

The announcement that the Cardi- 
nals were for sale came in a televised 
news conference that Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“T found out about it the Friday 
before,”’ said Lamping, president of 
the Cardinals. That was about the 
same time that Mark Poldoian, presi- 
dent of Eagle Snacks, learned that his 
company was to be sold. 

But a few wealthy, influential men 
outside the company knew much ear- 
lier what was coming. 

One St. Louisan, who has enough 
cash to buy a sports team, said a 
brewery representative had asked 
him well before the public announce- 
ment if he were interested in buying 
the Cards. 


“It was weeks before, at least,’’ he 
said. 

He said Busch and Ritter were 
handling the inquiries themselves, 
fearing that the news would leak if 
they entrusted the job to anyone else. 

Although the inquiries were sensi- 
tive, the businessman said no one 
from the brewery asked him to keep 
them confidential. 

‘That wasn’t necessary,” he said. 
“It is just taken for granted. Obvious- 
ly they had not yet made it public, and 
they were trying to get information 
from potentially interested parties.” 

While the brewery was tipping off 
rich businessmen here, it wasn’t 
sharing the news with. politicians. 

A spokesman for the office of Rep. 
Richard Gephardt said the House mi- 
nority leader knew nothing of the sale 
until a couple of hours before it was 
announced. 

Brewery executives notified Gov. 
Mel Carnahan, County Executive 


George R. “Buzz” Westfall, Mayor 
Freeman Bosley Jr. and others, even 
as news of the sale was broadcast on 
television. 

By contrast, Andrew Baur, chair- 
man of Southwest Bank, had a good 
idea of what was going on. 

“I can tell you we have had some 
discussions with brewery officials,” 
Baur said. “It was before the 
announcement.” | 

He would not say how much earli- 
er, but there was time to begin re- 
cruiting a group to buy the team. 
Baur moved quickly. 

He talked with William DeWitt, 
who has been a part owner of the 
Cincinnati Reds, Texas Rangers and 
Baltimore Orioles. 

DeWitt was interested. So were 
several wealthy St. Louisans who, it 
appears, could raise the money need- 
ed to buy the team. 

Baur’s group was on the fast track. 

Tom Guilfoil was not. Guilfoil, a 


prominent sports attorney who 
helped his client, Bill Bidwill, move 
the Cardinals football team to Arizo- 
na in 1988, learned that the baseball 
Cardinals were in play at the same 
time the public did. 

It’s not surprising that Busch ne- 
glected to call Guilfoil, although he 
certainly has the contacts to try to 
buy the team. Guilfoil also represents 
Mike Shanahan, the former chairman 
of the St. Louis Blues. 

Despite Shanahan’s popularity 
with fans and players, Busch report- 
edly led the effort to fire him in June. 
Since then Guilfoil has sniped at the 
brewery, blaming the decision to fire 
Shanahan for a decline in Blues 
attendance. 

Guilfoil and Shanahan now say they 
are interested in buying the 
Cardinals. 

When the announcement was 
made, many of the brewery’s St. Lou-

broke the story Sunday. The director 
of the nursing home also was fired, 
the newspaper reported.

While the FBI has found no evi- 
dence of any crime at the 200-bed 
hospital, a Veterans Affairs report 
released in January showed that pa- 
tients were nearly 20 times more 
likely to die when Williams’ was on 


duty in the ward. 


The deaths occurred among very 
sick patients, including those with 
terminal cancer and chronic lung 
disease.

Saying No To Hate 


St. Louisans Rally For Racial And Religious Tolerance

“Together, we make a wonderful quilt. Sep- 
arately, we create the ultimate in chaos.”

City councilman, summed up the goal of Unity

Miller called the advertisement 
“absolutely false.’ Kersting said the 
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information was inaccurate and un- 
dercutting her opposition campaign. 

The advertisement was signed by 
South County Citizens for Responsi- 
ble Government.

Cover, chairman of Citizens 
Against South Pointe, said he had not 
heard of the other group and did not 
know who was in it.

The back of the Kelley proper- 
ty abuts the No. 4 hole of Cherry 
Hills. 

John Kelley said he never antici- 
pated the volume and velocity of wild 
golf balls. One broke a bay window; 
other shots struck the house; a golf 


ball hit a neighbor’s wife, he claimed. 
The Kelleys banned their four chil- 
dren from playing in the back yard. 

In May, Kelley wrote the builder 
about the problem. 

Mark Kelly testified that he felt 
the golf-ball threat was exaggerated. 
He said his lawyer, Todd Hamby, had 
told him the builder had no liability 


‘for any golf-ball damage. 


“Of course there are golf balls on 
their lot,” Hamby testified last week. 
“They are next to a golf course.” 

Hamby Wrote the Kelleys that the 
builder had no responsibility for any 
damage and they should take up their 
cause with the golf course or the 


golfers. 
About the same time that Kelly 


and the Kelleys exchanged letters, 
the Riemers bought the lot next door 


to the Kelleys. Construction began on 


their home, complete with a glass- 
enclosed recreation room off the 
back of the house facing the golf 
course. | 

Then came the conversations with 
the Kelleys. John Riemer told Mark 
Kelly the next day that he wouldn’t 
fulfill the contract.

Hamby claimed the suit asked for 
$125,000. Garrett said cumulatively 
the suit against the Kelleys sought 
$350,000. 

Kelly Residential later sold the 
original Riemer lot and house. Mark 
Kelly testified that he told Hamby to 
drop the suit in July 1994 because his 
losses were less than he had 
anticipated. 

After 10 months of legal battles, 
the Kelleys were ready to fight back. 
They sued the builder. John Kelley, a 
procurement manager at McDonnell 
Douglas Corp., also had an engineer 
look at the golf course layout and 
present a plan to Cherry Hills. 

Eventually, the No. 4 tee was relo- 
cated and the bombardment of the 
Kelleys’ home stopped, John Kelley 
said. 

At the trial, Sarachan portrayed . 
the Kelleys as neighborhood trouble- 
makers who tried to shape facts to 
make Mark Kelly a bad guy. He com- 
pared their complaints of golf balls to 
“building a house in Alaska and blam- 
ing the builder for snow and cold.” 

Garrett saw the issue differently. 
He said the Kelleys had the right to 
speak freely to their prospective 
neighbors without the threat of 
lawsuits.

Researchers Link Asthma, Tire Particles | 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Two 
Kansas City area researchers are 
suggesting that tiny, airborne parti- 
cles of tire rubber could be the cause 
of an increase in asthma cases. 

Jay Portnoy, chief of allergy and 
asthma at Children’s Mercy Hospital, 
is researching the particles, which 
were first assumed to be soot. Now 
there is strong evidence that they 
have come from rubber tires, 
through ordinary driving. 

Researchers say that tires, princi- 
pally radials, can spew billions of par- 
ticles into the atmosphere every day. 
Latex, the key ingredient of rubber, 
can trigger severe, even fatal, aller- 
gic reactions and aggravate allergies 
to other substances. 

Many of these airborne particles 
are so small that they can be inhaled 
deeply into lungs. That makes them a 
potential threat to people susceptible 
to asthma. 


A spokesman for the tire industry 
said that he was unaware that scien- 
tists were beginning to look at tire 
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McCall, 33, took over as chief

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John L. Sullivan, 66; Was 
Tax Lawyer Here For Years 


John L. Sullivan, a longtime tax lawyer in 
St. Louis, died Sunday (Nov. 5, 1995) of 
cancer at his home in Ladue. He was 66. 

Since 1960, Mr. Sullivan was in private 
practice in St. Louis, concentrating in the 
fields of tax litigation and estate planning. 

In December, Mr. Sullivan and Robert J. 
Brummond formed the law firm Sullivan and 
Brummond PC in south St. Louis County. 

A native of St. Louis, Mr. Sullivan was a 
graduate of Christian Brothers College high 
School. In 1954, he received a degree in 
public administration from Washington Uni- 
aes and in 1959, graduated from the St. 

s University Law School. He served in 
the Army in the mid-1950s. In 1969, he 
received a master’s degree in tax law from 
Washington University. 

At age 44, Mr. Sullivan began training for 
competitive running, and he competed in 26 
marathons.

Complementary Traits Worked Well For Peace

FTER PRIME MINISTER 

Yitzhak Rabin’s historic hand- 

shake with Yasser Arafat of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
in September 1993, some Israelis 
suggested that next, Rabin might ac- 
tually shake hands with Foreign Min- 
ister Shimon Peres. 

The point of the joke was the cele- 
brated rivalry of the two men who 
took turns leading the Labor Party 
through the 1970s and 1980s and 
who finally joined forces to achieve 
the breakthrough in Israeli-Palestin- 
ian relations. 

Now Peres, who took over Satur- 
day night as the acting prime minis- 
ter, has the task of shouldering the 
peace forward while working to heal 
a nation in shock over Rabin’s assas- 
sination. 

It is too early to tell whether he 
will lead his party to the elections 
currently scheduled for next Novem- 
ber. But there is a consensus among 
politicians that at this point, at least, 
there is nobody in the Labor Party of 
his stature. 

Yet, he must meet the onslaught 
from the conservative Likud Party 
and quell doubts about the wisdom of 
handing more land and power to the 
Palestinians, and do this without the 
broad public faith that Rabin enjoyed 
as a military man who personified the 


nation’s ambivalence about the con- 
cessions it was making. 


Though they belonged to the same 
political generation and followed 
roughly parallel political paths, Peres 
and Rabin were totally different in 
style and appeal. Rabin was the mod- 
el of the sabra — the tough, native- 
born Israeli; Peres is an immigrant 
from Eastern Europe. Rabin was a 
warrior and war hero; Peres, though 
the architect of the modern Israeli 
military industry, comes across to 
many as a dovish elitist. 

Where the chain-smoking Rabin 
was gruff, candid and quick to anger, 
Peres is the smooth, eloquent cosmo- 
politan. If Rabin felt at home in 
America, Peres favors the salons of 
Paris. Rabin did not conceal his dis- 
taste at meeting with Arafat, while 
Peres spent long hours with the Pal- 
estinian leader in negotiations. 

In the end, it was these comple- 
mentary qualities that enabled the 
two men to reach the historic peace 
with the Palestinians, a fact recog- 
nized by the Nobel committee when 
it awarded the 1994 Nobel Peace 
Prize collectively to Rabin, Peres and 
Arafat. 

It was Peres the visionary who 
initiated the secret contacts with the 
PLO in Oslo and followed them 
through to agreement, and it was 
Rabin, the trusted leader, who gave 
the deal a political credibility. De-

spite decades of often-bitter rivalry, 
each acknowledged the critical con- 
tribution of the other. 


Peres stood in the Cabinet’s 
meeting room with tears in his eyes 
before the empty seat of his long- 
time rival, a seat he now had to fill, 
and paid him an earnest tribute: “He 
was a rare leader in Jewish history.” 

Referring to the three years he 
had served in Rabin’s Cabinet, he 
continued: ““These three years were 
for me also a revelation of friendship, 
the likes of which I had never seen — 
just as there had been between us a 
rivalry on a level I had never known 
before.” 

Peres likes to present his own po- 
litical vision in terms of a river. ‘‘Riv- 
ers are in constant flux, their steady 
flow forever creating a new reality,” 
he wrote in his 1993 book, ““The New 
Middle East’’ (Henry Holt, New 
York). 

“‘A man might drown in their wat- 
ers, but he cannot turn them back,” 
he wrote. ““The same holds true for 
history. We cannot build a future on 
the ruins of an old order.”’ 

From that basic premise, he devel- 
oped his vision that Israel’s future lay

But when the two walked down 
separately from the podium at the 
rally’s end, Amir zeroed in on Rabin, 
who the police said was his primary 
target. 


His goal, according to the interro- 
gators, was to stop the planned han- 
dover of much of the West Bank to 
Palestinian self-rule, a step he said 
would lead to “another Yom Kippur,”’ 
a reference to the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war in which Israel suffered heavy 
casualties. 

In conversations Sunday in Herz- 
liya and at Bar-Ilan University, where 
Amir studied, relatives, neighbors, 
students and teachers said they found 
it difficult to comprehend how some- 
one so close to them had become an 
accused assassin. 

On campus, where he was in his 
third year of studying law, computers 
and Jewish studies, he was known as 
a devoutly religious and capable stu- 
dent, but also as a militant critic of 
the government and its self-rule ac- 
cord with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

‘He organized and took part in 
right-wing protests and led student 
visits to Jewish settlements. 

He was more reticent at home, 
although neighbors said he was 
friendly and always ready to offer 
help. The second of eight children 
and single, he lived with his siblings 
and his strictly Orthodox parents.

Amir’s family closeted itself Sun- 
day in its simple gray stucco home, 
which was shuttered and blocked by 
police barricades. 

Police Minister Moshe Sahal said a 
search of Amir’s room uncovered a 
copy of a book praising Baruch Gold- 
stein, a follower of the extreme anti- 
Arab Kach party who massacred 29 
Muslims at prayer in Hebron in Feb- 
ruary 1994 in an attempt to stop 
peace efforts.

- edly found was “The Day of the Jack- 


al,” a fictional account of an attempt- 
ed presidential assassination in 
France.

Amir was apparently swept up in the 
increasingly polarized public debate 
over the government’s agreements 
with the PLO.

Le Vine suggests that Peres now has an opportunity td 
speed up the peace process, with the opposition Likud 
party now some pressure to be more statesman- 
like and less partisan during the period of national mourn- 
ing. “‘It strengthens the hand of the Labor Party,” said Le 
Vine. “It now has a martyr for peace.” 

Le Vine predicts a “slight loss of momentum”’ in the 
peace process while Israel recovers from the shock and 
the government reorganizes, But with Arafat committed 
to it and Israel already obligated under earlier negotia- 
tions, the process is unlikely to be derailed. 

“The process has gone so far along that it is essentially 
irreversible by anybody in the opposition,’’ said Le Vine.

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Dodging Campaign Reform .. . 


House Speaker Newt Gingrich has finally acted on 
his New Hampshire handshake with President Bill 
Clinton last summer when he pledged to join in 
creating a commission to rewrite the nation’s cam- 
paign finance laws. But his action is woefully late and 
essentially amounts to dodging the issue. 

The speaker, in testimony before the House Gov- 
ernment Operations committee last week, suggest- 
ed that a commission be established to look not only 
at campaign finance reform but at “power and 
political reform in an information age.’’ Among 
other things to be considered under this broad 
mandate would be the influence of media oligarchies 
and billionaire candidates. 

That’s an interesting but pretty broad agenda 
that could take a long time to produce specific 
recommendations on how much money candidates 
can raise to run for office, and under what rules. 
Moreover, the commission wouldn’t complete its 
work until May, pushing critical decisions into the 
summer of an election year — a recipe for deadlock. 

But that result is fine with the speaker, even if it 
is not his real aim. After all, he told the committee 
that “‘it’s a myth” that campaigns are overfunded in 
the first place. He complains he needs a lot of money 
to refute distortions of his record emanating from 
the media in his district. This perception dovetails 
neatly with his desire to explore ‘‘media oligar- 


chies.’’ As well, the speaker thinks public financing 
of campaigns is a “socialist model.”’ 

That makes pretty clear where he stands on the 
most promising campaign finance legislation intro- 
duced to date, the McCain-Feingold bill. It would 
really do something about campaign financing and 
could be voted on much sooner than May. 

The bill, by Arizona Republican John McCain and 
Wisconsin Democrat Russell Feingold, calls for lim- 
iting or abolishing political action committees; re- 
quiring 60 percent of contributions to be from a 
candidate’s own state; giving candidates who agree 
to spending limits free and discounted TV time as 
well as free mailings; and banning soft money out- 
right. The speaker said nothing in favor of it. 

That’s all right with House Minority Leader Rich- 
ard Gephardt. He welcomed the Gingrich proposal, 
presumably in the spirit of bipartisanship but no 
doubt also reflecting the reluctance of many Demo- 
crats to embrace actual campaign finance reform 
any time soon. Even the White House went easy on 
the speaker’s proposal, though it did rightly note 
that a commission might not be necessary now that 
there is a good bill in Congress. 

Mr. Gingrich is trying to avoid any radical action 
on campaign finance reform now. Why not? Republi- 
cans — and Democrats — get too much money 
from the status quo to change it.

Freshman Republicans, who have developed quite 
a reputation as reactionary politicians in the House, 
are for once on the side of the angels. They have 
forced the House leadership to schedule a vote on 
lobbying reform, as well as its companion, restrict- 
ing what lawmakers can take in gifts from friends 
and lobbyists. The leadership had been avoiding 
these critical issues all year and remains lukewarm 
about them. 

The public is anything but lukewarm. An over- 
whelming majority has made it clear that the price 
of restoring trust in Congress is the passage of 
tough laws governing what lobbyists do and who 
pays them, as well as how many free goodies law- 
makers are allowed to take. Now, at last, the House 
will at least vote on these matters. 

The first step, lobbying reform, has already been 


taken by the Senate. It requires that those spending . 


more than 20 percent of their time or receiving 
more than $5,000 a year pushing legislation regist- 
er as lobbyists. They would be forced to disclose 


their income, expenses, whom they represent and 
what they’re working on. The House should adopt 
the bill and add one group the Senate intentionally 
did not: grass-roots lobbyists. 

Doing so wouldn’t intrude into the lives of ordi- 
nary citizens innocently petitioning their govern- 
ment. Instead, it would cover special interests that 
spend millions on mass mailing campaigns — often 
at the behest of GOP leaders they consult before- 
hand. This is professional lobbying, pure and simple. 

The gift ban would be a rule of the House and 
need not be reconciled with the Senate’s, but what 
the Senate passed is a good model. All gifts to 
lawmakers, including meals, would be limited to 
$100 per person per year. Members would also be 
prohibited from accepting free trips to charity 
sports events, the equivalent of paid vacations pro- 
vided by special interests. House Majority Leader 
Dick Armey and his deputy, Rep. Tom DeLay, don’t 
like this provision, but they should let the House 
work its will, which is probably to ban such largesse. 


On The Road Again, Under The Influence 


Ronald A. Chinn is at it again. The notorious 
drunken driver, who has dozens of traffic, misde- 
meanor and felony charges on his record and has 
served time in prison for driving drunk and with a 
revoked license, was arrested on similar charges 
again in St. Clair County last month. Then, police let 
him go because their computer did not reveal his 
past. Procedures have to be tightened. 

Authorities in Illinois say Chinn’s problems with 
alcohol began when he was 15. Now, at age 33, he 
has received treatment at least three times and his 
drivers’ license was revoked, but that sorry record 
didn’t stop him from either drinking or getting 
behind the wheel. In February 1994, he was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison — one of the few 
prison terms in the state given for traffic accidents 
that did not involve death or serious injury. He was 
released after six months. 


His time behind bars obviously had little effect. 
On Oct. 24, Chinn was charged in Cahokia with 
driving under the influence, driving with a revoked 
license, improper lane usage and driving too fast for 
conditions. The officer who arrested him was inex- 
perienced and did not recognize his name, so when a 
computer check did not reveal his felony driving 
record, he was released on bail. 

Later, two of the traffic charges were upgraded 
to felonies, and bail was increased sharply. State’s 
Attorney Robert B. Haida said he would seek anoth- 
er prison term for Chinn, up to six years on each of 
the felonies because of his prior record. That record 
should have been apparent to anyone who arrested 
him, so he did not have the chance to get back into 
the driver’s seat. Maybe if he is tried, convicted and 
sentenced again, such computerized red flags will be 
in place to keep him from ever driving again. 


A ‘Lost’ Gene Is Found 


Last year, hope was kindled, and then somewhat 
extinguished, when a gene called BRCA-1 was iden- 
tified and linked to breast cancer. 

Scientists discovered that a mutated BRCA-1 was 
implicated in familial or genetically inherited breast 
cancer; women with a mutated BRCA-1 gene were 
virtually guaranteed to contract breast cancer 
_ sometime in their lives. But because familial breast 
cancer accounts for only 5 percent to 10 percent of 
the 182,000 cases of breast cancer reported each 
year, the tiscovery, while important, did not seem 
to have wide apolicability. 

Now that outlook has changed. Recent research 
reported in Science magazine suggests BRCA-1 may 
play a role in all breast cancers and perhaps even 
ovarian cancer. While the latest insights into BRCA- 


1’s role are still tentative, they offer real hope and | 


promise — first that medical understanding of 
breast cancer will be refined and advanced, and 
second that treatments may become available. 
In basic terms, the BRCA-1 gene tells cells to 
make the BRCA-1 protein. Normally, that BRCA-1 


University of Pennsylvania speculated about possi- 
ble avenues of treatment. She wondered whether it 
might be beneficial to remove the protein from the 
cytoplasm and put it back into the nucleus. Other 
scientists are looking at the links between the “‘lost”’ 
protein and how aggressive the disease is. 

Dr. Lee’s discoveries certainly warrant a cautious 
optimism, at the very least as a new avenue to 
pursue. For many women, that’s good news indeed.

Congress has not killed the Legal Services Corp., 
as Republicans threatened, but they have cut off 
enough of its money supply/that local offices have to 
hustle to supplement their budget. Legal Services of 
Eastern Missouri has come up with a creative solu- 
tion — it is buying a building at 4232 Forest Park 
Boulevard. It is accessible, can house support ser- 
vices and could even help bring in revenue. 

The good news is that the purchase will save 
$150,000 a year — or, as Executive Director Rick 
Teitelman puts it, enough money to hire three 
lawyers to handle 3,000 clients. The challenge is for 
Legal Services to raise $1.5 million in three years. 

So far, the legal community has responded admi- 
rably; it knows best that if Legal Services isn’t there 
to help poor people get their rightful day in court, no 


one else will do the job. Everyone else interested in — 


justice should be willing to pitch in as well.

Smallest Casualties 
Of Tax Revolution 


Life is going to change for many 
Missouri children, and for one- 
quarter of them, it’s not going to 
change for the better. Words such 
as cruel, unconscionable, shameful 
and misguided no longer describe 
what Congress is doing to our na- 
tion’s children. 

For the richest nation in the 
world to take away basic food and 
health-care aid from our country’s 
most vulnerable citizens in order 
to give tax breaks to those making 
up to $200,000 a year is cynical, 
twisted social policy. 

Make no mistake about it. The 
reductions and devolution planned 
for Medicaid and welfare alone 
constitute the most vicious attacks 
on poor children since the Depres- 
sion. Over the next six years, 
40,000 infants, toddlers, school- 
aged children and teens who rely 
on Medicaid for basic health needs 
will lose coverage. Under the 
House bill, as many as 225,000 
children will become destitute. 

Having decimated medical care 
and income supports for children, 
Congress now turns to the other 
fundamental building block of sur- 
vival — food. Cuts in food stamp 
benefits will leave 288,000 chil- 
dren over the next six years with- 
out nutrition assistance, and up to 
684,000 children will be hurt by 
cuts in supplemental nutrition. pro- 
grams that help with school 
lunches and baby food 

Congress has also turned 
against the working poor. The 
earned income tax credit, a popu- 
lar bipartisan measure that has 
proven critical in keeping working 
families off welfare, will now be 
cut drastically to fund a promised 
$245 billion in tax cuts. 

Apparently Congress does not 
care about the smallest casualties 
of their “revolution.” The ques- 
tions is: Does the president care? 

On the one hand, President Bill 
Clinton has pledged to veto inhu- 
mane cuts to Medicaid, Medicare 
and food stamps. But on the other 
hand, he has indicated support for 
a Senate welfare bill that would 
leave millions of children without 
basic support. 

Will he live up to his pledge to 
stand up for America’s children? 
His decision on these historic 
measures will be the defining mo- 
ment of his presidency.

Washington Schools 


In a Oct. 30 article, Missouri 
Education Commissioner Bob 
Bartman and state Sen. Ted House 
made statements about the Wash- 
ington School District that require 
clarification. 

First, Bartman alleges that the 
Washington School District is 
seeking a waiver of the tax roll- / 
back because the district “‘under- 
estimated the impact of its grow- 
ing wealth on state aid.”’ In fact, 
no school district has more meticu- 
lously planned for its children’s 
education than Washington. 

The loss to the district in excess 
of $800,000 this year resulted 
from Bartman’s own inaccurate 
projections for per pupil distribu- 
tion from $1,125 to $635 per pupil 
when the formula is at full funding. 
SB 380’s redistribution formula’s 
inherent inequity has jeopardized 
the future of districts that encour- 
age community involvement and 
economic development throughout 
the state. 

Second, House remarked that 
the Washington School District 
“didn’t lose a dime’ of state aid 
under the formula. What House, a 
proponent of SB 380 and its distri- 
bution of state aid, does not men- 
tion is the lost revenue under the 
formula since 1992 that was gen- 
erated from increased taxes on 
Washington, local economic contri- 
butions and business development 
in the community. 

Additionally, Washington is 
scheduled to lose another

We put 
them into special ed, and they get bored 


and disinterested. They can learn, but 


you have to challenge them and you have 
to start early,” she said. 
One Westside student explained how 


Collins had helped her to overcome her 


lack of self-confidence. The woman, who 
had been dismissed as borderline retard- 
ed in a public school, said that Collins 
kept telling her how special she was, that 
she had something to say. “When you 
hear this several times a day, every day, 
you begin to believe it,’’ she said. 


Remember how you learned to ride 
a bike. Your father took off the training 
wheels and ran alongside the bike, hold- 
ing it upright. When he let go, you fell. 
But you got up and tried it again. After 
several tries, and scraped hands and 
knees, you did it. You felt success. Your 
self-esteem instantly skyrocketed. You 
had achieved something. 

Life is like that. Collins understood 
that the surest path to'self-esteem is by 
working hard to accomplish something 
difficult. We gain self-esteem by achiev- 
ing success. And we succeed through 
perseverance and effort, not by fawning 
over our children, 
ioning every failure and making excuses 
for every defeat. 

After all these years, Marva Collins is 
still providing some valuable lessons.

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Buchanan’s Statist 
Views On Trade

ere we picking not a president 
but the person among the can- 
didates with whom it would be 
most fun to kick back and kill a 
six-pack, Pat Buchanan would 
win in a landslide. A man of laughter and 
passion, he brims with the cheerful pugnacity 
of a one-man church-militant in an unconvert- 
ed world. Unfortunately, he currently over- 
flows with nonsense. 
os tae this column noted, with reference 
heh other things, his advocacy of pro- 
2 tectionism, that he re- 
sembles high-tax statist 
liberals, advocating in- 
dustrial policy, econom- 
ic planning and favor- 
dispensing by a pater- 
nalistic government 
that knows better than 
consumers do what con- 
sumers ought to con- 
sume. He has fired 
back, arguing: 
“America’s s conserv- 
atives — Washington, Hamilton,.Clay, Web- 
ster, Coolidge — all believed in a tariff wall to 
protect the standard of living of workers and 
ensure our independence from foreign coun- 
tries for national needs. . . . Every nation to 
rise to industrial power in ‘modern times . 
did so by first protecting the home market. 

. Perhaps [cities are in crisis] because the 
good jobs that were once there have been 
exported to Mexico, Taiwan, Korea and 
China.” 

But those conservatives did not pursue the 
chimera of autarky — national self-sufficien- 
cy — independent of the interrelations of 


. trade. And note who is missing from Buchan- 


an’s list of conservatives: Ronald Reagan, a 
passionate believer in free trade. Buchanan, 
also omits from his list Newt Gingrich, who 
saved Reagan’ s dream of NAFTA when a 
majority of Buchanan’s soulmates — con- 
gressional Democrats — opposed it. 

Even if Buchanan were right that protec- 
tionism was the crucial ingredient in every 
industrial nation’s rise, he surely would con- 
cede that the United States has risen already, 
so the hoary arguments for protecting “‘infant 
industries’’ hardly apply. Today’s relatively 
infant industries — Microsoft, Intel and the 
like — have flourished under free trade. 

But Buchanan is not right about protection- 
ism’s role in American.growth. Refuting Bu- 
chanan in National Review, Ramesh Ponnuru 
argues that much more important was Amer- 
ica’s huge continental market. And the most 
protected industries, such as sugar and tex- 
tiles, have become uncompetitive and depen- 
dent on purchasing political i 

It is peculiar for Buchanan, ostensibly a 

populist” favoring. Main Street rather than 
Wall Street, to adopt protectionism, which 
aims to correct consumer preferences that 
the government deems incorrect. Protection- 
ism, Ponnuru says, “invites Big Government, 
Big Labor, and Big Business to form a coali- 
tion to socialize the economy; free trade 
protects ordinary citizens from all of them.” 

Buchanan, who may be the last person to 
regard Japan (essentially zero growth for four 
years; a teetering banking system) as awe- 
some, proposes a 10 percent tariff on Japa- 
nese goods until the trade deficit disappears, 
and says tariff revenues will be used to re- 
duce other taxes. But before spending your ~ 
Buchanan Dividend, check his arithmetic. 

He says his tariff on Japan’s $125 billion of 
exports to America will yield $12.5 billion. 
Under his static analysis, American consu- 
mers will not alter their $125 billion behavior 
because of his tariff. This is the sort of 
analysis that Democrats — use to justify tax 
increases and oppose tax cuts: They assume 
increases will not decrease wealth creation, 

_and that cuts will not increase it. And Buchan- 
an evidently assumes that our trading part- 
ners will not retaliate against U.S. tariffs. 

Why such a fixation on bilateral trade bal- 
ances? As the conservative Heritage Founda- 
tion notes, a opie uses its surplus dollars to 
buy U.S. goods and services, invest in U.S. 
firms and help finance the U.S. budget deficit 
by buying U.S. Treasury bonds. 

Buchanan assumes that trade deficits 
cause unemployment. But since 1962, every 
year the trade deficit has increased, unem- 
ployment has decreased. Why? A growing 
economy sucks in imports. 

Buchanan assumes, as do many congres- 


_ sional Democrats, that the crisis of inner 


cities has a simple material basis (scarcity ‘of 
jobs) that government can cure. Conserva- 
tives, noting that many people immigrate 
across the Pacific and find jobs in the inner 
cities, have moved beyond that 1930s materi- 
alist paradigm, to a more complex apprecia- 
tion of moral and cultural factors. 

With his protectionism, Buchanan would 
give Washington an even more swollen role in 
the allocation of wealth and opportunity. He 
is the first presidential candidate born and 
raised in Washington (Al Gore almost was), 
but that is no excuse.

“If we don’t make an 
attempt, Tyson-Bowe won’t be 
made, and I will make the attempt.”’ 

While Tyson remains boxing’s 
main attraction, Bowe laid a legiti- 
mate claim to being the world’s pre- 
mier heavyweight with his victory 
over Holyfield at Caesars Palace, a 
victory he achieved by getting up 
from a sixth-round knockdown. 

The future for Holyfield, 33, is 
uncertain. Despite scoring the knock- 
down, he looked like a tired, old fight- 
er Saturday night. 

“If he were my fighter, I'd be very 
careful in taking future matches be- 
cause the wear and tear have begun 
to show,” said Eddie Futch, Bowe’s 
trainer. 

Newman said he will meet with 
King next week “probably in the eve- 
ning.” King is on trial in federal court 
at New York for wire fraud. 

“To regain credibility, they [Tyson 
and King] have to do something dra- 
matic, and we want to be part of the 
drama,’ Newman said. “I think it 
would be a perfect fight for Riddick.”

Nebraska is the only team that controls its national 
championship fate. If the Huskers beat No. 10 Kansas, 
Oklahoma and their opponent in the Fiesta Bowl, they 
almost certainly will win their second consecutive nation- 
al title. 

For Ohio State to win the championship, the Buckeyes 
must complete a perfect season in the Rose Bowl and 
Nebraska must lose or tie. But even if that happens, the 
Buckeyes conceivably could lose out to Florida if the 
Gators finish 13-0. 

Florida’s best chance for a title would involve a win 
over Nebraska in the Fiesta Bowl and an Ohio State loss.

Cobbin Making Smooth Transition 
To Billikens Lineup: As A Freshman

Those first few months of col- 
lege can be tough on a young man 
away from home, especially 
someone who is close to his mom 
and rarely strayed far from 
home. 

So let’s check on St. Louis Uni- 
versity freshman Vergil Cobbin. 

How’s the new city? Just fine, 
he says. 

How are his new friends, most 
of them his basketball team- 
mates? Outstanding, he says. 

How about that homesickness? 
No problem. Cobbin, who is from 
Houston, hasn’t felt the pangs at 
all, which probably has been 
helped by his smooth transition 
to college basketball in the pre- 
season. He has practiced with the 
grace and confidence of a veter- 
an, and he seems to have a handle 
on the starting small-forward 
spot heading into the Billikens’ 
first exhibition. 

Cobbin probably will be the 
lone freshman starter when SLU 
plays Arkansas Express next 
Monday night at Kiel Center. So, 
yes, basketball is going well. 

How’s school? 

That’s a little tougher. 

Lamar Consolidated High School in Houston 
didn’t have Introduction to African Politics. 

“I prepared myself that this would be tougher 
than high school,”’ Cobbin said. “I prepared myself 
that the basketball would be more physical and 
tougher, and I knew the classes here would be 
harder. Like in that class, it hasn’t been easy. I took 
it because I really am interested in what happens in 
it. 

“T’m starting to enjoy it more now and under- 
stand it better. It’s been interesting to see the 
development of religion in Africa, within the tribes 
and how they formed.” 

Cobbin is in the midst of a different kind of 
development. The Billikens are coming together, 
and Cobbin is enjoying the experience. 

He likes laughing at fellow freshman Donnie 
Adkins. He admires junior Jeff Harris’ skills, and 
thinks that he and Harris have much in common. 
He’s grateful for senior Carlos McCauley, who has 
tried showing Cobbin the ropes of basketball and 
college life in general. He appreciates the talents of 
the other Billikens. 

Cobbin expected the team to be good. The Bills 
might be better than he thought, he said. But most 
rewarding has been the way they have come to- 
gether as friends so easily and so quickly. 

On the court and off it, Cobbin is a key figure. 

‘I feel like I’m a leader,’’ Cobbin said. “I’m not 
there with this team quite yet. I’m still getting to 
know people and letting them get to know me. But I 
want to do whatever I can to make this team as 
good as it can be. 

“T want to see us do as well as or better than the 
team did last year. I want to help. Everyone is that 
way. It’s a very unselfish team.” 

Cobbin, 6 feet 4, could have come in like other 
freshmen, having to learn the hard way that the

college game is more humbling than high school. 
Cobbin averaged 19 points and eight rebounds as a 
senior at Lamar. SLU coach Charlie Spoonhour 
won’t mind Cobbin’s offense, but it’s defense 
Spoonhour stresses. 

That lesson made immediate sense to Cobbin. 

“In high school, you think offense wins games,”’ 
he said. ‘Here, offense helps you win games. But 
defense is what really wins basketball games.” 

Defense is about hard work. Cobbin could consid- 
er his offense a natural-born skill — he can’t 
remember not having a shooting touch — but he 
comes by defense through an honest, basic 
approach. 

His hero back home modeled it daily. 

His mother, Rita Cobbin, works as a “training 
specialist,’’ someone who prepares people to live on 
their own by teaching them the basic tasks of each 
day. She prepared Vergil. She often has worked 
two jobs. Many days, she left at 2 p.m. when Vergil 
still was in school. He would return home to look 
after brothers and sisters, cook their meals, and put 
them and himself to bed before she returned home. 

He saw it as a responsibility, not a burden. He 
saw his mother as a strong woman who kept her 
family’s welfare a top priority. 

He said he thinks of her every day. Every hour. 

“‘When I’m playing in a game or practice and I get 
tired, I think to myself, ‘My mom got tired going to 
work every day, and she never gave up,’ ’’ Cobbin 
said. ‘“‘She makes me a better player even now.” 

Vergil Cobbin is a shooter. He’ll nail plenty of 3- 
pointers in his Billikens career. He’ll want the ball 
in clutch situations. 

But he knows his shot won’t be there every night. 
He knows he has other responsibilities. 

“T’'ll rebound, step up on defense, keep the other 
guys’ confidence up,’’ Cobbin said. 

He’s learning.

CHICAGO — Third and long? Fourth and long? 
No sweat. Not if you’re Neil O’Donnell. And not if 
you're going against the Chicago Bears. 

“You don’t want to be third and 11 most of the 
time,”’ said O’Donnell, who made big play after big 
play Sunday as the Pittsburgh Steelers beat the 
Bears 37-34 in overtime. ‘But I just tell the guys, 
‘Give me some time and I'll find the receivers.’ I 
think everyone did a pretty good job.”’ 

O’Donnell sent the game into overtime with a 
10-yard, fourth-down touchdown pass to Ernie 
Mills with 1 minute 6 seconds left in regulation. 
The two connected on a key third-down pass in 
overtime to set up Norm Johnson’s winning 24- 
yard field goal — 8:19 into OT. 

In all, the Steelers converted 12 of 21 third 
downs against the Bears, who entered the game 
ranked third-from-last in the NFL in third-down 
defense. 

“We tried blitzing them, we tried rushing four, 
we tried rushing five,’’ Bears coach Dave Wann- 
stedt said. 

O’Donnell passed for 341 yards, and Erric Pe- 
gram scored three touchdowns for Pittsburgh (5- 
4), which took a one-game lead over Cleveland and 
Houston in the AFC Central. The Steelers had 
been 0-12 at Chicago.

BROWN OUT? 


® So ugly was the mood, Art Mo- 
dell missed a home game for the 
first time in his 35 years as owner of 
the Cleveland Browns. 

Fans protesting the possible 
move of the team to Baltimore pick- 
eted outside Cleveland Stadium be- 
fore the Browns’ game against 
Houston, and the team beefed up 
security inside. 

However, there was little trouble 
beyond the norm — a firecracker 
exploded in the end zone near the 
“Dawg Pound” bleachers late in the 
game. — 

“Art was advised not to be here,” 
Kevin Byrne, Browns vice president 
of public relations, said when asked 
if Modell stayed away out of fear for 
his safety. Byrne would not 
elaborate. 

The atmosphere was dreary as 
fans arrived for the game, one of 
only four remaining on Cleveland's 
home schedule in 1995 — and pos- 
sibly ever. Modell has confirmed ne- 
gotiating to move his team to Balti- 
more, with the decision expected to 
be announced today. Baltimore has 
offered a new stadium and a finan- 
cial package that Cleveland could 
not match, although Mayor Michael 
White and other officials still were 
assembling a counter proposal. 

Jim Brown, the Browns’ Hall of 
Fame running back who now serves 
as a consultant to the team, said the 
only time he felt sadder on a football 
field was in 1963 ‘“‘when Kennedy 
got killed.” 

“It was sort of like a dream out 
there,’’ Brown said after the 
Browns lost to Houston 37-10. ‘‘The 
‘fans cheered the team when they 
came out. It was almost sad to hear 
them cheer and say ‘We love you.’ 
It’s a terrible feeling.” 

The 27-point blowout by the Oil- 
ers seemed to be a sideshow to the 
57,881 fans who attended — there 
were an uncharacteristic 7,868 no- 
shows, not counting Modell. 

“It's like going through a di- 
vorce,”’ said Jay Wilson, 45, a sea- 

- $on-ticket holder from suburban 
Bay Village who was carrying a seat 
cushion with the words ‘This 
Stinks, Art,” scrawled across it. ‘‘It 
comes at a time when all of pro 
sports really needs to be re-evaluat- 
ed.

It would have been easy to over- 
look Jeff Brady on Sunday, only he 
was just too good. 

Five key Green Bay Packers were 
injured, including Brett Favre and 
Reggie White. But it was Brady, a 
journeyman linebacker getting his 
first start of the season, who repeat- 
edly made big plays in the Vikings’ 
wild 27-24 victory in Minneapolis. 

The last one, an interception with 
50 seconds to play, set up Fuad Re- 
veiz's 39-yard field goal as time ex- 
pired in a crucial game for the 
Vikings. 

“It’s been a long time coming,” 
said Brady, playing for his sixth team 
in five seasons. “‘A long, long time. 
It’s one of those things where you 
just want your opportunity.”’ 

Both teams wasted opportunities 
in the fourth quarter, combining for 
four turnovers in the final five min- 
utes. Brady, playing because Jack Del 
Rio was out with a knee injury, had a 
hand in two of those turnovers, and also forced a 
first-quarter fumble that led to a field goal. 

The Vikings (4-5) had their second-highest of- 
fensive output of the season as they snapped a 
three-game losing streak. Moon had three TD 
passes, completing 21 of 39 passes for 237 yards. 

After Brady intercepted a pass thrown by quar- 
terback TJ. Rubley with 50 seconds remaining, 
Moon had completions of 23 and 22 yards to Jake 
Reed, setting up Reveiz’s winning kick. 

“‘People were starting to have a lot of questions 
about us,” said fourth-year defensive end Roy 
Barker, who had his first career interception in the 
whacky fourth quarter. “They had that coming into 
the season, and it was just mounting up. Now 
people were asking if we were counted out, and 
this is a statement that we can’t be counted out.”’ 

Green Bay (5-4) had six turnovers in a game in 
which Favre, White, Anthony Morgan, Ty Detmer 
and, after the game, Sean Jones, went down with 
injuries. 

Favre was the first to go out, leaving late in the 
second quarter with a sprained left ankle after 
Packers guard Aaron Taylor fell on him. Green Bay 
led 16-10 at halftime, and Favre tried to return in 
the third quarter. But he suffered two intercep- 
tions, one leading to a Minnesota touchdown, be- 
fore leaving for the day with the Vikings ahead 24- 
16. Detmer came on and led the Packers to the 
tying points, his first career TD pass and a 2-point 
conversion pass, both to Mark Chmura. 

Detmer got a chance to lead Green Bay to the 
winning points when Reveiz missed a 47-yard field- 
goal attempt — after a penalty wiped out his 
successful 42-yarder — with 7:37 remaining. 

But under pressure from Brady, Detmer made a 
poor decision, throwing right to Barker with 4:56 
to play. Detmer suffered torn ligaments in his 
throwing thumb on the play and could be lost for 
the year. The Packers then had to turn to Rubley, 
whose terrible pass on third and 1 from the Minne- 
sota 38 set up the Vikings’ winning drive. Worse 
still, Rubley audibled out of a quarterback sneak on 
the play. 

White, whose 153% career sacks are more than 
any other National Football League player, went 
out with a sprained right knee with 7:40 left in the 
fourth quarter after he collided with Jones. 

Jones also appeared injured after the collision 
with White, but he finished the game. However, he 
became disoriented in the locker room after the 
game and had to be taken out on a stretcher, still 
wearing his uniform. A team official later said that 
Jones suffered a concussion and was expected to be 
released from a hospital today.

Chiefs picked a good day to have an off game.

“Defensively, we did nothing right,” Arizona 
coach Buddy Ryan said. 

Elway completed a 1-yard scoring pass to Aaron 
Craver in the second quarter, a 47-yarder to Anth- 
ony Miller in the third period and a 23-yarder to Ed 
McCaffrey in the fourth. 

= Oilers 37, Browns 10: The bad news for 
Cleveland is s expected to come today, when it’s 
announced the team will be moving to Baltimore.

Saints Keep It Simple, 
Leave Rams On The Run

NEW ORLEANS — Linebacker Shane Conlan said the 
Rams knew what was coming. But they still couldn’t stop 
it, at least not well enough to prevent New Orleans from 
running its way to a 19-10 victory over the Rams on 
Sunday at the Superdome. 

Was that Barry Sanders pinballing his way off tacklers 
into the secondary? No. Just Mario Bates, en route to 106 
yards in 22 carries. 

“I was in the secondary I don’t know how many times,”’ 
Bates said. 

He didn’t get there via a ton of X’s and O’s, either. 

‘“‘We knew what they were going to do,” Conlan said. 
“They didn’t do anything elaborate. They ran the same 
two plays: a ‘lead’ and a ‘bounce.’ ”’ 

The “‘lead”’ is a draw play. On the “bounce,” the back 
runs toward the line of scrimmage as if running between 
the guards, then veers outside by design. 

“It takes a quick or a nifty back to be able to run that 
play,”’ defensive end Fred Stokes said. 

Bates, 6 feet 1 and 217 pounds, fits that description. 
But the last thing the Rams expected against New Or- 
leans was 153 yards rushing. That total was easily a 
season-high output for the Saints, who entered the game 
ranked last in the National Football League in rushing. 

Then again, opponents have found the Rams’ “Jet” 
defense increasingly accommodating when it comes to 
running the football. Here’s one more reason why the 
Rams have stumbled from their 4-0 start to their current 
5-4 status: The Rams are 5-0 when they hold the opposi- 
tion under 100 yards rushing; 0-4 when the opponent tops 
100 yards. Only Indianapolis, on the strength of Marshall 
Faulk’s 177 yards, has rushed for more yards (235) 
against the Rams this season than the Saints. 

“They took charge of the line of scrimmage and ran the 
ball extremely well on us,’ coach Rich Brooks said. 
“Much better than we wanted them to and think they 
should against our defensive front. When you play a 
defensive scheme like we are, you can’t allow a team to 
run like that.”’ 

The Jet defense is designed to stop the run. In the Jet, 
eight defenders are stationed near the line of scrimmage. 
Each defensive lineman shoots a “gap” — or space 
between blockers. The linebackers are supposed to fill 
whatever gaps are left open. 

“It’s all a question of gap responsibility,” defensive end 
Kevin Carter said. “‘No one was blowing us off the ball. No 
one was physically manhandling us up front. ... It’s 
demoralizing in a sense, but that’s no reason to call it quits 
and just stop playing.”’ 

Stokes said much of the recent problem against the run 
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“In this defense, you have to stay patient,”” Stokes said. 
“If you have this gap assigned, you have to stay in the gap 
until the ball can’t come back. What happens is guys start 
to get anxious and they say, ‘OK, I’ll go make a play.’ ” 

Then a back like Faulk or Bates cuts back, right into the 
gap that was abandoned by the overzealous defender. 

“You've seen in the last two weeks when the guy 
busted the hole, there’s nobody there,’’ Stokes said. 

Or as Conlan said: ‘““We’re devoting eight guys to stop 
the run, and we’re not doing it. Obviously, we’re having 
gap control problems. We need to be more disciplined in 
our gap control, because if one guy is just barely out of his 


As Rams’ Backs 
Take Step Back, 
Moss Steps Up

NEW ORLEANS — As Rams run- 
ning backs fall to injuries, the stock of 
rookie Brent Moss rises. 

The Rams entered Sunday’s game 
against the New Orleans Saints with 
their two big backs hurting: Jerome 
Bettis (foot) and Leonard Russell 
(turf toe). 

Then Johnny Bailey, who was mak- 
ing his first start since 1992 when he 
played for the Arizona Cardinals, 
came up hobbling on the last play of 
the first half. “He was unable to go in 
the second half,”” Rams coach Rich 
Brooks said. 

Moss to the rescue. 

The rookie running back out of 
Wisconsin finished with 12 carries for 
55 yards in the 19-10 loss to the 
Saints. Two consecutive first-quarter 
carries by Moss for 14 yards — 7 a 
carry — helped set up the Rams at 
the Saints’ 45. Two plays later, quar- 
terback Chris Miller hit Isaac Bruce 
for a 55-yard touchdown strike. 

Moss broke one for 18 yards in the 
third quarter, behind blocks by Leo 
Goeas and Jessie Hester. 

“He gave us what we needed to 
have in the running game,” said 
Brooks, who wouldn’t say whether 
Moss might see more action next 
week against Carolina. ‘He did his 
part replacing Bettis.”’ 

“It felt real good to play,” said the 
5-foot-8, 21l-pound Moss. “It felt 
like being born again.” 


Moss might have enjoyed himself 
more if the Rams had been on the 
winning end of the score. ‘The loss 
hurts us,”’ he said. 

Moss thinks he can contribute 
more. But the game marked his most 
extensive turn at running back for 
the Rams, who signed him to their 
practice squad Sept. 4 and then 
moved him to the active roster Oct. 
16. 

He played special teams and car- 
ried five times for a team-high 5.2 
yards a carry in the Rams’ loss to the 
49ers two weeks ago. He was inac- 
tive last week against the Eagles. 

“It’s my first time really. playing,” 
he said. “I know I can do better.” 

Better things were forecast for 
Moss, but his stock dropped after a 
brush with the law. Then he was cut 
by the Dolphins. 

Moss says he has something to 
prove to himself, family, teammates 
and coaches. 

“T’m a hard worker,’ Moss said. “‘I 
hope people don’t judge me on some- 
thing | went through and they don’t 
understand.” 

Of course, Moss might be out of a 
job soon — once Bettis and Russell 
heal. 

‘I just have to wait for my opportu- 
nities,”” he said. 

Brooks said Moss took advantage 
of those Sunday. Moss had 55 of the 
Rams’ 80 yards on the ground. 


“I think Brent Moss did very good °

“You find out who your friends are.

Brien’s rolling odyssey, which 
nearly took him to St. Louis, begins in 
San Francisco.

What doomed Brien this season 
were two pressure-filled misses: A 
40-yarder in the 49ers’ three-point 
loss to the Detroit Lions on Sept. 25, 
and a 46-yarder with less than a min- 
ute left in the 49ers’ one-point loss to 
the Indianapolis Colts on Oct. 15. He 
made seven of 12 field goals. 


“I was just suffering from a nega- 
tive, negative environment,” said 
Brien, who called playing for the 
49ers a pressure cooker. “I wasn’t 
myself.” 


He wasn’t a 49er, either. 


The 49ers cut Brien in favor of 
former Rams kicker Tony Zendejas. 
The bearer of the bad news was not 
coach George Seifert but Vice Presi- 
dent Dwight Clark. 


After he was cut, Brien, 24, said he 
was “more angry than anything else. 
It wasn’t like I was kicking poorly and 
couldn’t hit the side of a barn. I 
wasn’t missing 20-, 30-yarders, little 
chip shots. I was missing some good 
kicks. I was just barely missing them, 
and they just weren’t falling for me.” 


One good thing came out of Brien’s 
brush with frustration. He went 


home to California, went camping, 


caught up with some work around the 
house and contemplated his future. A 
workout with the Redskins didn’t 
work out. 


It’s a small world for kickers in the 
NFL. They change teams faster than 


you can say Dean Biasucci. 


The Saints cut veteran Chip Loh- 
miller a week ago today after he had 
missed two field goals in the team’s 
11-7 victory over San Francisco. On 
the same day, the Rams cut Steve 
McLaughlin. 


Lohmiller, who had been cut by the 
Washington Redskins in the presea- 
son, was following a tough act, too. 
The popular and proficient Morten 
Andersen was waived by the Saints 
before the season. 


Brien said he had two. telephone 
calls waiting for him when he got 
back: one from the Saints and one 
from the Rams. 


After some dickering between the 
two teams, the Rams agreed to let 
Brien make St. Louis the second 
workout. 

Brien never left New Orleans. 

“I was at the airport in New Or- 
leans,’ said Brien who worked out in 
New Orleans on the same day the 
Rams were working out Biasucci. “I 


didn’t want to get on the plane. I told — 


the Saints I didn’t want to get on the 


plane. 


“I didn’t want to get on another 
plane, physically,” he said. “I was 
sick of flying around. This was the 
best special-teams situation I’d ever 
been in in my career. I knew it as 
soon as I came down here. Special 
teams are important here.”’ 


The Rams were looking for a kick- 
er with more experience and perhaps 
a less-steep price tag. Biasucci played 
10 seasons with the Indianapolis 
Colts and signed last week a one-year 
deal for $200,000 with the Rams. 


“‘We’re happy with Biasucci,”’ 
Rams coach Rich Brooks said after 
Sunday’s game. ‘‘We wanted to go 
with a veteran guy.” 


Brien signed a two-year deal with 
the Saints worth $700,000. On Sun- 
day, he was worth every penny. 


“Doug had a great game,” Saints 
coach Jim Mora said.

Is No Source Of Shame This Time

NEW ORLEANS — Things were 
quiet Sunday on the place-kicking 
front for the Rams — which was a 
positive development, given the trials 
and tribulations of Steve McLaughlin, 
who was cut last Monday. 

Dean Biasucci, the man hired to 
replace McLaughlin, kicked an extra 
point and a 32-yard field goal and 
missed a 52-yarder in a 19-10 loss to 
New Orleans at the Superdome. 

‘I felt confident,” Biasucci said. “I 
had a tough warm-up. Before the 
game I wasn’t at my best.”’ 

Biasucci made the 32-yard kick 
with plenty to spare. 

“I would hope so — 32 yards,” 
Biasucci said. “I hit it straight, that’s 
the main thing.”’ 

The 52-yard attempt bounced off 
the crossbar late in the fourth quar- 
ter. “It wasn’t my best kick but I hit 
it pretty good,” he said. “I'd take 
that kick every time from 51 yards or 
50 yards and a half.”’ 

His three kickoffs were fielded, in 
order, at the 7-, 10- and 11-yard lines 
by the Saints, whose best field posi- 
tion on the three kicks was their 30. 

“Twasn’t really pleased with my 
kickoffs,’ said Biasucci, who under- 
went arthroscopic knee surgery on 
his kicking leg about 10 weeks ago. 
‘My leg’s not really up to strength 
right now. I’m just getting it back 
under me now.” 

The Rev. Ike: Another day, anoth- 
er 100 yards receiving for Isaac 
Bruce. Bruce caught eight passes for 
135 yards against New Orleans, his 
fifth consecutive 100-yard game. 
That ties a franchise record by Elroy 
“Crazylegs” Hirsch in 1951 and Bob 
Boyd in 1954. 


Because of an error in the 
Rams’ media guide, it was 
incorrectly reported that 
Bruce had tied the record 
last week with his fourth 
consecutive 100-yard game. 

“I try to do what I can to 
help my team win,’”’ Bruce 
said.

Bruce also topped 1,000 
yards for the season — he 
now has 62 catches for 
1,073 yards and eight 
touchdowns, Bruce caught a 
55-yard TD pass from Chris 
Miller on the Rams’ first 
possession Sunday. 

“Chris looked off [the de- 
fender] really well to the left,’’ Bruce 
said. “I got open in the back, and he 
just hit me in the seam.” 

By -looking left, then throwing 
right, Miller froze Saints safety Ty- 
rone Hughes, who was late getting 
deep in zone coverage. 


Running On Empty: Because of a 
sprained foot, running back Jerome 
Bettis didn’t even suit up Sunday, 
missing the first game of his three- 
year National Football League career 
and ending his team-high string of 35 
consecutive starts. 

Bettis rushed for 83 yards against 
the Saints in September at Busch 
Stadium and rushed for a career-high 
212 yards in the Superdome as a 
rookie in 1993. How much did the 
Rams miss Bettis? 

“That’s a hard thing to judge,” 
coach Rich Brooks said. “Obviously 
he’s a big, strong talented back. I 
thought we picked up the slack in the 
running game.

Brent Moss and Johnny Bailey 
combined for 82 yards on 17 carries, 
although Bailey did not play in the 
second half because of a sprained 
ankle.

Avoid Toy Necklaces 


Parents and others who care for young 
children should not permit them to wear toy 
necklaces because of the risk of accidental 
prin two Brown University doctors 


"ih an article in the October issue of the 
Annals of Emergency Medicine, Nicola Chin 
and Scott D. Berns report the case of a 2- 
year-old girl who nearly died when she 
accidentally hanged herself with a popular 
toy necklace that snagged on a horizontal 
bar of her swing set. 

The necklace, which consists of a long soft 
string from which a perfume bottle, soap 
bubbles or toy is suspended as a pendant, 
contained no warning label, according to the 
girl’s parents. Chin and Berns said they 
examined similar necklaces; some contained 
small warning labels that said they were not 
recommended for children under age 3. 

“ae fare among young children, 
the a report, and it is almost always 
accidental. In infants it may involve a 
carriage or crib; among young children it 
usually occurs during play. 

Between 1973 and 1980, 298 accidental 
strangulations involving children under 5 
were reported to the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission. Most of the injuries 
were fatal and involved clothing, although 
some were due to pacifiers tied around 
children’s necks or to necklaces. In July 
1990 the CPSC, which had received reports 
of 34 deaths in children under 2 between 
1985 and 1990, issued a safety alert on 
infant strangulation.

Suffering Sensory Fatique? 


One in four older Americans is 
undernourished, reports Food Insight, 
published by the International Food 
Information Council Foundation. 

The newsletter, supported by the food 
industry, says that ‘diminishing ability to 
taste and smell as one ages is an often 
neglected, yet treatable, factor in poor 
nutrition.” 

Duke University studies show that adding 
flavor intensifiers to ordinary meals can 
increase the pleasure of eating. The 
newsletter also offers these suggestions: 

® Use nectars and jams to make flavored 
sauces. 

® Switch food as you eat. To avoid 
sensory fatigue, eat only one bite of meat, 
then take a bite of vegetable. 

@ Combine foods served at different 
temperatures.

Caffeine-Rich Medicines 


Many older people don’t realize that over- 
the-counter (OTC) medicines often contain 
significant amounts of caffeine and may 
disturb sleep as a result. 

- The lowa 65-Plus study analyzed data in 
its Rural Health Study and found that of 
2,885 participants, those taking medicines 
containing caffeine were twice as likely to 
report problems sleeping. 

The study excluded people whose sleep 
disturbances could have had other causes, 
such as depression or pain, or whose 
sleeping might have been affected by 
prescription drugs.

Keeping A Leg Up 


The best way to get rid of knee pain, or at 
least lessen it, is to exercise the adjacent leg 
muscles, says the Berkeley Wellness Letter. 

A recent study of athletes with knee pain 
compared the effects of rest, anti- 
inflammatory drugs, exercise and other 
treatments. It found that by exercising the 
quadriceps — the large four-part muscle 
group on the front of the thigh that powers 
and propels knee movements — 70 percent 
of the athletes recovered fully. 

To strengthen the muscles supporting the 
knees, do leg lifts at home or work, starting 
with sets of 10 to 20 and working up to two 
or three sets an hour. 

While sitting in a chair, lift your leg out 
straight until it makes a right angle with 
your body. Lower slowly and repeat. Add 
light ankle weights to increase the muscle’s 
strength. You can lay an open telephone 
directory across your ankle for an added 
workout or use standard 1-pound cuffs.

Dear Dr. Donohue: I have been told I have 
perforations, first in one ear, then in the other. 


Please explain the significance, and the answer. Is 


it like a puncture? 


The eardrum — tympanum — is a small, thin 


curtain of tissue at the inner end of the ear canal. It 
protects the middle ear and ultimately the inner 
ear from the hazards presented by the outside 
world of germs and foreign objects. 

“Perforation” and ‘“‘puncture’’ mean the same 
thing: the creation of a hole in the membrane. 

What causes perforations? Well, perhaps the 
chief cause is the unwise poking around some of us 


do to clear wax or alleviate itchiness. It is easy to 


form a perforation. Loud noises can cause a perfo- 
ration, and so can ear infections. 

Most small perforations heal on their own. 
Large ones can be patched surgically.

Unhealing Sore In Mouth Mirabella Takes Off White Gloves 
Warrants Cancer Check

Dear Tooth Doctors: | have a sore 
that I can’t see on the floor of my 
mouth. I have been rinsing with hot 
saltwater for the last two weeks, but 
I don’t think it’s going away. I’m 
worried. Can cancer occur there? 
Should I see a dentist for this? 

C. R., Kirkwood 


Yes, have a dentist look at any 
sore or swelling that does not disap- 
pear in two weeks. Although chances 
are against it, you may have a cancer- 
ous lesion. Oral cancer can occur on 
the floor or roof of the mouth, tonsils, 
salivary glands, tongue or lips. If you 
exhibit any of the following, see a 
dentist immediately: 

® Soreness or a feeling of some- 
thing stuck in your throat 

@ Any sore that bleeds easily or 
does not heal 

® Difficulty chewing or swallowing 

@ Numbness of any area, but espe- 
cially the tongue 

@ Any red or white patch 

@ A lump ‘or thickening in the 
cheek that you can feel with your 
tongue. 

We don’t know your oral habits, 
but researchers have found that us- 
ing alcohol and tobacco at the same 
time is the single most important 
factor in the development of oral can- 
cer. If detected early, the cure rate 
for oral cancer is higher than 75 
percent after five years. About 95 
percent of oral cancers afflict people

NO LOSS 
Dear Tooth Doctors: My children 
seem to have a problem losing their 
baby teeth. My dentist said that their 


teeth will always be late. Recently, 
my daughter’s upper front tooth be- 
came loose and then tightened up. 
Should I be concerned? 

L.F., Alton 


As a permanent tooth grows into 
the mouth, it “‘eats away”’ the root of 
the baby tooth. As the root(s) of the 
baby tooth get smaller, it becomes 
loose and eventfially falls out. Some- 
times during this process, a child will 
shy away from biting an or wiggling 
the loose tooth, giving the tiny elastic 
fibers that hold the tooth in the bone 
a chance to tighten. 

If the permanent tooth continues 
to grow into the mouth properly, the 
baby tooth will loosen again and fall 
out naturally. Sometimes, however, 
the permanent tooth gets deflected 
from its correct path and fails to 
dissolve the baby-tooth root. This 
may lead to crooked teeth later. 

If the baby tooth gets loose and 
then tightens up again, watch it. 
Urge your child to wiggle the tooth 
as often as possible (with clean hands, 
of course). You can also have her bite 
on a popsicle stick or the eraser end 
of a pencil and “‘pump”’ the stick up 
and down to help break those elastic 
fibers. You should contact your den- 
tist immediately if you can see the 
permanent tooth and the baby tooth 
is still in the mouth. 

HINT: If the loose tooth is hang- 
ing by a “thread” and your child 
won’t do anything to help it out, try a 
simple trick. Tie a piece of floss into a 
loose slip knot and slide it to the base 
of the tooth. Pull on both ends of the 
floss quickly, so the knot gets tight- 
ened. Voila! The tooth should pop 
out.

Fashion editor’s new 
memoir allows a peek 


behind chic doors

E WASN'T a mere meeting of the minds. It was 

a meeting of the names. Forbes. Mirabella. 

Malcolm and Grace were colluding in the lobby 
of Los Angeles’ Four Seasons Hotel when the 
business magazine magnate draped his arm around 
his companion’s chic shoulders. 

“Grace,” Malcolm said, ‘‘you and I are the only 
ones who have our names on a magazine.” 

“‘What about Mrs. Lear?” Grace replied. 

“It’s not her name.”’ 

The club of people who were born to be. 
magazine logos is elite indeed. And for Grace 
Mirabella, doyenne of her eponymous magazine, it 
has been a dazzling but rocky road to seeing her 
name up in large-size font. 

When the first issue of Mirabella came out in 
1989, she proudly delivered it like a newborn into 
the arms of her Italian immigrant mother. But 
Mirabella’s toddlerhood has been rife with 
problems, and after a six-month suspension, the 
magazine was resurrected as a bimonthly in 
September under new owner Hachette Filipacchi. 

Mirabella’s latest women’s magazine has taken 
something of a Rube Goldberg-ish path. The 
kickoff came June 28, 1988, when the editor-in- 
chief was unceremoniously kicked off her earlier 
high-fashion perch, Vogue, the grand dame of 
fashion magazines. As she recalls in her new 
memoir, ‘In and Out of Vogue” (Doubleday, $25), 
Mirabella heard the news of her dismissal from 
columnist Liz Smith’s lips during a TV news 
broadcast. 

If that was no way to treat a lady, Mirabella 
nonetheless responded like one at the time. She 
dryly told The New York Times: “For a magazine 
devoted to style, this was not a very stylish way of 
telling me.’’ And she let it go at that. 


But now the white gloves are off. In her book, 
written with political biographer Judith Warner, 
Mirabella skewers the men who so rudely unseated 
her. She writes that S.I. Newhouse, publisher of 
the Conde Nast magazine aristocracy whose queen 
is Vogue, had “‘a history of firings [that] had made 
him as unpopular as a man of his enormous wealth 
and power could be.”’ 

Alex Liberman, then Conde Nast’s editorial 
director, had a ““‘honey-soaked delivery [that 
masked] an iron will, a tin éar for dissension, and an 
ego the size of the Newhouse fortune.”’ 

Perhaps not surprisingly, book critics are calling 
her memoir payback time. “‘Ms. Mirabella has a 
number of scores to settle,’”’ said The New York 
Times, which also found her book “fascinating, 
humorous, wry and ultimately rather sad.” 

Mirabella, 66, brushes aside such unattractive 
suggestions. “I don’t have to settle any scores,” 
she says, chalking up her newfound outspokenness

to life as a civilian. Even though Mirabella bears 
her name, she has essentially retired from the 
publishing fray. She appears on the masthead as 


“founder,” and she consults with Mirabella’s heirs 


when invited. 

“I don’t have to look left or right because you’re 
protecting turf of some sort,” she says. 

If the book one-ups some of Mirabella’s less- 
favorite people, it also seeks to make amends. In it, 
she defends the memory of Diana Vreeland, the 
legendary eccentric Vogue editor who also lost her 
job to a younger woman — Mirabella. 

As Vreeland’s assistant, Mirabella was the 
Sensible One left to interpret the editor’s fabulous 
excesses for the perturbed powers that be. And 
when the sensible ’70s overtook the sex, drugs and 
rock ’n’ roll ’60s, Mirabella was crowned editor. 


Mirabella describes herself in the book as ‘‘one 
of Vreeland’s all-time greatest fans,’’ who 
“absolutely adored, with what I can only describe 
as the passion of a schoolgirl crush, Vreeland the 
woman.” And she chastises other fashion 
potentates for reducing Vreeland to “a caricature, 
her humanity lost in public memory.”’ 

Mirabella wears her surprisingly down-to-earth 
demeanor on her sleeve. She’s simply but elegantly 
dressed in her own particular “uniform,”’ a style of 
consistent dressing she thinks women should 
adopt. 

Mirabella’s pronounced taste for easygoing 
clothes — usually including pants — permutes 
today into a black pleated silk shirt by Issey Miyake 
and a camel-colored wool jacket by Geoffrey 
Beene, the first piece of its type created by the 


designer. mF 

“Style really does interest me a lot,” she says. saat 
“A lot, a lot. The disparate way that women walk 
around reinventing themselves from Monday, .«- 
Tuesday to Wednesday, I mean, every day they're», 
a different person. Somehow everything’s gotten ,,.: 
muddled. A uniform just gives you a continuity of 
style.” 

She writes that that’s different from “‘fashion-y 
games; clothes that sing and dance about 
themselves and prove purely unwearable.”’

Vogue’s mixed messages to women on the 
outside paralleled those to women inside the 
organization. Mirabella says she complained when 
she tried in vain to expand her role to the business.

Q. I have a terrible dilemma. 
Should I take my medicine and go 
bald, or stop my medicine and maybe 
die with all my hair? 

I never noticed any hair loss until I 
developed a mild heart problem and 
was put on Calan and Coumadin. 
Then it started to fall out and became 
very thin. 

The doctor has switched me to 
Vasotec, but I haven’t noticed much 
improvement. My doctor also tells 


me Premarin and Provera are impor- — 


tant for my heart. I am still losing 


hair and will soon need a wig. 


When I complained about this, I 
ended up feeling unreasonable and 
vain. But I hate seeing my scalp.

A. Caverject (alprostadil) was re- 
cently approved by the FDA for 
treating impotence. The patient in- 
jects this medicine directly into the 
penis to achieve an erection, which 
usually occurs within 10 minutes. If 
the dose is appropriate, the erection 
lasts around an hour. 

Some men experience temporary 
pain after the injection. If the erec- 
tion lasts longer than one hour, emer- 
gency treatment may be needed to 
avert permanent damage. Fortunate- 
ly, this complication is uncommon.

We're trying to recognize stereo- 
types and how they can lead to discrimination. | 
have a special interest in mental health and mental 
illness. Do you have information about mental illness 
stereotypes and facts that contradict them? 


Your special interest is appreciated as mental 
illness is one of the most misunderstood disabilities. 
Many talented, creative and hard-working people 
who just happen to have a mental illness are as- 
Signed labels (“‘crazy’’ is among the worst) by others 
they must face when they try to secure a home, look 
for a job, or merely participate in a social conversa- 
tion. Unfortunately, stereotypes associated with 
thental illness are negative. Following are a few 
common ones, along with the facts: 

Stereotype: People with mental illness have per- 
sonal character weaknesses. Fact: People with the 
highest integrity and character can become mental- 
ly ill. Mental illnesses are typically characterized by 
complex physiological, biological and genetic factors 
that have nothing to do with personal character. 

Stereotype: People with mental illnesses are vio- 
lent and dangerous. Fact: People with a mental 
illness pose no more of a crime threat than do other 
members of the general population. 

Stereotype: People with mental illnesses cannot 
recover or contribute to society. Fact: People with 
mental illnesses can recover, especially with treat- 
ment. People with mental illnesses can and have 
made great contributions to society.

Sometimes it is 
extremely hard to separate fact from fiction. One 
such myth is ‘Mentally ill people are dangerous and 
capable of violent behavior at any time.”

“ gerous nor unpredictable; they are the victims of

It's prevalent among 


the divorced over 35

FTER a 22-year marriage that ended 
in divorce, Cynthia Stech says she has 
finally figured out how to manage love. 

She has a new romantic interest, he has 
moved into her house in 
Mich., and that is probably how things are 
going to stay. 

“T’m not sure that marriage isn’t an 
option,” said Stech, 59, an office manager 
who began living with Fred Tremdlay, 66, 
a year and a half ago. “But we haven’t 
figured out why we would do it. Clearly we 
are not starting a family, and we’re not 
planning a 30-year partnership. We’re just 
grateful for what we have in this stage of 
our lives.” 

What would have been considered 
scandalous 25 years ago has now become 
an acceptable living arrangement. The 
number of couples choosing to live 
together rather than marry climbed 80 
percent between 1980 and 1991, 
according to Census data. 

And a professor at the University of 
Wisconsin in Madison has found another 
surprising shift: The greatest increase in 
couples who share a home but not a legal 
document is among people over 35. 

“This once widely disapproved of 
behavior is now half the population under 
the age 40, and in 10 years, it will be half 
the population under 50,” said the 
professor, Larry Bumpass. He has been 
following 10,000 people since the late 
1980s for an ongoing survey of families 
and households. 

Bumpass has found that 49 percent of 
the people between 35 and 39 in his study 
are now living with someone, up from 34 
percent in the late ’80s. Among people 50 
to 54, cohabitation has nearly doubled in 
the same period. He has not examined the 
living arrangements of gay couples, but 
other experts say there has been an 
increase in their cohabitation rates as 
well. 

“The very dramatic thing is the 
difference in attitudes in nontraditional 
family behavior,’’ Bumpass said, citing 
data from his survey that showed only a 
small segment of people disapproved of 
premarital sex and cohabitation. 

“It is clear to me that the trends we 
have been observing are very likely to 
continue with a declining emphasis on 
marriage.” 

In fact, living together has replaced 
marriage for many people — 1 in 4 
Americans over 18 has never married, 
according to the Census data, as against 1 
in 6 in 1970. 

For many couples, cohabitation 
provides a chance for a shared life without 
a shared bank account. People who 
receive Social Security benefits, for

example, can enjoy companionship later in 
life without paying the tax penalty that 
marriage brings. And for those who are 
skittish about marriage, living together 
offers what they say is the same level of 
commitment. 

“I am very cautious about marriage, 
having grown up around a not very pretty 
one,’’ said David Bergman, 39, an 
architect who lives with Lori Greenberg, a 
32-year-old graphic designer, in 
Manhattan. 

“I am a tad cynical and a tad rebellious. 
I am not sure what I am rebelling against, 
but I really don’t see a need for marriage. 
That isn’t a statement about my feelings 
about the relationship, because there is no 
less strength of commitment.” 

Greenberg doesn’t think marriage 
implies a strong commitment either. “I 
get pretty angry about the rules that 
society places on us,” she said. ‘I think 
that if things are going really well, why do 
you have to prove things?” 

Research shows that among older » 
couples, cohabitation often follows 
divorce. ‘‘Once you’ve been divorced, 
you're more cautious about things,’’ Stech 
said. 


“T am much more independent than 
when I was married,’’ she added. “I didn’t 
have my own money when I was married. 
Because he was the breadwinner, I felt 
like it was his money. I never want that to 
happen again.” 

While some people see little difference 
between marriage and cohabitation, 
others say they are intentionally keeping 
distance from their partners. 

That seems to be the case for Ruth, 83, 
who asked that her last name not be used 
to protect her privacy. She lives with an 
85-year-old male companion in Point 
Lookout, N.Y., and in West Palm Beach, 
Fla. She says that they have been together 
more than four years and that they have 
no intention of marrying. Both are 
widowed. 

“I’m a free spirit,’ Ruth said. “I need 
my space. Sometimes we think of 
marriage, but then I think that I don’t 
want to be tied down.”’ 

Stech said she thought her relationship 
with Tremdlay, who is retired, was more 
equal than her former marriage. “The 
roles are so different than they were in 
marriage,’’ she said. “‘He’s home more 
than I am, whereas in my marriage, I was 


mostly not working.” 

People over 35 also grew up in an era of 
rapidly-changing social mores. ‘“We are 
leftovers from the ’60s,” said Mark 
Seiden, 44, a computer consultant in 
Belmont, Calif. He lives with Nancy 
Frishberg, 46, a software engineer, and 
their daughter, Janet, who is 7. 

‘We feel we are not primarily a couple 
but rather primarily individuals who 
happen to be in a couple,’”’ he said. “It 
allows me to be a little more at arm’s 
length. Men don’t like committing, so 
maybe this is just some sort of excuse.”’ 

Frishberg and Seiden call each other 
partners, deputies or spouse equivalents. 
Once in a while, Frishberg just calls him 
her “‘something.”’ 

“I don’t know that there is any 
particular advantage to living together,”’ 
she said. “I’m not against the institution of 
marriage. We just never got around to it.”’ 

For all the advantages living together 
may provide, there is no guarantee that it 
will translate into a good marriage. 
Researchers have found that about 50 
percent of marriages that begin in 
cohabitation break up. Many of them are 
uncertain whether this is because people 
who live together first are also more 
tolerant of divorce or because there is a 
direct relationship between cohabitation 
and divorce. 

Some researchers have discovered that 
people who live together are often less 
committed to each other than married 
couples. 

For example, Renata Forste, an 
assistant professor of sociology at 
Western Washington University in 
Bellingham, Wash., found in recent 
research that there is often less sexual 
fidelity between cohabitating partners. 

Drawing on data from a national survey 
of women, which consisted of interviews 
with 1,235 women who were in 
relationships in 1991, she found that 20 
percent of the cohabitating women had 
cheated on their mates, as opposed to 4 
percent of the married women. 

Dr. Linda Waite, a professor of 
sociology at the University of Chicago, has 
found that cohabitating couples tend to 
make less financial investment together, 
which seems to underscore their 
independence from each other. 

Her research also showed that sexual 
satisfaction was stronger among married 
men than among single or cohabitating 
men. But others who are looking at 
cohabitation, a relatively new area for 
demographers, warn that most of the data 
are preliminary. 

“It is a little hard to know the cause and 
effect of cohabitation on divorce,”’ said 
David Popenoe, the associate dean for 
social and behavioral sciences at Rutgers 
University in New Brunswick, N.J., and a 
chairman of the Council on Families in 
America, a research organization. “I hope 
that as the trend continues, divorce rates 
will soften.”

discussion with this remark: “I don’t want 
to hurt your feelings, but you asked and 
this is how I feel .

And Kathy Glaser, who works with teen 
mothers at Ritenour through the Parents 
As Teachers program, remembers Kris- 
ty’s reaction to a pregnant girl who was 
suspended for fighting. “Kristy told her 
that her actions were totally inappropri- 
ate, that she needed to be responsible for 
herself and the baby she was carrying,” 
she says.

“I wasn’t going to drop out of school, 
and he didn’t have a stable job. After a 
while, I realized that the relationship was 
a waste of my time.” 

Once the initial shock wore off, Kristy 
and Greenlee began the painful process of 
reassessing their lives. Kristy’s father, 
who lives in Chicago, told her she would 
“ruin her life” unless she had an abortion. 
But Kristy and her mother, longtime 
members of New Covenant Church in 
Maryland Heights, favored adoption. 

However, when Kristy was eight 
months pregnant, Kalen’s father refused 
to sign a consent form to allow an adoption 
to proceed. Kristy and Greenlee also be- 
gan having a change of heart, according to 
their pastor, Mike Hayden.

drops them off at a friend’s home near 
Ritenour High to wait for Kalen’s daycare, 
Bright Start Academy, to open at 6:30.

“‘We chill, watch TV, sing songs, play 
ring around the rosy and choo-choo train,”’ 
says Kristy. “‘Kalen is so funny and smart.

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‘Chicago Hope’ Lawyer 3 
Departs On Happy Note

ETER MacNicol’s last episode on 
“Chicago Hope” will air some- 
time in November. But it’s not what 
you think. 
“Some article said that I was suf- 


fering from Caruso-itis,” said Mac- . 


Nicol, the pint-size, stage-trained ac- 
tor who made such a memorable 
impression playing an attorney (Alan 
Birch) on a doctor series over the 
past season-and-a-quarter. 

By Caruso-itis, MacNicol naturally 
refers to David Caruso, the original 
“NYPD Blue”’ regular whapleft that 
show after little more than a season 
to try his hand as a movie star — 
finding himself instead saddled with a 
pair of duds called “Kiss of Death’’ 
and “‘Jade.” 

It’s true that MacNicol has a co- 
starring role in the forthcoming Mel 
Brooks comedy “Dracula: Dead and 
Loving It,” in which he stars with 
Leslie Nielsen. The film opens Dec. 
22 and figures to lead to more fea- 
ture work. 

Of course, film audiences already 
are plenty familiar with MacNicol. He 
starred first in 1981’s ‘‘Dragon- 
slayer’’ and then — more prominent- 
ly — in 1982’s “Sophie’s Choice,”’ 
portraying the young, naive Southern 
writer Slingo who falls for Meryl 
Streep and holding his own opposite 
heavyweights Streep and Kevin 
Kline. And more recently, he ap- 
peared in “‘Ghostbusters II’’ and 
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“‘Addams Family Values.”’ 

But anyone who thinks that Mac- 
Nicol is simply ditching the small 
screen for the bigger one just doesn’t 
get it, he insisted. 

“It’s the quietest little story, real- 
ly,’’ MacNicol said. ‘“The only reason 
I signed on to play the role of a 
lawyer in a doctor séries in the first 
place is that I knew it was being 
written by David Kelley. I trusted 


that he would take the character un- . 


der his wing, and he did.”’ 

But beginning this season, the na- 
tive Texan knew that Kelley’s in- 
volvement in “Chicago Hope” would 
steadily decline as the writer-produc- 
er devoted himself to new projects. 
And when Kelley’s writing contribu- 
tions dwindled, there was nothing to 
keep MacNicol excited. 

“IT knew in my heart that with 
David cutting back on his writing 
duties, I had to take myself out, too,” 
MacNicol said. “I existed because of 
him, and in his absence I made far 
less sense than in his presence.” 

MacNicol is right, of course. His 
Alan Birch was, last season, one of 
the most vivid and originally drawn 
characters’ im prime time. He was, 
quite possibly, the most sympathetic 
lawyer on the tube since the prime of 
“‘Perry Mason.” 

Birch was the guy who kept the 
fictitious Chicago Hope Med Center 
afloat, who supplied a passionate, ra- 
zor-sharp layer of legalese between 
the surgeons and a litigious public. 
Through Kelley’s words and Mac- 
Nicol’s talent, Birch was the most 
lovable bureaucrat you ever did see 
— a lawyer you wanted to squeeze 
and take home, but one who clearly 
knew what he was doing.” 

“I owe David so much for creating 
a character that had such breadth of 
humanity,”” MacNicol said. “I was 
there to act as a mouthpiece for Da- 
vid’s love of debating complex medi-

cal and ethical issues, and it was just 
the greatest job I could ever haven 
television. 

“TI was able, through this chiar. 
ter, to turn that lawyer Stereotype én 
its ear.’ 

But that was far truer last season 
when Birch — a single man — adept- 
ed a baby girl suffering from a heart 
defect. This season, he was tfanb- 
formed into a wimpy Mr. Mom-fy$e 
who dragged his kid everywhere, | 

The parenting role so over- 
whelmed Birch that he lost his drive 
on the job, along with the rougHer 
edges of his pessonality. : 

“It was no secret that there was a 
problem,”’ MacNicol said. ‘‘But it was 
fixable. The bigger concern for me 
was that David wasn’t going to be 
around anymore. The future was’t 
bright there for me. And after talking 
it over with my wife, we decided that 
sometimes it’s better to leave~foo 
early than too late — when yoilre 
too familiar and you ve started “to 
disappoint the audience.” 

Looking at Birch, MacNicol saw “a 
limited horizon.” He figured that :by 
continuing on, he risked taking sofne 
of the thunder from the new mém- 
bers of the “Chicago Hope’”’ cast who 
“‘need their turn at bat.”’

Becausé 
residents were concerned about being bom 
barded by golf balls, the Christiansens turned 
the layout westward by 45 degrees, so golf- 
ers would face a former quarry.

Theresa Durichek, a nearby resident, said 
the range might fail because regular golf balls 
would not be used and because it would not be 
open at night.

No Guardrail 
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OAKLAND 


Planned For 
Interstate 44.

State officials have denied a re- 
quest by Oakland’s police chief to 
extend a guardrail along Interstate 
44 just east of Holmes Avenue to 
prevent accidents there. 

Chief Edwin Gibbons said in a let- 
ter to the Missouri Highway and 
Transportation Department that a 
guardrail along the westbound lanes 
of the highway about one-half mile 
east of Big Bend Boulevard would 
save lives. He said the guardrail 
would prevent people who lost con- 
trol of their cars from hitting an 
embankment of rocks. 

Deanna Venker-Nelson, traffic 
studies engineer with the highway 
department, denied the request. She 
said a guardrail would not correct the 
problem because the accidents were 
being caused by cars hydroplaning. 

Gibbons said that he agreed that 
hydroplaning was the cause of a num- 
ber of the accidents at the location 
but that he still believed a guardrail 
would help save lives. 

“The problem there is that a long 
straightway on the highway precedes 
this section,’’ Gibbons said. “‘People 
become complacent and build up 
their speed in the straightaway, then 
enter the curved section and lose 
control of their cars. Then they hit 
the embankment of rocks and often 
times their cars flip over, causing 
them to be killed or very seriously

Silent Pagers Let Firms’ Personnel Concentrate On Customers

It’s irritating. 

You’re sitting in an auto showroom 
consummating the deal on your 
dream car, focusing all your attention 
on the numbers-filled sheet of paper 
before you, when your concentration 
is suddenly shattered by the dealer- 
ship’s overhead P.A. system. 

- “SERVICE: Line one.’’ 

“NEW CAR SALES. Line six.’ 

“Floyd. Your wife called.”’ 

It’s enough to send you screaming 
- back to your old rust bucket and 
driving that pile of bolts for another 
10 years. 

But it’s a scenario that will never 
happen at John Bommarito Oldsmo- 
bile, Cadillac, Mazda in St. Peters. 

That’s because Bommarito’s deal- 
ership features. on-site ‘‘silent pag- 
ing,” a system that eliminates annoy- 
ing public address systems and, 
Bommarito said, streamlines commu- 
nications and improves customer ser- 
vice and personnel efficiency. 

“Because people are paged direct- 
ly, it increases communication — no 
missed messages because they didn’t 
hear the page,” Bommarito said. “It 
gives you more time with customers. 

“Another benefit,’ he said, “‘is 
that with a traditional paging system, 
all private messages are public. With

this system they’re not.” 

Bommarito, who owns the car 
dealership, also is vice president of 
Bommarito Cellular and Paging, the 
exclusive agent for this on-site silent 
paging system in St. Louis and south- 
ern Illinois. 

The system is manufactured by 
Florida-based JTECH Inc. 

Here’s how it works: 

Each employee is given a small 
receiving unit that he or she carries 
on a belt or in a pocket. The unit can 
either vibrate only, or vibrate and 
receive a digital display. When an 
employee is paged, the unit gently 


' vibrates, alerting the person to the 


page. With.the digital-display unit, a 
variety of messages and/or instruc- 
tions can also be sent, such as who to 
call or a location to go to. 

Chris Huson, the receptionist at 
John Bommarito Oldsmobile, Cadil- 
lac, Mazda, said the system allows 
her to page employees while she’s 
simultaneously answering incoming 
phone calls or greeting customers 
walking in the door. The result, she 
said, is that walk-ins are greeted 
promptly and phone-in customers are 
not put on endless hold. 

“Before, if I had five or six calls 
coming in, I’d have to take them all 
before I could page someone in the 
dealership,”’ Huson said. ‘‘Now I can 


page while I’m taking calls.” 

Bommarito said the elimination of 
overhead announcements, ringing 
phones and beeping pagers makes his 
dealership — indeed, any business 
—— more responsive to customers. 

“The customer doesn’t realize 
phones aren’t ringing and announce- 
ments aren’t distracting people,”’ 
Bommarito said. ‘He just knows he’s 
being taken care of.” 

Bommarito said the system can 
benefit almost any business. Restau- 
rants, for example, can equip waiters 
with pagers, so they can be taking 
care of customers instead of hanging 
around the kitchen waiting for an 
order. When the order is ready, the 
kitchen can silently page the waiter. 

Another popular restaurant appli- 
cation, Bommarito said, is giving 
pagers to waiting customers. Then, 
instead of a customer’s name. being 
screamed across a crowded restau- 
rant when a table is ready, the cus- 
tomer is silently paged. 

Bommarito said more than 40 area 
restaurants have purchased silent 
paging systems from his company. 
The one-time cost, he said, is about 
$1,000 to $8,000, depending on the 
type and size of the system.

Unrecorded Document 
Can Be Dangerous 


Dear Bob: We are buying a summer home in Minnesota 
on an unrecorded contract for deed. Each month we pay 
the seller $178 and we pay the property tax bill when it 
arrives. But it occurred to me our seller could mortgage 


| our cottage, pocket the cash, and skip town. Should we 


worry about this? If so, what can we doto preventit? 
Anita V. 


Dear Anita: Your situation is a classic example of why 
unrecorded documents can be dangerous. By all means, 
record your land contract for deed. Your seller retains the 
title until you make all, or an agreed number of payments. 
Then you are entitled to receive the property deed. 

Until then, many things can go wrong, such as the 
seller encumbering the property, incurring liens, and who 
knows what else. By recording your land contract for 
deed, you give constructive notice of your interest in that 
‘property. For more details, please consult a Minnesota 
real estate Stteeney. 


Dear Bob: I bought a “custom-built house’ from its 
Original owner. He had it built for his family and oversaw 
construction daily. In his seller disclosure statement to 
me, he disclosed several leaks which had been repaired. 
But during the first heavy rain, water poured into the 
house. I hired a respected contractor to “re-repair”’ the 
repair. While removing siding to get to the problem, the 
contractor discovered the entire house is incorrectly 
wrapped in felt moisture-barrier paper. The paper was 
installed vertically instead of horizontally, inviting mois- 
ture into the structure. The repair cost is estimated at 
$85,000. I feel my seller is obligated to pay for this repair 
but he refuses, as he says he didn’t know about the 
problem. Do you think he should pay?

Dear Baron: Just because your seller observed the daily 
home construction doesn’t mean he knew good quality 
from bad quality unless he is a home builder. 

Yes, a home seller is responsible for telling the buyer 
about known defects, as your seller did. But proving the 
seller knew about an alleged defect which causes the 


water leaks is a very difficult legal task. Your question is 


one to which there is no right or wrong answer. That’s 
why we have courts and juries.

Dear Bob: One summer about 12 years ago I visited my 
aunt and uncle who lived on a farm. I was 17 at the time. It

was a wonderful summer. At the end of the summer when 
I was ready to go back to my city home for my senior year 
in high school, my uncle took me into town to meet his 
lawyer. He told the lawyer to prepare a deed to the farm 
for me. I recall we went to have lunch and came back to 
the lawyer’s office a few hours later. My uncle signed the 


‘deed, the secretary witnessed the signature, and I was 


given the deed to my uncle’s farm. I thanked my uncle and 
took the deed home with me. My aunt died about five 
years ago. A few months ago, ty uncle died, When I 
asked my dad, who inherited my uncle’s estate, he said it 
was left to’a local church. Then I showed my father the 
quit claim deed my uncle gave me in 1982. What should I 
do? Did I inherit the farm or does it belong to the church? 
Richard 


Dear Richard: Although you were a minor when you 
received that quit claim deed from your uncle, if might be 
perfectly valid. However, it is subject to any liens and 
encumbrances on the farm. 

A quit claim deed conveys whatever title the grantor 
owned. It can be fee simple absolute title. Or, if the 
grantor didn’t own marketable title, it could be no title at 
all. Another problem is, a few states require a deed to be 
promptly recorded for it to be valid. 


My suggestion is to take your quit claim deed to a title . 
insurer located in the county where the property is ° 


located. If you can obtain title insurance and record the 
deed, you probably now own the farm. For further details, 
please consult a real estate attorney in the county where 
the farm is located.

Dear Bob: My mother died a few months ago. I am her 
only son. Her will left everything to me. The major assets 
were her car and house. How miuch tax will be due on this 
inheritance and who pays?

Dear Joel: If your mother left a net estate less than 
$600,000, there is no federal estate tax. Depending on 


the value of the residence, there might be a state inheri- - 


tance tax due. The attorney handling probate of your 


mother’s estate can best explain if any tax must be paid by ~ 


the estate before you receive title to the assets. 

Incidentally, a major benefit of inheriting appreciated 
real estate, such as a home, is the heir receives a new 
stepped-up basis of market value as of the date of death. 
This is far better for you than if you had received a gift of | 
that house before your mother died. 

To illustrate, suppose the house is worth $200,000 
today but your late mother’s basis was $50,000. If she 
gave the home to you before she died, your basis would be -

only $50,000. Since you inherited it, your basis is now . 
$200,000. If you sell it, you only owe tax on any amount .

Official Encourages Teachers 
To Emphasize Values, Help 
Forge Students’ Character

School leaders come under increasing 
pressure to cure the ills of society as well as 
to teach students basic skills, says Ladue 
Superintendent Charles McKenna. McKenna 
spoke at a conference of women in school 
administration Friday at the Sheraton West 
Port. 

Educators have to try to offer moral lead- 
ership, five area school leaders say. 

“Academics should be our major mission, 
but in today’s world a lot of focus should be on 
character,” said John Phillips, principal of 
Wyman Elementary School in St. Louis. . 

Phillips said 98 percent of the 550 students 
at his school qualify for free lunches. He and 
his staff members are committed to doing as 
much as they can for the students. He urges 
parents to help. 

For one thing, Wyman has suspended just 
two students in four years. Phillips doesn’t 
believe in suspending students except under 
extreme cases. He said it is hard to help 
students if they are at home. 

At school, Wyman helps students and fam- 
ilies solve problems such as utility shut-offs, 
rent and health. 

Phillips has invited area education students 
to learn about urban education and to help 
Wyman teachers. St. Louis University Hospi- 
tal staff have adopted the school. Catholic

Greg Quinn, R-7th District, also 
a committee member, said the proposal had 
not met the concerns of residents who live 
nearby in Jefferson County. 

Rich and Laura Christiansen want to devel- 
op the range on 15 acres in St. Louis County. 
The site also included about two acres in 


Jefferson County. 

They planned a range of 200 yards, for use 
by up to 20 golfers at one time. Recause 
residents were concerned about being bom- 
barded by golf balls, the Christiansens turned 
the layout westward by 45 degrees, so golf- 
ers would face a former quarry. The Chris- 
tiansens planned to supply customers with a 
special ball that would not travel more than 
180 feet. 

Theresa Durichek, a nearby resident, said 
the range might fail because regular golf balls 
would not be used and because it would not be 
open at night. A business with a worse impact 
on the area could take its place, she said. 

Gary Crabtree, a planning consultant who 
represents the Christiansens, said they would 
never seek lighting, as residents assert. The 
Christiansens had tried to meet the objec- 
tions of residents, he said.

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“Soles fell. off of shoes,” Brown 
said. “It would happen right before 
the kids took the field. I’ve carried 
the sole of a kid’s shoe in my pocket 
while the kid marched barefoot in a 
competition. There was no 
alternative.” 

Meierhoff said that with the aver- 
age teen-ager getting bigger, “‘we 
were trying to squeeze freshmen 
with size 42 chests into size 36 
jackets.” 

It became obvious that stopgap 
measures weren’t going to work for 
another year. But money was too 
tight for the high school to pay for 
new uniforms. 

Band director Don Kinnison tack- 
led the problem along with Brown 
and Ed Carr, who designs shows for 
several area marching bands. Carr 
suggested that Mehlville perform a 
theme show that didn’t need tradi- 
tional uniforms. He proposed that the 
theme be the ’60s, America’s least 
traditional era. 

Instead of the usual military-style 
band uniform, the students would 
wear the hippie uniform: bell-bot- 
tomed blue jeans, tie-dyed T-shirts 
and black high-top Converse 
sneakers. 

Wearing the traditional band jack- 
ets over the outfit would play on the 
60s theme. With the jackets and bell- 
bottoms, the students would look as if 
they had just stepped off the cover of 


, the Beatles’ Sgt. Pepper album. 


Brown, Kinnison and Carr picked 
appropriate music from the era, in- 
cluding “‘Age of Aquarius,” “House 
of the Rising Sun,” “Let the Sun 
Shine In” and “Scarborough Fair.” 

Brown and Kinnison knew they 
were taking a risk by doing a show 
that was different than anything

Linda Meierhoff knew that there 
might be some resistance. Crisp, tai- 
lored uniforms can lend an air of 
dignity to a band. 

“At Mehlville, it means something 


when you put on that uniform,’’ she’ 


said. “You can see a change in the 
way the kids carry themselves. They 
stand a little straighter. These new 


uniforms were a very foreign idea for 


them.”’ 

Drum major David Hopkins, a jun- 
ior, said that the band had ‘‘a few 
skeptics who would rather do things 
the same way we always did it,”’ 

Meierhoff coordinated the uniform 
efforts with help from other parents. 

“On something of this scale, the 
whole thing doesn’t happen without 
the support of the parents,” she said. 

It also helped that many of the 
parents could draw on their own ex- 
perience to help turn their children 
into hippies. They gave students in- 
structions on how to turn regular 
blue jeans into bell bottoms by cut- 
ting open the side leg seams and 
sewing in triangular swatches of col- 
orful material. Meierhoff brought a 
big package of rubber bands to the 
band’s summer camp and demon- 
strated how to tie-dye T-shirts. 
Meierhoff, Brown and Kinnison set 
up guidelines for decorating jeans, 
flags and instruments, but they urged 
students to be creative. As creativity 
snowballed, so did enthusiasm. The 
results included peace signs etched in 


bleach on jeans, love beads, a guitar ~ 
‘stenciled on the back of pants, the 


inside of a tuba bell painted with a 
flower. “Once they got into it, they 
went far out with it,”” Brown said. 

For instance, the 30: girls in the 
flag squad look as if “‘they just 
stepped out of Woodstock,” Brown 
said. The flags have a ’60s theme, 
too. Some: are tie-dyed,*some are 
sprayed with graffiti, one carries a 
picture of a sunrise.

“Another benefit,’’ he said, ‘ 
that with a traditional paging pac 
all private messages are public. With

this system they’re not.”’ 

Bommarito, who owns the car 
dealership, also is vice president of 
Bommarito Cellular and Paging, the 
exclusive agent for this on-site silent 
paging system in St. Louis and south- 
ern Illinois. 

The system is manufactured by 
Florida-based JTECH Inc. 

Here’s how it works: 

Each employee is given a small 
receiving unit that he or she carries 
on a belt or in a pocket. The unit can 
either vibrate only, or vibrate and 
receive a digital display. When an 
employee is paged, the unit gently 
vibrates, alerting the person to the 
page. With the digital-display unit, a 
variety of messages and/or instruc- 
tions can also be sent, such as who to 
call or a location to go to. 

Chris Huson, the receptionist at 
John Bommarito Oldsmobile, Cadil- 
lac, Mazda, said the system allows 
her to page employees while she’s 
simultaneously answering incoming 
phone calls or greeting customers 
walking in the door. The result, she 
said, is that walk-ins are greeted 
promptly and phone-in customers are 
not put on endless hold. 

“Before, if I had five or six calls 
coming in, I’d have to take them all 
before I could page someone in the 
dealership,”” Huson said. ‘‘Now I can 


page while I’m taking calls.’’ 

Bommarito said the elimination of 
overhead announcements, ringing 
phones and beeping pagers makes his 
dealership — indeed, any business 
—— more responsive to customers. 

“The customer doesn’t realize 
phones aren’t ringing and announce- 
ments aren’t distracting people,” 
Bommarito said. “He just knows he’s 
being taken care of.’ 

Bommarito said the system can 
benefit almost any business. Restau- 
rants, for example, can equip waiters 
with pagers, so they can be taking 
care of customers instead of hanging 
around the kitchen waiting for an 
order. When the order is ready, the 
kitchen can silently page the waiter. 

Another popular restaurant appli- 
cation, Bommarito said, is giving 
pagers to waiting customers. Then, 
instead of a customer’s name being 
screamed across a crowded restau- 
rant when a table is ready, the cus- 
tomer is silently paged. 

Bommarito said more than 40 area 
restaurants have purchased silent 
paging systems from his company. 
The one-time cost, he said, is about 
$1,000 to $8,000, depending on the 
type and size of the system.

Unrecorded Document 
Can Be Dangerous 


Dear Bob: We are buying a summer home in Minnesota 
on an unrecorded contract for deed. Each month we pay 
the seller $178 and we pay the property tax bill when.it 
arrives. But it occurred to me our seller could mortgage 
our cottage, pocket the cash, and skip town. Should we 
worry about this? If so, what can we do to prevent it? 
Anita V. 


Dear Anita: Your situation is a classic example of why 
unrecorded documents can be dangerous. By all means, 
record your land contract for deed. Your seller retains the 
title until you make all, or an agreed number of payments. 
Then you are entitled to receive the property deed. 

Until then, many things can go wrong, such as the 
seller encumbering the property, incurring liens, and who 
knows what else. By recording your land contract for 
deed, you give constructive notice of your interest in that 
property. For more details, please consult a Minnesota 
real estate attorney.

Dear Bob: | bought a “custom-built house” from its 
original owner. He had it built for his family and oversaw 
construction daily. In his seller disclosure statement to 
me, he disclosed several leaks which had been repaired. 
But during the first heavy rain, water poured into the 
house. I hired a respected contractor to “re-repair’’ the 
repair. While removing siding to get to.the problem, the 
contractor discovered the entire house is incorrectly 
wrapped in felt moisture-barrier paper. The paper was 
installed vertically instead of horizontally, inviting mois- 
ture into the structure. The repair cost is estimated at 
$85,000. I feel my seller is obligated to pay for this repair 
but he refuses, as he says he didn’t know about the 
problem. Do you think he should pay?

Dear Baron: Just because your seller observed the daily 
home construction doesn’t mean he knew good quality 
from bad quality unless he is a home builder. 

Yes, a home seller is responsible for telling the buyer 
about known defects, as your seller did. But proving the 
seller knew about an alleged defect which causes the 
water leaks is a very difficult legal task. Your question is 
one to which there is no right or wrong answer. That’s 
why we have courts and juries. 
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Dear Bob: One summer about 12 years ago I visited my 
aunt and uncle who lived on a farm. I was 17 at the time. It

was a wonderful summer. At the end of the summer when 
I was ready to go back to my city home for my senior year 
in high school, my uncle took me into town to meet his 
lawyer. He told the lawyer to prepare a deed to the farm 
for me. I recall we went to have lunch and came back to 
the lawyer’s office a few hours later. My uncle signed the 
deed, the secretary witnessed the signature, and I was 
given the deed to my uncle’s farm. I thanked my uncle and 
took the deed home with me. My aunt died about five 
years ago, A few months ago, my uncle died. When I 
asked my dad, who inherited my uncle’s estate, he said it 
was left to a local church. Then I showed my father the 
quit claim deed my uncle gave me in 1982. What should I 
do? Did I inherit the farm or does it belong to'the church? , 
Richard C. 


Dear Richard: Although you were a minor when you 
received that quit claim deed from your uncle, it might be _ 
perfectly valid. However, it is subject to any liens and. 
encumbrances on the farm. 

A quit claim deed conveys whatever title the grantor 
owned. It can be fee simple absolute title. Or, if the 
grantor didn’t own marketable title, it could be no title at 
all. Another problem is, a few states require a deed to be 
promptly recorded for it to be valid. 

My suggestion: is to take your quit claim deed to a title. 
insurer located in the county where the property is 
located. If you can obtain title insurance and record the 
deed, you probably now own the farm. For further details, 
please consult a real estate attorney in the county where 
the farm is located. ,

Dear Bob: My mother died a few months ago. I am her 
only son. Her will left everything to me. The major assets 
were her car and house. How much tax will be due on this 
inheritance and who pays? 
Joel R. 


Dear Joel: If your mother left a net estate less than 
$600,000, there is no federal estate tax. Depending on 
the value of the residence, there might be a state inheri- 
tance tax due. The attorney handling probate of your 
mother’s estate can best explain if any tax must be paid by 
the estate before you receive title to the assets. 
Incidentally, a major benefit of inheriting appreciated 
real estate, such as a home, is the heir receives a néw 
stepped-up basis of market value as of the date of death. 
This is far better for you than if you had received a gift of 
that house before your mother died. 
To illustrate, suppose the house is worth $200,000 
today but your late mother’s basis was $50,000. If she 
gave the home to you before she died, your basis would be 
only $50,000. Since -you inherited it, your basis is now 
$200,000. If you sell it, you only owe tax on any amount. 
over $200,000 which you receive. Your tax advisor has...

Schools Face H 
Increasing 


Challenges 


Official Encourages Teachers 
To Emphasize Values, Help 
Forge Students’ Character

School leaders come under increasing 
pressure to cure the ills of society as well as 
to teach students basic skills, says Ladue 
Superintendent Charles McKenna. McKenna 
spoke at a conference of women in school 
administration Friday at the Sheraton West 
Port. 

Educators have to try to offer moral lead- 
ership, five area school leaders say. 

“Academics should be our major mission, 


but in today’s world a lot of focus should be on 
character,” said John Phillips, principal of 
Wyman Elementary School in St. Louis. 

Phillips said 98 percent of the 550 students 
at his school qualify for free lunches. He and 
his staff members are committed to doing as 
much as they can for the students. He urges 
parents to help. 

For one thing, Wyman has suspended just 
two students in four years. Phillips doesn’t 
believe in suspending students except under 
extreme cases. He said it is hard to help 
students if they are at home. 

At school, Wyman. helps students and fam- 
ilies solve problems such as utility shut-offs, 
rent and health. 

Phillips has invited area education students 
to learn about urban education and to help 
Wyman teachers. St. Louis University Hospi- 
tal staff have adopted the school. Catholic 
Charities has established a satellite office 
there. 

At A. B. Green Middle School in Richmond 
Heights, Principal Arline Kalishman and oth-

Dorothy Whitsell of 7517 Canton Avenue 
said the traffic on her street was constant.

“This has been the worst year in 
the history of the village for street 
repairs,’ Brown said. But, he said, 
“We can afford to do this now.” 
Brown said the village has realized a 
saving of about $67,000 since con- 
tracting with St. Louis County for 
police services several years ago.

Teachers..or educators are . fre-

and now director of the Missouri As- 
sociation of Secondary School 
Principals. 

Glore said that students talk about 
the time teachers spent listening to 
them, rather than what they learned. 

McKenna asked school officials 
how they can make time to do other 


things when polls indicate that par- 


ents are interested primarily in safe- 
ty and academic achievement. 

Pamela Stanfield, principal at 
Westchester Elementary School in 
Kirkwood and a national distin- 
guished principal, said she believes 
that the fate of humanity lies in the 
hands of children. 

Stanfield said that educators have 
to stress values at school. She said 
that Westchester incorporates values 
education in all that is done at school, 
including early morning messages 
and help during the day from mentors 
and volunteer business people and 
retirees. 

“Some children don’t get charac- 
ter education at home,’ she sai 
“‘We can’t write them off.” 

It is important to help young peo- 
ple believe that they can achieve, said 
A. Susan Tieber, principal at Gate- 
way Institute of Technology in St. 
Lopis. Tieber has made ethics 
courses available to students consid- 
ering careers in science or 
technology. 

The school has 1,600 students but 
is structured into sections of 80 to 90 
students with about five educators 
for’each section. 

“We're like a family,” Tieber said. 
“‘We try to make it feel like home.”

Lions, Tigers and Bears cam be scary. 

Midgets and Bunnies, on the other hand, may make 
athletic opponents smile and shake their heads, while 
Zee-Bees, Volleydolls and Zipperettes are names a mad 
scientist could think up. 

Browsing through Illinois’ list of nicknames for high 
school teams can be enlightening. 

Most name origins can be'explained. 

The Zee-Bee is a play on Zion-Benton, as in Zion- 
Benton Township High School. 

The Zippers (boys) and Zipperettes (girls) of Mon- 
mouth High were named for their ability to zip up and 
down the basketball court, not zip up a dress or pair of 
pants. 

Freeburg is proud of the Midgets nickname, says 
principal T. Warren Trumann. “‘The coaches don’t care 
for it, though,” he admits. 

The school, 25 miles southeast of St. Louis, was playing 
in a basketball tournament during the 1934-1935 season, 
when a sports reporter said Freeburg’s team looked like 
midgets against the taller Dupo squad. : 

“The monicker stuck,’’ Trumann says. ‘‘We have no 
plans to change it.”’ 

It hasn’t hurt the school’s fortunes either. ““‘We’ve béen 
to the elite eight in Class A sports 15 times. We’ve had 
five state champions,”’ Trumann says. 

Astoundingly, during the same 1934-35 season, anoth- 
er sportswriter — Eddie Jacquin of the Champaign News- 
Gazette —- was responsible for naming the Bunnies of 
Fisher. 

“Harold Cagle and Ward Meneely were the first to 
wear a rabbit’s foot on their belt during a basketball game 
and shortly thereafter the whole team began wearing 
them,” explains the plaque in principal Roger L. Robert’s 
office. 

Jacquin dubbed them the Bunnies for their geod luck 
charms and they have been called that ever since. 

Elsewhere, the se of New Berlin and Freeport 
got their names from the delicacies of German bakeries in 
the towns. 

The land of the Vo leydolls (girls who play volleyball) is 


Tiskilwa (Tisk! Tisk!). | 

The Wooden Shoes and Lady Shoes of Teutopolis were 
named to honor the Dutch settlement. 

Rockford East’s E-Rab is a acronym for ‘East, red and 
black,” the school’s colors. 

Hoopeston’s Cornjerkers got thear name from the local 
detassling operations. 

Coming up with an appropriate name for the girls’ 
teams séems too overwhelming for many high schools. 

Some use one nickname for both genders. Others put a 
Lady before the boys’ nickname — like the Bullets and 
Lady Bullets at Williamsville. 

The practice of using Lady, however, can be baffling. 

Newark has the Norsemen and Lady Norsemen. Iron- 
men and Lady Ironmen bulk up at Normal Community. 

Lexington has the Minutemen and Lady Minutemen. 
But Bunker Hill gets around these oxymorons, by chang- 
ing Minutemen to Minutemaids. 

Some schools slap the feminine ending ‘‘ettes” to the 


‘ boy’s name. 


Besides the Zipperettes, East St. Louis has the Flyer- 
ettes, Monmouth Warren the Warriorettes. There are 
Tarettes at Chicago South Shore, Jonesettes at Chicago 
Jones Metro, Bravettes at Annawan, and the Tigerettes 
at Chicago Austin. 

Carthage separates the Blueboys and Bluegirls, while 
Centralia has the Orphans and Annies. Cairo flys with the 
Pilots (boys) and Co-Pilots (girls). Beecher’s Bobcats and 
Ladycats are not to be mistaken for the Tomcats and 
Ladycats, who prowl at Aurora East. 

Come to Barrington to see the Broncos and Fillies. 


Similarly, at Morrison, the Mustangs and Fillies roam. 


At Arthur, it’s the Knights and Lancers. (That’s King

The project is a $12 million invest- 
ment, according to Hanor officials, 
and is expected to employ 30 to 35 
when completed sometime-next year, 
plus generate 11 jobs in 
transportation. 

Renee Robinson of the Illinois 
Stewardship Alliance said concerns 
about the new, large-scale livestock 
facilities had been heightened in the 
wake of 21 major.manure spills in 
other states this past year.

It’s irritating. 

You're sitting in an auto showroom 
consummating the deal on your 
dream car, focusing all your attention 
on the numbers-filled sheet of paper 
before you, when your concentration 
ig suddenly shattered by the dealer- 
ship's overhead P.A. system. 

“SERVICE. Line one.”’ 

“NEW CAR SALES. Line six.”’ 

“Floyd. Your wife called.” 

It’s enough to send you screaming 
back to your old rust bucket and 
driving that pile of bolts for another 
10 years. 

But it’s a scenario that will never 
happen at John Bommarito Oldsmo- 
bile, Cadillac, Mazda in St. Peters. 

That’s because Bommarito’s deal- 
ership features on-site “‘silent pag- 
ing,’ a system that eliminates annoy- 
ing public address systems and, 
Bommarito said, streamlines commy- 


* nications and improves customer ser- 
, vice and personnel efficiency.

» hear the page,” Bommarito said. “It

“Another benefit,’’ he said, 


' that with a traditional paging oie 


, all private messages are public. With 


this system they’re not.”’ 

Bommarito, who owns the car 
dealership, also is vice president of 
Bommarito Cellular and Paging, the 
exclusive agent for this on-site silent 
paging system in St. Louis and south- 
ern Illinois. 

The system is manufactured by 
Florida-based JTECH Inc. 

Here’s how it works: 

Each employee is given a small 
receiving unit that he or she carries 
on a belt or in a pocket. The unit can 
either vibrate only, or vibrate and 


receive a digital display. When an 


employee is paged, the unit gently 
vibrates, alerting the person to the 
page. With the digital-display unit, a 
variety of messages and/or instruc- 
tions can also be sent, such as who to 
call or a location to go to. 

Chris Huson, the receptionist at 
John Bommarito Oldsmobile, Cadil- 
lac, Mazda, said the system allows 
her to page employees while she’s 
simultaneously answering incoming 
phone calls or greeting customers 
walking in the door. The result, she 
said, is that walk-ins are greeted 
promptly and phone-in customers are 
not put on endless hold. 

“Before, if I had five or. six calls 
coming in, I’d have to take them all 
before I could page someone in the 
dealership,” 


Huson said. ‘Now I can 


page while I’m taking calls.”’ 

Bommarito said the elimination of 
overhead announcements, ringing 
phones and beeping pagers makes his 
dealership — indeed, any business 
— more responsive to customers. 

“The customer doesn’t realize 
phones aren’t ringing and announce- 
ments aren’t distracting people,” 
Bommarito said. “He just knows he’s 
being taken care of.” 

Bommarito said the system can 
benefit almost any business. Restau- 
rants, for example, can equip waiters 
with pagers, so they can be taking 
care of customers instead of hanging 
around the kitchen waiting for an 
order. When the order is ready, the 
kitchen can silently page the waiter. 

Another popular restaurant appli- 
cation, Bommarito said, is giving 
pagers to waiting customers. Then, 
instead of a customer's name being 
screamed across a crowded restau- 
rant when a table is ready, the cus- 
tomer is silently paged. 

Bommarito said more than 40 area 
restaurants have purchased silent 
paging systems from his company. 
The one-time cost, he said, is about 
$1,000 to $8,000, depending on the 
type and size of the system.

Unrecorded Document 
Can Be Dangerous 


Dear Bob: We are buying a summer home in Minnesota 
on an unrecorded contract for deed. Each month we pay 
the seller $178 and we pay the property tax bill when it 
arrives. But it occurred to me our seller could mortgage 
our cottage, pocket the cash, and skip town. Should we 
worry about this? If so, what can we do to prevent it? 
Anita V. 


Dear Anita: Your situation is a classic example of why 
unrecorded documents can be dangerous. By all. means, 
record your land contract for deed. Your seller retains the 
title until you make all, or an agreed number of payments. 
Then you are entitled to receive the property 

Until then, many things can go wrong, such as the 
seller encumbering the property, incurring liens, and who 
knows what else. By. recording your land contract for 
deed, you give constructive notice of your interest in that 
property. For more details, please consult a Minnesota 
real estate attorney. 


Dear Bob: I bought a “custom-built house” from its 
original owner. He had it built for his family and oversaw 
construction daily. In his seller disclosure statement to 
me, he disclosed several leaks which had been repaired. 
But during the first heavy rain, water poured into the 
house. I hired a respected contractor to “‘re-repair”’ the 
repair. While removing siding to get to the problem, the 
contractor discovered the entire house is incorrectly 
wrapped in felt moisture-barrier paper. The paper was 
installed vertically instead of horizontally, inviting mois- 
ture into the structure. The repair cost is estimated at 
$85,000. I feel my seller is obligated to pay for this repair 
but he refuses, as he says he didn’t know about the 
problem. Do you think he should pay?

Dear Baron: Just because your seller observed the daily 
home construction doesn’t mean he knew good quality 
from bad quality unless he is a home builder. 

Yes, a home seller is responsible for telling the buyer 
about known defects, as your seller did. But proving the 
seller knew about an alleged defect which causes the 
water leaks is a very difficult legal task. Your question is 
one to which there is no right or wrong answer. That’s 
why we have courts and juries. 


Dear Bob: One summer about 12 years ago I visited my 
aunt and uncle who lived on a farm. I was 17 at the time. It

~ was a wonderful summer. At the end of the summer when 


I was ready to go back to my city home for my senior year 
in high school, my uncle took me into town to meet his 
lawyer. He told the lawyer to prepare a deed to the farm 
for me. I recall we went to have lunch and came back to 
the lawyer’s office a few hours later. My uncle signed the 
deed, the secretary witnessed the signature, and I was 
given the deed to my uncle’s farm. I thanked my uncle and 
took the deed home with me. My aunt died about five 
years ago. A few months ago, my uncle died. When I 
asked my dad, who inherited my uncle’s estate, he said it 
was left to a local church. Then I showed my father the 
quit claim deed my uncle gave me in 1982. What should I 


- do? Did I inherit the farm or does it belong to the church?

Dear Richard: Although you were a minor when you 
received that quit claim deed from your uncle, it might be 
perfectly valid. However, it is subject to any liens and 
encumbrances on the farm. 

A quit claim deed conveys whatever title the grantor 
owned, It can be fee simple absolute title. Or, if the 
grantor didn’t own marketable title, it could be no title at 
all. Another problem is, a few states require a deed to be 
promptly recorded for it to be valid. 

My suggestion is to take your quit claim deed to a title 
insurer located in the county where the property is 
located. If you can obtain title insurance and record the 
deed, you probably now own the farm. For further details, 
please consult a real estate attorney in the county where 
the farm is located.

Dear Bob: My mother died a few months ago. I am her 
only son. Her will left everything to me. The major assets 
were her car and house. How much tax will be due on this 
inheritance and who pays? 
Joel R. 


Dear Joel: If your mother left a net estate less than 
$600,000, there is no federal estate tax. Depending on 
the value of the residence, there might be a state inheri- 
tance tax due. The attorney handling probate of your 
mother’s estate can best explain if any tax must be paid by 
the estate before you receive title to the assets. 

Incidentally, a major benefit of inheriting appreciated 
real estate, such as a home, is the heir receives a new 
stepped-up basis of market value as of the date of death. 
This is far better for you than if you had received a gift of 
that house before your mother died. 

To illustrate, suppose the house is worth $200,000 
today but your late mother’s basis was $50,000. If she 
gave the home to you before she died, your basis would be 
only $50,000. Since you inherited it, your basis is now 
$200,000. If you sell it, you only owe tax on any amount 
over $200,000 which you receive. Your tax advisor has 
full details.

She may help a company back up nutritional 
claims by serving as a spokeswoman. If a prod- 
uct has a strong nutritional advantage, she may 
advise the company on how best to highlight its 
role in a healthy diet. 

“T just think I’ve got the best job,” said Duyff. 
“T enjoy the entrepreneurial spirit and the op- 
portunity to make a difference” in the way 
people perceive and make decisions about food.

When she started working as a home econo- 
mist 25 years ago, nutrition was a hard sell, 
Duyff said.

Duyff does much of the writing for 
books and brochures herself, but she 
also hires St. Louis-based authors, 
artists and other professionals as 


needed to complete specific jobs. She 
hires other home economists as food 
stylists for photo sessions and con- 
sults with translators to be sure that 
Spanish-language materials conform 
to the grammar and idioms of the 
target audience. 


Most of her business comes from 
referrals, Duyff said. 


She’s also a big believer in profes- 
sional organizations, which help her 
stay in touch with trends and find 
people whose talents can comple- 
ment hers. This summer, the Ameri-

Duyff says that nutritional claims may help a 
company sell a product once.

Has your workplace reorganized into teams lately? 
If so, how’s your squad doing? Not so hot? 

That might be because the act of calling a group of 
individual workers a team does not make it one. 

According to GERALD GRAHAM, dean of the W. 
FRANK BARTON School of Business at WICHITA 
STATE UNIVERSITY, there are some common de- 
nominators of good teams: 

®@ Leadership: Effective teams have leaders who 
make decisions. Group votes are not taken. 

® Equality: Ain’t gonna happen. Some members 
have more responsibility. Some get more pay. Accept 
that and move on. 

® Performance: Low producers reduce 
team effectiveness, so they are benched. 

As Graham puts it, “Effective work 
teams actually increase performance and 
discipline demands just like successful 
sports teams.”’ 

And, no matter how you couch the 
terms, the emphasis in the two-syllable 
word for a successful team’s efforts should 
always be on the second syllable: 

TeamWORK.

You had to stray really far — India, Japan, or Latin 
America — in order to lose money. 

Now get ready to say ouch. 

Uncle Sam is waiting to snatch his share of your good 
fortune through capital gains taxes. Many investors can 
look forward to writing a fatter check to the 
IRS or collecting a smaller refund next year. 

Capital gains are the profit you make when 
you buy an investment low and sell it high. If 
youre facing capital gains taxes, there are a 
few things you might consider to ease the bite. 

For instance: You could toast the health of 
Newt Gingrich while you delay selling your 
shares. 

Both the House and Senate Republican tax 
plans take a big whack out of capital gains 
taxes. They would let you deduct the first half 
of gains on stocks and most assets held more 


If you're sitting on a security with capital gains, don’t 
sell now if you can avoid it. Wait until the hot air clears in 
Washington. 

If you own a mutual fund, there’s little you can do to 
escape capital gains. Once a year, mutual funds must hand 
their capital gains from securities sales over to sharehold- 
ers. Most do it in December. 

Shareholders then must pay taxes on the gains. 

The lucky folks this year are those who invested in 

; index funds, rather than actively managed 

stock mutual funds. 

Index fund managers aren’t trying to beat 
the market. They only warit to match an index. 
So they rarely sell stocks. Fewer sales mean 
fewer capital gains. 

Index fund shareholders won’t feel the full 
IRS sting until they sell their shares in the 
fund. 


You could, of course, just give your invest- 
ments away. If you give shares to charity, you 
get to deduct the current market value from 
your taxable income. But you don’t have to pay .

if you’re in the 31 percent marginal tax 
bracket, you've been handing 28 percent of 
your capital gains to'Uncle Sam. That will drop 


to 15.5 percent if Newt has his way. 


President Bill Clinton has said he wouldn’t oppose some 
cut in capital gains, although he hasn’t signed on to a 
figure. So, the betting is that some sort of cut will survive 
Washington’s budget train wreck. 

The House version would cut the tax on transactions 
made since January 1995. The Senate starts the cut on 
sales after Oct. 13 of this year. 

But don’t bet on those dates, says Richard Kraner, a tax 
partner at Ernst & Young in St. Louis. Some tough 
bargaining lies ahead.

New No-load Stock Source Available For Retirement Plans 


inally, hace] is a place for investors who 
want to fill their own retirement accounts 

! with dividend reinvestment (DRIP) 
stocks that they buy directly without brokers or 
commissions. 

Investors have always been able to buy 
stocks from the 1,000 or so firms that have 
dividend reinvestment plans. These plans allow 
shareholders who already own one share of a 
company to invest additional amounts in the 
company without going through a broker. 

ts in these so-called DRIP plans 
can buy firms like Motorola, Exxon, and even 
Dow Jones with amounts as small as $10 a 
month. Some companies allow investors to buy 
their first shares directly, and there are other 
low-cost sources of first shares. 

Until now, the problem was that there was no 
way to build your own IRA or Keogh account 
out of DRIP stocks. Now there is. 

First Trust Corp. is a Denver-based state 
chartered bank that has agreed to act as trustee 
for individuals who want totally self-managed 
retirement plans. People who set up their re- 
tirement accounts through First Trust can buy 


no-load mutual funds with no loads, 
and DRIP stocks with no 
commissions. 

There are some fees, of course, 
though they become minimal once a 
participating retirement account be- 
comes sizeable. Investors can 
choose one of two plans, according 
to Lark Birdsong, a project manager 
at First Trust. 


One alternative, which is proba- 
bly cheaper for starter accounts, in- 


The accounts serve as self-direct- 
ed brokerage accounts. Investors 
can buy mutual funds, real estate 
investment trusts, bonds and stocks.

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DRIP enthusiasts can avoid the $25 set-up 
fee and find an easy way to buy first shares if 
they first join the National Association of Inves- 
tors Corp. in Madison Heights, Mich. (810-583- 
6242). This company acts as a membership 
organization for investment clubs and their 
members, and also runs a “low-cost investment 
plan” through which members can buy first 
shares in DRIP stocks for a $5 set-up fee. 

A second source of DRIP stock first shares is 
available through The Moneypaper (800-388- 
9993), a Mamaroneck, N.Y., newsletter that 
offers first-share buying services to its 
subscribers. 

A third source is First Share (800-683- 
0743), a Colorado company that matches stock 
sellers with buyers.

tage Foundation — claim it will prevent em- 
ployers from creating as many as 677,000 en- 
try-level jobs over the next five years.

After studying such cities as Bos- 
ton, Miami and Cleveland, and such 
companies as Gillette, Hewlett-Pack- 
ard and Powersoft, Kanter developed 
theories on how those entities suc- 
cessfully made the transition from 
working locally to globally. 

“I identified three archetypal ways 
that the global economy can work 
locally, built around the golden trium- 
virate of world class resources: con- 
cepts, competence and connections,” 
she writes. .“‘Cities specialize in using 
those assets to link their local popula- 
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tion to the global economy.”’ 

Although sometimes professorial 
in language and abstract concepts, 
Kanter provides enough real-world 
examples to make the book an often 
fascinating read. 

Kanter provides an interesting 
look at the new world of globalization 
and how important it is that cities and 
states focus on the concept and not 
bury their collective heads in the 
sand 


“Globalization is a process of 
change stemming from a combination 
of increasing cross-border activity 
and information technology enabling 
virtually instantaneous communica- 
tions worldwide,” she writes. *‘And it 
promises to give everyone every- 
where access to the world’s best.”

Healthy Airport Food 
Is Becoming Oxymoron 


For Most U.S. Travelers 


inding a healthy mel at an air- 

port is nearly impossible at 

some places around the country 
— just ask the flight attendants at 
Southwest Airlines. 

A public interest group that did 
just that found that 85 percent of the 
attendants said there was no such 
thing as healthy airport fare, and 93 
percent of them brown bag it when 
they go to work, in part because of 
health concerns. 

That information comes from the 
Physicians Committee for Responsi- 
ble Medicine, a Washington-based 
group supported by about 65,000 
members. 

In addition to talking to the flight 
attendants, the group hired people to 
tour airports and report on the food 
being sold, and also asked major air- 
lines about their in-flight menus. 

David Wasser, spokesman for the 
group, said a fairly strict standard 
was used to measure the results — 
10 to 15 percent of calories from fat, 
a level that is basically vegetarian. He 
said the group felt that would provide 
an indicator of quality and choice, 
even though most consumers don’t 
seek out non-meat meals exclusively. 

“‘We found a wide variety,” said 
Wasser. “The airports that were the 
best were those that tried to bring in 
local restatirateurs — Los Angeles, 
for example,” he said. ‘“Those that 
relied on national vendors were the 
worst. 

“Vancouver and Pittsburgh also 
had excellent selections — steamed 
vegetables, for example,”’ he said. 

“Atlanta, on the other hand, 
seemed to offer only a choice be- 
tween a small hot dog and a large 
one,” he said.

Some experts say it should 
be closer to 30 percent, he said. 

“Others, like us, would like to see 
10 to 15 percent,”’ he said. “

cost them a good amount of money.” 

Lydia Botham is director of the test kitchen and con- 
sumer affairs for Land O’Lakes, which started its holiday 
hot line six years ago. “We staff it with home econo- 
mists,” she said. ‘“We train them in our kitchen to help us 
with these calls. When you call us, it’s really like having 
your mom or your grandmother on the line.” 

A member of Botham’s staff once talked to a man who 
wanted to save time by frosting his cookies before he 
baked them. (Not a good idea, he learned.) Another called 
because his smoke detector was going off. He was afraid 
that if he opened his oven doors to look for the source of 
the smoke, his cookies would fall like a souffle. (The hot- 
line staff persuaded him to open the oven. Spilled food on 
the oven floor was the source of the smoke.) 

‘‘We’ve even heard, “What’s the egg yolk and what’s 
the egg white?’ ”’ Botham said. ‘People just don’t know, 
and that’s why they need help.”’ 


The USDA’s hot line focuses on food safety, and staffers 
hear a lot of horror stories. “‘We will hear stories about 
people who decide they want to take their turkey with 
them to Grandma’s house,”’ Fan said. One woman packed 
an uncooked turkey in an insulated container and carried 
it onto the airplane. The plane couldn’t land at her 
destination, so it detoured to another city, where the 
woman spent the night in a hotel room and the turkey 
spent the night in the hotel room’s sink, covered with ice. 
“I think she probably could have found a turkey where 
Grandma lives,’”’ Fan said. 

Others save freezer space by storing their turkey 
outside the house, which presents problems even in icy 
weather. “One gentleman had a little tug of war with a 
raccoon,” Fan said. The man held on to the turkey, but 
“twe told him to discard it.” 

_ She warned that roasting a turkey at less than 325 
to grow. 


to use a cooking bag, buy one designed for that purpose. 


Grocery bags can release harmful fumes in the oven. 

If you stuff your turkey, do so just before putting the 
bird in the oven. After the cooked turkey rests on the 
counter for 20 minutes, remove the stuffing to prevent 
bacterial growth. 


Last year, Butterball answered more questions on food 
safety than on any other topic, Schnelle said. 

‘They want to do something unsafe, and they want us 
to say it’s OK,”’ she said. ‘‘We’ll say, ‘It’s up to you’ — we 
use that term a lot — ‘It’s up to you, but I wouldn’t 
recommend it.’ ’’ The caller’s response, Schnelle said, is 
usually a question: “‘How sick will I get?”’ 

She has been with the line since it started 15 years ago 
and sees a growing lack of cooking expertise. “‘A lack of 
knowledge of cooking terms, a lack of cooking basics, a 
lack of even knowing how to turn on the oven,” she said. 

Callers will be confused how to roast a turkey because 
the oven controls say bake and broil. “Sometimes they set 
it on self-clean by mistake,” she said. 

“I used to be astonished, and now I’m used to it.” 

Schnelle spends each Thanksgiving giving cooking 
advice. 


“It’s a long day,” she said. ‘“‘We’re open from 6 a.m. to | 


6. p.m., and it is a real battle zone here, trying to help as 
many people as possible. I feel I need to stick with them to

Cook Improvises 
Her Winning Ways 


WEET POTATOES 

aren't one of Sandy 
Brauer’s. favorite foods. 
They den’t even make it to 
the menu of family 
Thanksgiving feasts each 
year. 


So when Brauer was as- 
signed'to make sweet po- 
tatoes for a holiday get- 
together with friends 
some years back, she 
didn’t have many recipes from which 
to choose. 


Nor did she have time to find one. 
Instead, she made one up. 


Luckily, she also wrote it down. 


Last month, she entered her reci- 
pe for sweet potatoes l’orange in our 
Portable ‘Thanksgiving Side Dish 
Recipe Contest. “I like to share the 
good stuff,” she said. 


And because the judges agreed 
that her sweet potatoes are indeed 
“good stuff,”” she won. 


That means she has a new cook- 
book to add to her collection — even 
if she doesn’t need it. “I read recipes 
and cookbooks more than | cook with 
them;’’ said Brauer, who has had sev- 
eral of her recipes published in 
Southern Living magazine. 


Brauer is the quality-assurance 
coordinator at St. Louis Regional 
Medical Center, where she has 
worked since the center opened 10 
years ago. “I came to St. Louis to go 
to nursing school and never left,” 
said the*filinois native, who lives in 
the -etrty’s South Hampton 
neighborhood. 


Because she has only, herself to 
cook for, she’s “‘not a heavy-duty 
cook.’’ But different tastes challenge 
her. “I don’t like boring food,” she 
said. “Maybe that’s why I put the 
bourbon in the sweet potatoes. I like 
different things.” 

That: her winning dish is as porta- 
ble as it is tasty there is no doubt. She 
designed it that way. And she recom- 
mends that it be made ahead, even if 
it’s going no farther than your own 
dining room. ‘“‘Making it in advance 
gives the flavors time to marry,” 
Brauer Said. 


It also gives the cook time to con- 
centrate.on other things. 


The dish can be transported un- 
baked and heated in an oven or mi- 
crowaVé; Or it can be baked and 
transported already hot. Wrapping 
hot dishes in kitchen towels and 
newspapers may seem a bit old-fash- 
ioned in this age of microwave- 
zapped reheating, but it still works.

4 oranges (may need 
more if they’re small) 

% cup granulated 
sugar 

2 tablespoons 

cornstarch 

teaspoon ground cinnamon 

teaspoon ground nutmeg

2 tablespoons bourbon 

Butter, for preparing casse- 
role dish 

3 pounds sweet potatoes, 
cooked, peeled and sliced % to 1 
inch thick 

2 tablespoons chopped pecans 

The day before serving: Grate the 
peel of 2 oranges; set peel aside. Slice 
half of one of the peeled oranges into 
very thin round slices; remove any 
remaining peel or pith (white layer 
under orange peel).

NEXPECTED visits 
are often the most en- 

joyable and the most re- 
laxed. When you have only 
a few hours to plan a meal, 
you have to keep it simple. , 

That is exactly what I 
did when the daughter of 
good friends called to say 
she was in town. I invited 
her to dinner, and after 
putting down the phone, 
started checking the refrigerator and 
pantry shelves for inspiration. The 
fridge, fortunately, was stocked with 
fresh fruit and vegetables; the cup- 
boards always have pasta in them; 
and on the counter was a tin of coco- 
nut cupcakes I had baked the day 
before. 

The meal that evolved from these 


ingredients included pasta 
tossed with Parmesan 
cheese and topped with a 
quick saute of vegetables, 
a green salad in a red wine 
dressing, and warm bread 
offered with garlic-herb 
butter. The coconut cup- 
cakes were split and used 
like shortcakes with a top- 
ping of fruit. 

Of all these last-minute 
dishes, the dessert was our guest’s 
favorite. The little yellow butter 
cakes are moistened generously with 
coconut flakes and flavored with al- 
mond extract. For this presentation, 
I halved the cupcakes horizontally, 
mounded the bottom halves with fruit 
and then drizzled a little -honey sauce 
over the fruit. I placed the tops over 


the fruit and dusted them with pow- 
dered sugar. The dessert plates were 
picture perfect and came back to the 
kitchen without a crumb on them. 
Although these cakes are delecta- 


ble served dressed up, they also are 


delicious eaten out of hand. Or, you 
might try filling them with a scoop of 
frozen vanilla yogurt and ladling 
some warm chocolate sauce over the 
top.

To prepare sauce: Whisk together 
sour cream, honey and milk in small 
bowl. Ladle about 2% tablespoons 
sauce over each serving of’ fruit. 
Place cupcake tops over fruit; dust 
with powdered sugar. Garnish with 
mint sprigs.

cost them a good amount of money.” 

Lydia Botham is director of the test kitchen and con- 
sumer affairs for Land O’Lakes, which started its holiday 
hot line six years ago. ‘We staff it with home econo- 
mists,” she said. ‘“We train them in our kitchen to help us 
with these calls. When you call us, it’s really like having 
your mom or your grandmother on the line.” 

A member of Botham’s staff once talked to a man who 
wanted to save time by frosting his cookies before he 
baked them. (Not a good idea, he learned.) Another called 
because his smoke detector was going off. He was afraid 
that if he opened his oven doors to look for the source of 
the smoke, his cookies would fall like a souffle. (The hot- 
line staff persuaded him to open the oven. Spilled food on 
the oven floor was the source of the smoke.) 

‘“‘We’ve even heard, “What’s the egg yolk and what’s 
the egg white?’ ’’ Botham said. ‘‘People just don’t know, 
and that’s why they need help.”’ 


The USDA’s hot line focuses on food safety, and staffers 
hear a lot of horror stories. “We will hear stories about 
people who decide they want to take their turkey with 
them to Grandma’s house,’”’ Fan said. One woman packed 
an uncooked turkey in an insulated container and carried 
it onto the airplane. The plane couldn’t land at her 
destination, so it detoured to another city, where the 
woman spent the night in a hotel room and the turkey 
spent the night in the hotel room’s sink, covered with ice. 
“I think she probably could have found a turkey where 
Grandma lives,’’ Fan said. 

Others save freezer space by storing their turkey 
outside the house, which presents problems even in icy 
weather. “One gentleman had a little tug of war with a 
raccoon,’ Fan said. The man held on to the turkey, but 
“‘we told him to discard it.” 

She warned that roasting a turkey at less than 325 
degrees would allow harmful bacteria to grow. If you want 
to use a cooking bag, buy one designed for that purpose. 
Grocery bags can release harmful fumes in the oven. 

If you stuff your turkey, do so just before putting the 
bird in the oven. After the cooked turkey rests on the 
counter for 20 minutes, remove the stuffing to prevent 
bacterial growth. 


Last year, Butterball answered more questions on food 
safety than on any other topic, Schnelle said. 

“They want to do something unsafe, and they want us 
to say it’s OK,” she said. “We'll say, ‘It’s up to you’ — we 
use that term a lot — ‘It’s up to you, but I wouldn’t 
recommend it.’ ”’ The caller’s response, Schnelle said, is 
usually a question: “‘How sick will I get?”’ 

She has been with the line since it started 15 years ago 
and sees a growing lack of cooking expertise. ‘‘A lack of 
knowledge of cooking terms, a lack of cooking basics, a 
lack of even knowing how to turn on the oven,”’ she said. 

Callers will be confused how to roast a turkey because 
the oven controls say bake and broil. ““Sometimes they set 
it on self-clean by mistake,” she said. 

“I used.to be astonished, and now I’m used to it.” 

Schnelle spends each Thanksgiving giving cooking 
advice. 

“It’s a long day,’”’ she said. ‘“We’re open from 6 a.m. to 
6 p.m., and it is a real battle zone here, trying to help as 
many people as possible. I feel I need to stick with them to 
the bitter end — or the happy end. By the time we leave 
at 6 p.m., a lot of people have already had their dinner, so 
they’re calling to thank us.”’ 

She finds time during the day to join her husband at a 
restaurant for Thanksgiving dinner. “If I talk turkey all 
day long, at least in my case, I get hungry for it,” she said.

While the turkey is roasting, or even the day before, 
make the garlic-pear puree: Combine pears, garlic, wine 
and brown sugar in a medium saucepan. Bring to a 
simmer over medium-high heat. Do not cover. Let sim- 
mer, stirring occasionally, until pears are mushy and most 
of the wine has evaporated, about 25 minutes. Puree pear 
mixture in a food processor fitted with the steel blade. 
With machine running, pour olive oil through the feed 
tube, making a.smooth and creamy puree. Season with 
lemon juice, rosemary, and salt and pepper to taste. Hold 
at room temperature if using within a few hours. Other- 
wise, refrigerate; bring to room temperature before 
serving. 

Carve turkey into slices, arrange on serving plates and 
dollop a generous spoonful of garlic-pear puree alongside 
each serving. Serve at once.

ONION CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

6 onions (at least 4 inches in 
diameter) 
For seasoned flour: 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

4 teaspoons paprika 

2 teaspoons garlic powder 

4% teaspoon ground black 
pepper 

4 teaspoon ground red pepper 


(cayenne) 
For batter: 

3 cups cornstarch 

1% cups all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons garlic salt 

2 teaspoons paprika 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon ground black 
pepper 

24 ounces beer

cost them a good amount of money.”’ 

Lydia Botham is director of the test kitchen and con- 
sumer affairs for Land O’Lakes, which started its holiday 
hot line six years ago. ‘We staff it with home econo- 
mists,” she said. ‘““We train them in our kitchen to help us 
with these calls. When you call us, it’s really like having 
your mom or your grandmother on the line.” 

A member of Botham’s staff once talked to a man who 
wanted to save time by frosting his cookies before he 
baked them. (Not a good idea, he learned.) Another called 
because his smoke detector was going off. He was afraid 
that if he opened his oven doors to look for the source of 
the smoke, his cookies would fall like a souffle. (The hot- 
line staff persuaded him to open the oven. Spilled food on 
the oven floor was the source of the smoke.) 

‘“‘We’ve even heard, “What’s the egg yolk and what’s 
the egg white?’ ’’ Botham said. “‘People just don’t know, 
and that’s why they need help.” 


The USDA’s hot line focuses on food safety, and staffers 
hear a lot of horror stories. ‘““We will hear stories about 
people who decide they want to take their turkey with 

them to Grandma’s house,”’ Fan said. One woman packed 
an.uncooked turkey in an insulated container and carried 
if*onto the airplane. The plane couldn’t land at her 
destination, so it detoured to another city, where the 
woman spent the night in a hotel room and the turkey 
spent the night in the hotel room’s sink, covered with ice. 

‘T think she probably could have found a turkey where 
Grandma lives,’’ Fan said. 

Others save freezer space by storing their turkey 
outside the house, which presents problems even in icy 
weather. “One gentleman had a little tug of war with a 
raccoon,’ Fan said. The man held on to the turkey, but 
‘twe told him to discard it.” | 

She warned that roasting a turkey at less than 325 
degrees would allow harmful bacteria to grow. If you want 
to use a cooking bag, buy one designed for that purpose. 
Grocery bags can release harmful fumes in the oven. 

If you stuff your turkey, do so just before putting the 
bird in the oven. After the cooked turkey rests on the 
counter for 20 minutes, remove the stuffing to prevent 
bacterial growth.

Slowly 
warm over low heat, stirring with a 
whisk. Serve with the onions.

cost them a good amount of money.” 

Lydia Botham is director of the test kitchen and con- 
sumer affairs for Land O’Lakes, which started its holiday 
hot line six years ago. “We staff it with home econo- 
mists,” she said. ‘We train them in our kitchen to help us 
with these calls. When you call us, it’s really like having 
your mom or your grandmother on the line.”’ 

A member of Botham’s staff once talked to a man who 
wanted to save time by frosting his cookies before he 
baked them. (Not a good idea, he learned.) 

Another called because his smoke detector was going 
off. He was afraid that if he opened his oven doors to look 
for the source of the smoke, his cookies would fall like a 
souffle. (The hot-line staff persuaded him to open the 
oven. Spilled food on the oven floor was the source of the 
smoke.) 

‘‘We’ve even heard, ‘What’s the egg yolk and what’s 
the egg white?’ ” Botham said. ‘People just don’t know, 
and that’s why they need help.” 


The USDA’s hot line focuses on food safety, and staffers 
hear a lot of horror stories. ‘““‘We will hear stories about 
people who decide they want to take their turkey with 
them to Grandma’s house,”’ Fan said. One woman packed 
an uncooked turkey in an insulated container and carried 
it onto the airplane. The plane couldn’t land at her 
destination, so it detoured to another city, where the 
woman spent the night in a hotel room and the turkey 
spent the night in the hotel room’s sink, covered with ice. 

“IT think she probably could have found a turkey where 
Grandma lives,’”’ Fan said. — 

Others save freezer space by storing their turkey 
outside the house, which presents problems even in icy 
weather. ‘“‘One gentleman had a little tug of war with a 
raccoon,’ Fan said. The man held on to the turkey, but 
“we told him to discard it.” 

She warned that roasting a turkey at less than 325 
degrees would allow harmful bacteria to grow. If you want 
to use a cooking bag, buy one designed for that purpose. 
Grocery bags can release harmful fumes in the oven. 

If you stuff your turkey, do so just before putting the 
bird in the oven. After the cooked turkey rests on the 
counter for 20 minutes, remove the stuffing to prevent 
bacterial growth. 


Last year, Butterball answered more questions on food 
safety than on any other topic, Schnelle said. 

“‘They want to do something unsafe, and they want us 
to say it’s OK,” she said. ‘“We'll say, ‘It’s up to you’ — we 
use that tetm a lot — ‘It’s up to you, but I wouldn't 
recommend it.’ ’’ The caller’s response, Schnelle said, is 
usually a question: ‘‘How sick will I get?” . 

She has been with the line since it started 15 years ago 
and sees a growing lack of cooking expertise. “‘A lack of 
knowledge. of cooking terms, a lack of cooking basics, a 
lack of even knowing how to turn on the oven,”’ she said. 

Callers will be confused how to roast a turkey because 
the oven controls say bake and broil. “Sometimes they set 
it on self-clean by mistake,” she said. 

‘‘T used to be astonished, and now I’m used to it.” 

Schnelle spends each Thanksgiving giving cooking 
advice. 

“It’s a long day,” she said. ““We’re open from 6 a.m. to 
6 p.m., and it is.a real battle zone here, trying to help as 
many people as possible. I feel I need to stick with them to 
the bitter end — or the happy end. By the time we leave 
at 6 p.m., a lot.of people have already had their dinner, so 
they’re calling to thank us.” 

She finds time during the day to join her husband at a; 
restaurant for dinner. “If I talk turkey all 
day long, at least in my case, I get hungry for it,”” she said.

And because the judges agreed 
that her sweet potatoes are indeed

cardamom, reserved 11/2 cups orange 
juice and grated orange peel. Cook 
and stir over medium heat until thick 
and bubbly. Stir in bourbon. 

Butter a 9-by-13-inch glass or 
freezer-to-oven casserole. Spoon a 
little of the sauce into the bottom. 


Arrange sweet potato slices in a sin- 
gle layer in casserole. Arrange re- 
served orange slices over potatoes, 
Scatter pecans over top. Carefully 
spoon remaining sauce over all, Cov- 
er with foil; refrigerate overnight. 

When ready to serve: Remove cas- 
serole from refrigerator; let sit at 
room temperature about 30 minutes 
before baking. Preheat oven to 350 
degrees. Bake casserole, loosely cov- 
ered with foil, about 30 minutes or 
until sauce is bubbly and potatoes are 
hot. (Or cover with plastic wrap, turn 
back one corner to vent, and heat in 
microwave until hot.) 

Yield: 8 to 10 servings. 

Tester’s note: Delicious, easy reci- 
pe. I cooked the sweet potatoes in the 
microwave for about 15 minutes on 
High (100 percent) power. The or- 


anges I bought were pale and flavor- 
less, so I perked up the cooked syrup 
by stirring in a few spoonfuls of or- 
ange juice concentrate.

When two-thirds done, shield the breast with 
aluminum foil to prevent overbrowning. Let turkey rest 
15 to 20 minutes before carving. 

While the turkey is roasting, or even the day before, 
make the garlic-pear puree: bine pears, garlic, wine 
and brown sugar in a medium_saucepan. Bring to a 
simmer over medium-high heat. Do not cover. Let sim- 
mer, stirring occasionaily, until pears are mushy and most 
of the wine has evaporated, about 25 minutes. Puree pear 
mixture in a food processor fitted with the steel blade. 
With machine running, pour olive oil through the feed 
tube, making a smooth and creamy puree; Season with 
lemon juice, rosemary, and salt and pepper to taste. Hold 
at room temperature if using within a few hours. Other- 
wise, refrigerate; bring to room temperature before 
serving. 

Carve turkey into slices, arrange on serving plates and 
dollop a generous spoonful of garlic-pear puree alongside 
each serving. Serve at once. 

Yield: 8 to 10 servings. 

Note: Drippings may be too spicy to use for gravy. An 
unstuffed turkey can be prepared on the grill.

Uncover; add 
snow peas and frozen peas. Continue baking until vegeta- 
bles are tender, about 20 minutes. Sprinkle with parsley. 
Serve hot.

Finally, you need to know the two 
types of equipment that make muffin 
baking a snap. We use mini muffin 
tins, because smaller muffins bake 
faster, and we recommend two tins 
so the whole batch can bake at once. 

To fill the tins, we use a cookie 
dough scoop (a mini version of an ice 
cream scoop), because it holds the 
perfect portion of batter. 

These scoops cost as little as $3 
and can be found in discount stores 


and kitchen 
specialty shops.

To serve: Split 6 cupcakes in half 
horizontally.

Arrange fruit over cake 
bottoms. (Freeze extra 6 cupcakes or 
save for eating out of hand.) 

To prepare sauce: Whisk together 
sour cream, honey and milk in small 
bowl. Ladle about 2% tablespoons 
sauce over each serving of fruit. 
Place cupcake tops over fruit; dust 
with powdered sugar. Garnish with 
mint sprigs.

The Boone County medical 
examiner is investigating 
deaths at a nursing home that 
employed a nurse already un- 
der federal investigation in sus- 
picious deaths at a veterans 
hospital. 


The nurse worked at the 


' Ashland Healthcare nursing 


home for a year after leaving 
the Truman Veterans Hospital 
in Columbia, where the FBI has 
spent three years investigating 
deaths that occurred on the 
nurse’s ward. 

From June 1993 until March 
1995, 36 deaths occurred at 
the Ashland nursing home, ac- 
cording to a state Board of 
Nursing report. The nursing 
home cares for about 60 
patients. 

The investigation is center- 
ing on 30 deaths that occurred 
in the year that Robert Allen 
Williams, a registered nurse, 
worked at the nursing home. 
Six patients died in the 10 
months following Williams’ dis- 
missal from the home on July 
>, 1994, the nursing board 


“The mere numbers alert us 
to investigate and try to deter- 
mine why large numbers oc- 
curred in such a short period of 
time,” Vernie Fountain, 
the chief death investigator for 
the examiner’s office. 

Williams, 29, of Ashland, 
was fired from the nursing 
home after poor inspection re- 
ports from the state Division of 
Aging, according to The Co- 
lumbia Daily Tribune, which

Local Jewish leaders say the assassination of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has deeply touched the St. 
Louis area’s Jewish community, which numbers about 
60,000. 

About 200 people attended a memorial service Sunday 
at Shaare Emeth Temple in Creve Coeur. 

Kickoff for the Jewish Federation of St. Louis’ annual 
fund-raiser, planned to be festive, took on a more somber 
tone. The event began with a moment of silence. 

Lynn Lyss, head of the National Jewish Community 
Relations Advisory Council, left her home in Clayton 
Sunday for Rabin’s funeral today in Israel. 

Lyss is a part of President Bill Clinton’s entourage. She 
had been present at the signing of the peace treaty 
between Jordan and Israel last year. 

Her husband, Dr. Carl Lyss, said she visited Israel 
regularly to meet with top government officials. 

Rabbi Mark Shook of Temple Israel in Creve Coeur 
was touring Israel with members of his congregation 
when Rabin was shot. Shook said Sunday in a telephone 
interview from a kibbutz north of the Sea of Galilee that 
many of the people on his tour were frustrated by the 
language barrier that kept them from hearing the latest 
news in English.

WASHINGTON — President Bill Clinton paid his re- 
spects Sunday at the Israeli Embassy to assassinated 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

The president and Hillary Rodham Clinton stopped by 
the embassy several hours before they flew to Israel at 
the head of a large U:S. delegation to Rabin’s funeral. 

They left Andrews Air Force Base aboard Air Force 
One at 4:05 p.m. St. Louis time. With them were former 
Presidents Jimmy Carter and George Bush, and more 
than 40 members of Congress — including House Speak- 
er Newt Gingrich, R-Ga., House Minority Leader Richard 
Gephardt, D-Mo., Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole, R- 
Kan., and Senate Minority Leader Tom Daschle, D-S.D. 

Sitting in the embassy at a black-draped table that bore 
a photograph of Rabin, a bouquet of purple and white 
flowers and a small candle, Clinton wrote in the official 
condolence book: “Prime Minister Rabin gave his life to 
Israel, first as a soldier for its freedom, then finally as a 


martyr for its lasting peace. For his example, his friend- 


ship to the United States, and his warm friendship to me, I 
am eternally grateful.” 

Then Mrs. Clinton sat down and wrote, “‘God bless 
Prime Minister Rabin, the people of Israel and all who 
take risks for peace.” 

The Clintons offered condolences to Israeli Ambassa- 
dor Itamar Rabinovich and his wife, Efrat, as several

Escort For Coffin 


Rabin’s coffin was placed in an 
army truck Sunday morning and, ac- 
companied by six army generals and 
two police chiefs, was driven slowly 
from Tel Aviv yp to Jerusalem. Thou- 
sands of cars were parked along the 
highway as Israelis strained to catch 
a glimpse 

The coffin was placed on a black 
bier in the plaza outside the Knesset. 
Rabin’s widow, Leah, supported by 


her son, Yuval, and daughter, Dalia, 
slowly walked toward the coffin. 
From time to time, she buried her 
tear-stained face in her hands, and 
slumped on Yuval’s shoulder. 

Yuval Rabin quietly recited the 
Kaddish, or prayer for the dead. 

Hundreds of thousands of Israelis 
filled the Knesset plaza and spilled 
out into the streets for miles. 

Parents brought their children, 
carrying them on their shoulders. 
One man hobbled along on crutches. 
There were soldiers in uniform, and 
members of the Druse sect, an off- 
shoot of Islam, in white headdress 
and long flowing robes. 

Israel TV said it expected 1 million 
Israelis — one-fifth of the population 
— to pay last respects before today’s 


funeral at Jerusalem’s Mount Herzl 


cemetery.

Israel radio reported that Amit’ ~ 
brother, Hagai, was one of an unspec- 
ified number of extremists rounded 
up for questioning, 

Rabin’s death raised immediate 
questions about the future of Middle 
East peace moveg, especially the Is- 
raeli-Palestinian ‘felf-rule agreement 
on the withdrawal*of Israel soldiers 
from most West Bank towns and vil- 
lages by the end of this year. Some 
delays were possible as Peres puts 
together a caretaker govefnment. 

Rabin was the one politician Istae- 
lis trusted to take the risks involved 
along the rocky path toward peace. 
His peacemaking ‘with the PLO 
earned him the 1994 Nobel Peace 
Prize, along with -Pereg and Ar@fat. 
But the political climate had turned 
more venomous in *récent months 
over the planned West Bank with- 
drawal, and Rabin became the target 
of increasing vitriol by Breet S Geht 
wing.

{CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
Space shuttle Columbia glided to a 
smooth landing at Kennedy Space 
Center Sunday, and the shuttle com- 
mander, said its science experiments 
could make life on Earth cleaner and 
healthier in the next decade. 

A Florida cold front had threat- 
enéd to postpone the landing. NASA 
officials feared low-lying clouds and 
high wind would mean Columbia 
would have to wait until today or 
evén Tuesday to land. 

While the landing marked the end 
ofa successful 16-day science mis- 
sion, it meant that Columbia missed a 
chance to go on record books as the 
longest voyage ever. Shuttle Endea- 
vour stayed in orbit earlier this year 
for'16 days and 15 hours. — 

‘We had some great science on 
our mission,” Shuttle commander 
Kén Bowersox said at a news confer- 
ence, “There were things going on 
on that flight that may shape the way 
we live here qn the ground not in five 
yéars, but maybe in 10 years, 20 
years or 30 years.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole said Sun- 
day that he. did not think President 
Bill Clinton and congressional Repub- 
licans were that far apart on the tax 
cuts each could support. 

“He’s talking about a $300 per 
child tax credit, ours is $500 — 
that’s 70-some percent of the whole 
tax package,” Dole, R-Kansas, said 
on NBC’s “‘Meet the Press.”’ 

Dole said the president also had 
indicated a willingness to look at capi- 
tal gains tax reductions. 

“Tf you boil it all down, there’s not 
that many differences, in my view,” 
he said. 

But Dole sounded less sure that 
the two sides can reach agreement 
on welfare reform or reductions in 
the growth of Medicare spending. 

The House and Senate plans to 
balance the budget in seven years 
also contain $245 billion in tax cuts. 
The House and Senate must work out 
differences in the two versions. 

Clinton says he will veto the legis- 
lation unless Republicans agree to 
less severe reductions in growth in 
education and Medicare spending.

200 Attend Rally To Support Racial Tolerance, Peace

“Together, we make a wonderful quilt. Sep- 
arately, we create the ultimate in chaos.” 

That’s how George Cotton, a University 
City councilman, summed up the goal of Unity 
Rally ’95. 

More than 200 people of different races and 
religions turned out for the 45-minute ceremo- 
ny Sunday afternoon outside Jefferson Memo- 
rial in Forest Park. 

Participants listened to Cotton, other speak- 
ers and a teen-age singing group call for 
brotherhood. 

They also observed a “flowing prayer’’ led 
by a succession of clergy or representatives of 
Protestant, Catholic, Jewish, Muslim and Ba- 
ha’i faiths, and of the Reorganized Church of 
Latter Day Saints. Some in the crowd held 
placards with slogans such as “‘Say no to hate.” 

Former Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton urged 
participants to strive for mutual understand- 
ing. ‘““The paradox of our growing racial divide 
is that despite identifiable progress in some 
areas, we seem to have split further apart in 


others,’’ Eagleton said. Mayor Freeman Bos- 
ley Jr. said, ‘“We’re not going anywhere in this 
town unless we go there together.” 

The program’s moderator, Kathryn Nelson, 
began with a moment of silence for Yitzhak 
Rabin, the slain Israeli prime minister. She 
called Rabin “a fallen leader for peace.” 

The rally. followed a similar event last fall in 
Clayton, which drew 1,500 people. County 
Executive George R. “Buzz” Westfall, who 
spoke at both, pointed.out that the 1994 gath- 
ering was “‘a fight-back” response to a Ku Klux

Centreville Faces Decision On Firing 


Council To Take Close Look At Mayor’s Action Against Police Chief

The Centreville City Council is 
scheduled to decide Wednesday night 
whether to go along with the mayor’s 
firing of Police Chief Curtis McCall, 
who has been chief only six months. 
Centreville Mayor Riley L. Owens 
Ill said Friday that he was dismissing 
McCall for mismanaging the Police 
Department’ s budget and for unspec- 
ified * ‘serious insubordination.” 

“The details will come out at the 
meeting on Wednesday at 8 o'clock,” 
Owens said. “I’m not saying he isn’t a 
good policeman. I’m saying he’s not a 
good manager.” 


McCall, 33, took over as chief 
April 28. He took a leave from the St. 
Clair County Sheriff's Department, 
where he had been a deputy for seven 
years. His dismissal as Centreville’s 
chief was effective Wednesday. 

Owens’ dismissal letter charges 
that McCall allowed overtime pay to 
skyrocket and that he didn’t keep 
proper track of other expenses.

Researchers Link Asthma, Tire Particles 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Two 
Kansas City area researchers are 
suggesting that tiny, airborne parti- 
cles of tire rubber could be the cause 
of an increase in asthma cases. 

Jay Portnoy, chief of allergy and 
asthma at Children’s Mercy Hospital, 
is researching the particles, which 
were first assumed to be soot. Now 


there is strong evidence that they . 


have come from rubber tires, 
through ordinary driving. 

Researchers say that tires, princi- 
pally radials, can spew billions of par- 
ticles into the atmosphere every day. 
Latex, the key ingredient of rubber, 
can trigger severe, even fatal, aller- 
gic reactions and aggravate allergies 
to other substances. 

Many of these airborne particles 
are so small that they can be inhaled 
deeply into lungs. That makes them a 
potential threat to people susceptible 
to asthma. 

A spokesman for the tire industry 
said that he was unaware that scien- 
tists_were beginning to look at tire 
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particles as a potential health hazard. 


“‘We never heard of this as an issue 
before,’ said Peter Pantuso of the 
Rubber Manufacturers Association in 
Washington. ‘‘At no time was any 
assumption made that there was any 
[allergic] reaction from tires.” 


A group of researchers at the Al- 
lergy Respiratory Institute of Colora- 
do in Denver first identified the parti- 
cles as bits of tires. They published 
their findings early this year. 

“This stuff gets up there from 
roads. There’s literally tons of it in 
the air,” said P. Brock Williams, a 
molecular biologist who led the Den- 
ver team and now works at IBT Ref- 
erence Laboratory in Lenexa, Kan., a 
Kansas City suburb. 


Portnoy and Williams said the dis- 


covery of this airborne latex might 


offer at least a partial explanation for 
the worldwide rise in asthma cases, a 
medical mystery that has puzzled 
doctors for two decades. 


Portnoy and Williams suggest that 
a common factor among countries 
with increased asthma rates is an 
increase ih auto traffic and greater 
use of radial tires. 


Portnoy added tire fragment 
counts to his daily mold spore and 
pollen counts in August, making Kan- 
sas City the first metropolitan area to 
routinely monitor the particles. 

He will present his preliminary 
findings this week to the annual 
meeting of the American College of 


Allergy, Asthma and Immunology in. 


Dallas. Particle levels in Kansas City 
rise on weekdays during rush-hour 
traffic, and drop on weekends, Port- 
noy found.

John L. Sullivan, 66; Was

Bowe Sleeps, Manager Dreams 


Of Heavyweight Bout With Tyson

LAS VEGAS — While Riddick 
Bowe slept, manager Rock Newman 
talked about the fighter’s future. And 
he talked big. 

‘At a news conference Sunday, 
Newman talked about a Bowe-Mike 
Tyson fight, one day after Bowe’s 
eighth-round victory in his rubber 
match against Evander Holyfield. 
Bowe was not present because he 


‘couldn’t stay awake after talking on 


the telephone to his five children in 
Maryland at 7:30 a.m. (St. Louis 
time.) 

“IT called Don. [Tyson promoter 
Don King] about an hour ago and we 
had a very pleasant conversation,” 
Newman said. “If we don’t make an 
attempt, Tyson-Bowe won’t be 
made, and I will make the attempt.” 

While Tyson remains boxing’s 
main attraction, Bowe laid a legiti- 
mate claim to being the world’s pre- 
mier heavyweight with his victory 
over Holyfield at Caesars Palace, a 
victory he achieved by getting up 
from a sixth-round knockdown. 

The future for Holyfield, 33, is 
uncertain. Despite scoring the knock- 
down, he looked like a tired, old fight- 
er Saturday night. 

“If he were my fighter, I’d be very 
careful in taking future matches be- 
cause the wear and tear have begun 
to show,’ said Eddie Futch, Bowe’s 
trainer. 

Newman said he will meet with 
King next week “‘probably in the eve- 
ning.’’ King is on trial in federal court 
at New York for wire fraud. 

“To regain credibility, they [Tyson 
and King] have to do something dra- 
matic, and we want to be part of the 
drama,’ Newman said. “I think it 
would be a perfect fight for Riddick.” 

Tyson’s fight Saturday night at the 
MGM Grand against Buster Mathis 
Jr. was called off last Tuesday bez

cause of Tyson’s fractured right 
thumb. With only 89 seconds of fight- 
ing (his victory over Peter McNeeley 
Aug. 19), it is unlikely Tyson will 
fight the 6-foot-5, 240-pound Bowe in 
the near future. 

Tyson could fight Mathis in Janu- 
ary and he is expected to challenge 
Frank Bruno of Britain for the World 
Boxing Council title March 16 at the 
MGM Grand.

When Lewis called Bowe a chicken 
at the postfight news conference Sat- 
urday night, Newman said, “All ¢ort 
tenders who got knocked out by: Olir 
ver McCall, wait your turn.” y >. 

Lewis lost bargaining power ‘when 
he lost the WBC title by being 
stopped in the second round ‘by 
McCall last year. McCall, in turn, wag 
outpointed by Bruno. 

Bowe remains the World Boxin 
Organization champion, a title Holy- 
field had said he wouldn’t accept if he 
won. 

The undisputed title was at stake 
when Bowe scored a unanimous dec# 
sion over Holyfield Nov. 13, 1992. 
The International Boxing Federation 
and WBA titles were at stake Nev.-6, 
1993, when Holyfield scored a majér- 
ity decision in a fight in which the-Fan 
Man (james Miller) crashed agaitist 
the ring in a paraglider in the seventh 
round.

ues Gum It Up, Fall Into Sharks’ Jaws

SAN JOSE, Calif. — Mike 
Keenan is in his 11th season as a 
National -Hockey League head 
coach, but the Blues delivered a 
new experience to his doorstep 
Saturday night: 

A collapse so steep it took 
Keenan into uncharted territory. 

“‘We played decent for the first 
40 minutes,’’ Keenan lamented af- 
ter the game. He then took a deep 
breath and shook his head. “I’ve 
never seen anything like this hap- 
pen before ... with any team I’ve 
coached in this league.”’ 

That’s saying a lot. Keenan has 
785 games in the league, including 
some horrible ones with the Chica- 
go Blackhawks in his first season 
as their coach in 1988-89. But 
Saturday night was the worst. 

“I can believe that,’’ a dejected 
Geoff Courtnall said. “It’s been a 
long time since I’ve seen some- 
thing like that.” 

The Blues took a 3-2 lead into 
the period — they led 3-1 at one 
point — but ended up losing 7-3. 
The Sharks, previously winless, 
had three more goals than the 
Blues had shots on goal — 5-2 — 
in the third period.

Cobbin Making Smooth Transition 
To Billikens Lineup As A Freshman

Those first few months of col- 
lege can be tough on a young man 
away from home, especially 
someone who is close to his mom 
and rarely strayed far from 
home. 

So let’s check on St. Louis Uni- 
versity freshman Vergil Cobbin. 

How’s the new city? Just fine, 
he says. 

How are his new friends, most 
of them his basketball team- 
mates? Outstanding, he says. 

How about that homesickness? 
No problem. Cobbin, who is from 
Houston, hasn’t felt the pangs at 
all, which probably has been 
helped by his smooth transition 
to college basketball in the pre- 
season. He has practiced with the 
grace and confidence of a veter- 
an, and he seems to have a handle 
on the starting small-forward 
spot heading into the Billikens’ 
first exhibition. 

Cobbin probably will be the 
lone freshman starter when SLU 
plays Arkansas Express next 
Monday night at Kiel Center. So, 
yes, basketball is going well. 

How’s school? 

That’s a little tougher. 

Lamar Consolidated High School in Houston 
didn’t have Introduction to African Politics. 

“I prepared myself that this would be tougher 
than high school,’’ Cobbin said. “I prepared myself 
that the basketball would be more physical and 
tougher, and I knew the classes here would be 
harder. Like in that class, it hasn’t been easy. I took 
it because I really am interested in what happens in 
it. 

“I’m starting to enjoy it more now and under- 
stand it better. It’s been interesting to see the 
development of religion in Africa, within the tribes 
and how they formed.”’ 

Cobbin is in the midst of a different kind of 
development. The Billikens are coming together, 
and Cobbin is enjoying the experience. 

He likes laughing at fellow freshman Donnie 
Adkins. He admires junior Jeff Harris’ skills, and 
thinks that he and Harris have much in common. 
He’s grateful for senior Carlos McCauley, who has 
tried showing Cobbin the ropes of basketball and 
college life in general. He appreciates the talents of 
the other Billikens. 

Cobbin expected the team to be good. The Bills 
might be better than he thought, he said. But most 
rewarding has been the way they have come to- 
gether as friends so easily and so quickly. 

On the court and off it, Cobbin is a key figure. 

“T feel like I’m a leader,” Cobbin said. ‘I’m not 
there with this team quite yet. I’m still getting to 
know people and letting them get to know me. But I 
want to do whatever I can to make this team as 
good as it can be. 

“I want to see us do as well as or better than the 
team did last year. I want to help. Everyone is that 
way. It’s a very unselfish team.” 

Cobbin, 6 feet 4, could have come in like other

college game is more humbling than high school. 
Cobbin averaged 19 points and eight rebounds as a 
senior at Lamar. SLU coach Charlie Spoonhour 
won’t mind Cobbin’s offense, but it’s defense 
Spoonhour stresses. 

That lesson made immediate sense to Cobbin. 

“In high school, you think offense wins games,” 
he said. ‘Here, offense helps you win games. But 
defense is what really wins basketball games.”’ 

Defense is about hard work. Cobbin could consid- 
er his offense a natural-born skill — he can’t 
remember not having a shooting touch — but he 
comes by defense through an honest, basic 
approach. 

His hero back home modeled it daily. 

His mother, Rita Cobbin, works as a “‘training 
specialist,” someone who. prepares people to live on 
their own by teaching them the basic tasks of each 
day. She prepared Vergil. She often has worked 
two jobs. Many days, she left at 2 p.m. when Vergil 
still was in school. He would return home to look 


after brothers and sisters, cook their meals, and put 


them and himself to bed before she returned home. 

He saw it as a responsibility, not a burden. He 
saw his mother as a strong woman who kept her 
family’s welfare a top priority. 

He said he thinks of her every day. Every hour. 

“‘When I’m playing in a game or practice and I get 
tired, I think to myself, ‘My mom got tired going to 
work every day, and she never gave up,’ ’”’ Cobbin 
said. “She makes me a better player even now.” 

Vergil Cobbin is a shooter. He’ll nail plenty of 3- 
pointers in his Billikens career. He’ll want the ball 
in clutch situations. 

But he knows his shot won’t be there every night. 
He knows he has other responsibilities. 

“T’ll rebound, step up on defense, keep the other 
guys’ confidence up,” Cobbin said.

Another Loss, But Kicking Game 


Is No Source Of S

NEW ORLEANS — Things were 
quiet Sunday on the place-kicking 
front for the Rams — which was a 
positive development, given the trials 
and tribulations of Steve McLaughlin, 
who was cut last Monday. 

Dean Biasucci, the man hired to 
replace McLaughlin, kicked an extra 
point and a 32-yard field goal and 
missed a 52-yarder in a 19-10 loss to 
New Orleans at the Superdome. 

“I felt confident,” Biasucci said. “‘I 
had a tough warm-up. Before the 
game I wasn’t at my best.” 

Biasucci made the 32-yard kick 
with plenty to spare. 

“I would hope so — 32 yards,”

Hughes. But on third and 10, Chris 
Miller’s pass was picked off in the end 
zone by Eric Allen. 

“I thought I could maybe squeeze 
it into Isaac [Bruce],” Miller said. “‘It 
was covered. I should have thrown it 
away and we should have kicked a 
field goal. So I cost us three points 
there.”’ 

Instead of heading into the locker 
room tied 10-10, the Rams trailed 
10-7. 

@ Item: Late in the third quarter, 
the Rams took over on the New Or- 
leans 25 after a Conlan fumble recov- 
ery. Four plays latef, Miller complet- 
ed a 4-yard touchdown pass to tight 
end Troy Drayton. But the play was 
called back when Drayton was 
flagged for offensive pass 
interference. 

“They called me for pushing off, 
but pushing off is an extension of the 
arm,” Drayton said. “I just hit him 
and turned around. I was very sur- 
prised at the call. I even asked [de- 
fender] Tyrone Legette if he thought 
I pushed off. He told me, ‘We needed 
that one.’ So that answers your 
question.”’ 

Instead of taking a 14-13 lead, the 
Rams settled for a Dean Biasucci 
field goal and a 13-10 deficit. 

@ Item: With the Saints up 19-10, 


Todd Kinchen was at his ‘“‘Crazylegs” 
best on a kickoff return. But while 
cutting into the open at midfield, he 
tripped over téammate Brad Ottis 
and fell to the turf. 

“T don’t think I would have gone all 
the way,” Kinchen said. “It’s really 
hard to return a kick all the way 
whenever you cut back all the way 
across the field. But I'd have been 
inside the 20 — the 15 at least. So it 
would have been a big play for us.”’ 

Instead, the Rams took over at 
midfield. 

@ Item: On second and 10 from the 
25 with three minutes to play, the 
Rams were in position for no less 
than a field goal that would have cut 
the lead to 19-13, giving them at 
least a chance for one last despera- 
tion possession | to reach the end zone. 

But Saints defensive tackle Wayne 
Martin zipped past the Road Grader, 
offensive guard Dwayne White, and 
sacked Miller for a 9-yard loss. The 
Rams were forced to attempt a 52- 
yard field goal, but it bounced off the 
crossbar, no good, with 2:35 to play. 

And on and on. There was Kinchen 
fighting for extra yardage on a punt 
return and getting the ball dislodged 
for a costly fumble that set up the last 
of those four Brien field goals. ... 
Cornerback Todd Lyght leaping for 
an interception but not coming up 
with the ball. That allowed Brien to 
kick a 47-yard field goal for a 16-10 
Saints lead. . . . Miller threw a catch- 
able ball to Johnny Thomas just be- 
fore the Martin sack, but Thomas 
couldn’t hang on in the end zone. 


‘“‘When we were winning, we were 
getting the breaks and we were get- 
ting the turnovers at the right time,”’ 
running back Leonard Russell said. 
‘Now it’s going the other way. We’ve 
got to find out how to get that back. 
We've just got to get that edge 
back.” 

None of those near misses would 
have mattered as much if the Rams’ 
defense could have figured out how 
to get the ball back from New Or- 
leans. The Saints entered the game 
with the league’s worst rushing of- 
fense, but it didn’t look that way 
Sunday. 

Led by Mario Bates’ 106 yards, 
their ball-control offense rushed for 
153 yards to almost double their sea- 
son average of 78.9 per game. This, 
mind you, came with an offensive line 
that was minus two starters because 
of injuries. 

As a result, the Saints ran 69 plays 
compared with the Rams’ 45. They 
controlled the ball for 38 minutes 6 
seconds, compared with the Rams’ 
21:54. 

‘“‘We were beat off the ball,”’ coach 
Rich Brooks said. “I thought the 
Saints’ offensive line did an outstand- 
ing job on us. Very seldom did ‘you 
see us in their backfield making tack- 
les for losses. Most of the time you 
saw their backs falling forward; you 
saw them spinning out for extra 
effeat. 

“‘We just seemed to be a step away 
in everything we did on defense.” 

And on offense. And on special 
teams. And...

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ments to choose from. Another horri- 
ble interception thrown by quarter- 
back Chris Miller. An untimely fum- 
ble by Todd Kinchen. A penalty by 
tight end Troy Drayton that wiped 
out a touchdown. Or my personal 
choice: Rams backup defensive tack- 
le Brad Ottis, tripping Kinchen on a 
late kickoff return that might have 
gone for a touchdown. 

These errors certainly helped 
cause the latest crash, but the Rams 
primarily went down because they 
got manhandled. Again. On the offen- 
sive line. But mostly on defense. 

“‘They ran on us, they passed on 
us,” defensive tackle D’Marco Farr 
said. ‘‘So I guess they did kick our 
butts.” 

The Saints — ranked dead last in 
the league in rushing the football — 
marched, sauntered, swayed and 
boogied through the Rams’ beignet- 
soft defense as if rehearsing for Mar- 
di Gras. And two backups started on 
the Saints’ O-Line. The only thing 
missing from this parade was Al Hirt. 
Saints running backs Mario Bates and 
Ray Zellars romped for 156 yards, 
giving the Rams’ lunging defense a 
painful case of carpet burn. 

The Rams knew the Saints would 
run, and stacked bodies to stuff the 
run, and they still couldn’t stop the 
run. The Saints ran 24 more plays 
than the Rams, held the ball for eight 


plays or more on six of their 10 
series, punted only twice and had a 
16-minute advantage in time of pos- 
session. In the fourth quarter, -the 
Saints hogged the ball for 12 minutes 
40 seconds. Unbelievable. And quar- 
terback Jim Everett completed 68 
percent of his passes, with the Saints 
converting 54 percent of their third 
downs. 

A stomping. 

And difficult to shine, The 
Rams came into the Big Easy with a 
5-3 record, thick in the playoff hunt. 
Their motor should have been revved 
up. So how could they be so 
uninspired? 

Example: The Rams snatched a 7- 
0 lead on Bruce’s 55-yard touchdown 
reception, the perfect way to pull out 
of a slump. And then the defense 
went on cruise control, getting 
shoved around on the Saints’ nine- 
play, 70-yard TD drive. 

The Rams’ defense surrendered 
control: And after that encouraging 
start, the Rams’ offense wouldn't 
reach the end zone again. Not even 
with an improved running game, 
sparked by rookie Brent Moss. 

“‘We didn’t take advantage of our 
opportunities,’ cornerback Todd 
Lyght said. ‘“The offense goes up 7-0, 
and defensively we’ve got to come 
out and stop them. We can’t let them 
march down the field and score. And 
in the second half, I don’t know how 
many times we didn’t get any points 
when we were supposed to get some 
points. We’re not coming up with any 
damn points. That’s bleep.”’ 

Bleep it is. The Rams have scored 


only 29 points, total, in their three 
consecutive. losses. The Rams curled

up like this last season, when they

finished 4-12. And these last two set- 
backs — Philadelphia, then N’Awlins 
— could have been replayed from 
1994 game tapes. 

“I know this team lost a lot of 
football games the last few years,” 
Brooks said. “I’m not dealing with it 


very well myself. I’m hoping we snap 
out of it, and we need to. The last two. 


games were winnable football games 
for us, and we fell short.”’ 

St. Louis won’t give up on the 
season. But will the Rams (5-4) give 
up on themselves? At moments like 
this, I seek the counsel of blunt-hon- 
est middle linebacker Shane Conlan. 

“T’m telling you, it’s not like last 
year,’ Conlan said. “Last year, this 
team just flat-out quit. Absolutely 
quit. And I don’t see that this year. 
The effort is good. But we’re not 
playing well.”’ 

Fine. So fix it. St. Louis loves the 
Rams. But here’s the deal: Only the 
Rams can save themselves. 

“T’m presenting a challenge to the 
fans of St. Louis,” Farr said. ‘““We’re 
in a three-game skid, and maybe they 
can help us turn it around. We need a 
lot of fan support. Just make it deaf- 
ening in the Dome on Sunday,” 

That’s automatic. 

Now, here’s an urgent bulletin for 
Rams players: 

You can’t ask the fans for any more 
than they’ve given. The fans have 
done their share. 

Now, how about doing yours?

brief ovation for a successful extra- 
point try after a Ray Zellars 1-yard 
touchdown run in the second quarter. 
“You find out who your friends are. I 
had confidence in myself. It feels 
good to have it pay off. You start to 
wonder when things aren’t going 
your way for weeks and weeks.” 

“T’ve enough bad luck for the last 
couple of weeks,’ he said. ‘“‘The balls 
were bound to roll my way.” 

Brien’s rolling odyssey, which 
nearly took him to St. Louis, begins in 
San Francisco. 

The only kicker picked in the '94 
draft, Brien went 15 for 20 in his 
rookie season and was never forced 
to make a pressure kick. 

What doomed Brien this season 
were two pressure-filled misses: A 
40-yarder in the 49ers’ three-point 
loss to the Detroit Lions on Sept. 25, 
and a 46-yarder with less than a min- 
ute left in the 49ers’ one-point loss to 
the Indianapolis Colts on Oct. 15. He 
made seven of 12. 

“T was just suffering from a nega- 
tive, negative environment,’ said 
Brien, who called playing for the 
49ers a pressure cooker. “I wasn’t 
myself.”’ 

He wasn’t a 49er, either. 

The 49ers cut Brien in favor of 
former Rams kicker Tony Zendejas. 
The bearer of the bad news was not 
coach George Seifert but vice presi- 
dent Dwight Clark. 


After he was cut, the 24-year-old 
Brien said he was “‘more angry than 
anything else. It wasn’t like I was 
kicking poorly and couldn’t hit the 
side of a barn. I wasn’t missing 20-,

Brien said he had two telephone 
calls’ waiting for him when he got 
back. One from the Saints and one 
from the Rams. 

After some dickering between the 
two teams, the Rams agreed to let 
Brien make St. Louis the second 
workout. 

Brien never left New Orleans. 
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its first shutout in 18 years. 

But the 49ers failed to score again. 
Grbac threw a second interception 
early in the final period, and Tony 
Zendejas badly shanked a 32-yard 
field goal try with 6:37 left. 

Carolina running back Derrick 
Moore went down late in the game 
with a sprained right knee. He was 
scheduled for an MRI scan today, and 
there was no word on how long he'll 
be out.

The nurse worked at the 
Ashland Healthcare nursing 
hoine for a year after leaving 
the Truman Veterans Hospital 
in Columbia, where the FBI has 
spent three years investigating 
deaths that occurred on the 
nurse’s ward. 

From June 1993 until March 
1995, 36 deaths occurred at 
the Ashland nursing home, ac- 
cording to a state Board of 
Nursing report. The nursing 
home cares for about 60 
patients. 

The investigation is center- 
ing on 30 deaths that occurred 
in the year that Robert Allen 
Williams, a registered nurse, 
worked at the nursing home. 
Six patients died in the 10 
months following Williams’ dis- 
missal from the home on July 
13, 1994, the nursing board 
said.

Meanwhile, world leaders were 
flying to Jerusalem for his funeral 
today. The funeral procession was to 
start at 1:30 p.m. and the funeral at 2 
p.m. (5:30 a.m. and 6 a.m., respec- 
tively, St. Louis time). The ceremo- 
ny, which will be televised, is expect- 
ed to last two hours, Israeli officials 
said. 

Rabin’s assassination at a peace 
rally in Tel Aviv, Israel, Saturday 
night stunned a nation that, despite 
increasingly bitter divisions over 
peacemaking with Arabs, had some- 
how denied that such violence could 
happen to them. Chaim Ramon, chief 
of the Histadrut Trade Union Feder- 
ation, said Sunday, “There were 
many writings on the wall, but still 
we felt this could not happen to us.”’ 

In advance of the arrival of world 
leaders, hundreds of thousands of 
mourners came from throughout Is- 
rael to a courtyard in front of the 
Knesset, or parliament. Some waited

WASHINGTON — President Bill Clinton flew to Israel 
Sunday, leading a large, high-ranking U.S. delegation to 
the funeral of Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

The president and Hillary Rodham Clinton left An- 
drews Air Force Base aboard Air Force One at 4:05 p.m. 
(St. Louis time). With them were former Presidents 
Jimmy Carter and George Bush, and more than 40 mem- 
bers of Congress — including House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, R-Ga., House Minority Leader Richard A. Gep- 
hardt, D-Mo., Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., 
and Senate Minority Leader Tom Daschle, D-S.D. 

Sitting at a conference table aboard the plane with 
Bush and Carter, Clinton said the bipartisan group was 
gathered to show that the United States was “a genuine 
partner of the people of Israel, Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike.” 

Noting that the United States has “dealt with some 
polarization of our own,” Clinton said one lesson of 
Rabin’s assassination was the danger of vitriolic political 
dialogue. ‘‘You want the widest range of freedom of 
speech, but words can have consequences. People can be 
driven to extremes, and our society only works, and 
democracy only works, when freedom is handled 
responsibly.” 

U.S. Ambassador Martin Indyk said he hoped the 
extraordinary U.S. delegation “will have a very powerful 
impact on the people of Israel as they try to unite and try

Hundreds of people 
lined roofs to see the place where 
Rabin was shot, and drivers slowed as 
they passed the square. 


The crowd included a class of

six hours to pass the coffin. The vigil 
was expected to continue all night 
until the start of a state funeral. 

Under a bright, warm sun, many 
placed bouquets of flowers on stone 
tiles near the coffin — draped with 
the Israeli flag — in which Rabin, 73, 
lay. Others saluted the former army 
chief of staff who became Israel’s 
standard-bearer for peace. 

“I feel that half the country has 
died,”’ said Pini Cohen, a high school 
student, as he and a group of friends 
huddled and lighted candles in the 
courtyard. 


Escort For Coffin 


Rabin’s coffin was placed in an 
army truck Sunday morning and, ac- 
companied by six army generals and 
two police chiefs, was driven slowly 
from Tel Aviv up to Jerusalem. Thou- 
sands of cars were parked along the 
highway as Israelis strained to catch 
a glimpse. 

The coffin was placed on a black 
bier in the plaza outside the Knesset. 
Rabin’s widow, Leah, supported by 
her son, Yuval, and daughter, Dalia, 
slowly walked toward the coffin. 


From time to time, she buried her 
tear-stained face in her hands, and 
slumped on Yuval’s shoulder. 

Yuval Rabin quietly recited the 
Kaddish, or prayer for the dead. 

Hundreds of thousands of Israelis 
filled the Knesset plaza and spilled 
out into the streets for miles. 

Parents brought their children, 
carrying them on their shoulders. 
One man hobbled along on crutches. 
There were soldiers in uniform, and 
members of the Druse sect, an off- 
shoot of Islam, in white headdress 
and long flowing robes. 

Israel TV said it expected 1 million 
Israelis — one-fifth of the population 
— to pay last respects before today’s 
funeral at Jerusalem’s Mount Herzl 
cemtery. 

Rabin will be buried in the same 
hilltop, wooded cemetery — close to 
the Yad Vashem Holocaust memorial 
— as former Prime Minister Golda 
Meir and Theodore Herzl, the 
founder of Zionism for whom. the 
burial ground in named.

Rabin’s funeral also was to bring to 
Jerusalem King Hussein of Jordan 
and President Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt — two Arab leaders who have 
not visited the disputed city. An offi- 
cial visit to Jerusalem is seen by the 
Arab world as recognition of the city 
as Israel's capital. 

King Hassan II of Morocco had 


planned to attend, but his doctor re- 
portedly advised him to stay home 
because of a respiratory infection. 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, Rabin’s 
most important peace partner, said 
he would not come to Jerusalem for 
the service, citing the complicated 
security operation that Israel would 
have to mount if he were there. But 
Arafat said his Palestinian self-rule 
authority would send a 


representative. 

Arafat has not visited Jerusalem 
since Palestinian self-rule began 18 
months ago because his presence 
there would aggravate the sensitive 
issue of sovereignty over the city, 
which Palestinians and Israelis claim 
as their capital. 

Opposition leader Benjamin Netan- 


yahu, Rabin’s fiercest critic and Li- 


kud leader, said he would not vote 
against any government acting Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres presents to 
Parliament. “‘In a democracy, gov- 
ernments are replaced through elec- 
tions, not by murder,’ Netanyahu 
said. 


Motive: To Kill Peace 


The suspect in the assassination, 
Yigal Amir, in his mid-20s, will be 
brought before a court today and 
charged with murder. A law student 
with links to the Jewish extremist 
right fringe, he told interrogators 
that he wanted to stop Rabin’s peace 
policies. He reportedly said his ac- 
tions were based on rabbinical rulings 
that permit Jews to kill people who 
gave away parts of the biblical land of 
Israel. 

Amir, a religious Jew and son of a 
nursery school teacher, had no crimi- 
nal record. After his arrest, he admit- 
ted to twice planning to kill Rabin and 


told police he would have shot Peres 
as well if the two leaders had left the 
rally together. 

His motive, police said, was to halt 
Arab-Israeli peace talks. 

Rabin’s death raised immediate 
questions about the future of Middle 
East peace moves, especially the Is- 
raeli-Palestinian self-rule agreement 


on the withdrawal of Israeli soldiers 


from most West Bank towns and vil- 
lages by the end of this year. 

The Cabinet met briefly Sunday. 
The government temporarily sus- 
pended the passage of 500 Palestin- 
ian police officers from the Gaza Strip 
to the occupied West Bank that had 
been planned for today as part of the 
expansion of Palestinian self-rule. 

It also delayed the transfer of the 
West Bank postal authority to Pales- 
tinian rule. 

Government spokesman Uri 
Dromi said he believed these delays 
will be temporary — ‘a matter of 
days’”’ — and that the pullout of Is- 
raeli troops from the West Bank 
would continue more or less accord- 
ing to the schedule Rabin had 
approved. 

Rabin was the one politician Israe- 
lis trusted to take the risks involved 
along the rocky path toward peace. 
His peacemaking with the PLO 
earned him the 1994 Nobel Peace 
Prize, along with Peres and Arafat.

Visits Embassy 


Earlier Sunday, the Clintons paid 
ma respects at the Israeli Embassy 
Washington. Sitting at a black- 
draped table that bore a photograph 
of Rabin, a bouquet of purple and 
white flowers and a small candle, 
Clinton wrote in the official condo- 
lence book: ‘Prime Minister Rabin 
gave his life to Israel, first as a soldier 
for its freedom, then finally as a mar- 
tyr for its lasting peace.

Then Mrs. Clinton sat down and 
wrote, “God bless Prime Minister 
Rabin, the people of Israel and all 
who take risks for peace.” 

The Clintons offered condolences 
to Israeli Ambassador Itamar Rabino- 
vich and his wife, Efrat, as several 
dozen people looked on. The Clintons 
also spoke briefly with Sen. Paul Si- 
mon, D-Ill., and his wife, Jeanne, who 
had also stopped by the embassy. 

Earlier, on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press,” Rabinovich said there was 
“an immense sense of anger”’ in Is- 
rael over Rabin’s assassination.

Bush called Rabin “‘a true peace- 
maker.’’ Carter, architect of the 
Camp David peace accord in 1978 
between Israel and Egypt, urged Is- 
raelis to carry on Rabin’s legacy by 
backing peace more ardently. 


Eagieton: Peace Uncertain 


Former Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, 
D-Mo., said Rabin’s assassination left 
the future of the Middle East peace 
process “highly uncertain.” 

“It’s not very profound, but it’s 
probably true,” he said. 

On one hand, Eagleton said, Ra- 
bin’s death is a setback for the proc- 
ess, because “‘you can’t lose the prin- 
cipal negotiator, the principal 
advocate within Israel and riot have 
that not be a setback.” 

Yet, Eagleton said, history shows 
that assassination can actually add 
momentum to the cause of the mur- 
dered leader. 

He pointed out that President John 
F. Kennedy’s killing “‘gave some leg-

son. “That’s a possibility here,”
